Tlio Mosloin I’nivorhity Foundation Coiuniittco 
met at Alii'urb and was jiorHiiadecl to resolve “that it 
was prepared to accept the best nniverHilv on the lines 
of the riindii r'luvorsity Act." TIiua ends at lost the 
bravo figlit for oduciitioiial froedoni and initiative which 
the Musaliiians ImdlN^on cnrryin|; 011 for f^isix yoars, 
in spite of dihtinguisliod defoctioii.s williiii their own 
ranks and growing ilifticultios without. We need not 
dwell on the bathos of this decision, [t is necessary 
for tlio peace of mind of all concoroed to draw a (hick 
M*il over llio past, to bury the whole distressing e]jisode 
ill oblivion, with its glorioiiH beginning so full of /.nal 
and promise, its eventful intorvening stages ami its 
melodrainatic end. The Foundation Committee has at 
last been driven to make ui) its mind and swallow its 
past i-epudiutions and denials w'itli as good a face as 
it could put over (he process. The type of iini- 
lorsity that w’&s offered to the Musalmans about four 
years Ago has boon accepted and the Committee itself 
ceases to la*. 

The eanses that have led to this deeiMou are not 
fur lo seek. They do not obviously arise from any 
eliaiige of attitude on the part of the (foverninenl. Tim 
iSoeretary of State bud laid dow n in 1!)12 the ollicial 
|)o1icy III relation lo the establishment of deiioraikalionnl 
universities in India, and that jMilicy remains Axed 
and unaltered in all its vital aspects. The leusons* 
thnt bud eompeiled tlie MusBliiiaiis not to aoeept tbe 
(loverumwit eondiliuus about four \(‘ars ago retain 
their full validity ami are c<iually applicable to-day. 
^J''ie surrender of the FuuiiJatinn Committee at Aligurli 
•ba^ been chic to causes that have little relevan^ 
regards the merits of the nuiversity (pioslion. Thesis 
eaiihCH aie of coiuph'X origin and derive their force from 
eoiisuleratioiis of “expediency," partisan differences, 
lliP^iiU of revolt, vague feai^ of |ios.sible injniyto 
Mosbuii educutional interests, a growing sense of 
ftitility of all furthei* efforts, iiitellectnal fogginess, 
iiiibteaJine^s of nerve and a score of dther in-elevaneies 
that sway the “inob” mind and prmluoe the psy- 
clioiugical moment when the. energetic, re^lntn 
demagogue can strike with effect. It is manifest that 
the public interest in the Moslem University quesliou ^ 
lias been waning through sheer weariness and disgust. ' 
The tlinda iriiiversity Act has, since its passage, stood 
like a stone wall before tliu will of thecouunuQity audit 
was natural that many of the lees optimistic spirits 
should have begun to rennl all further waiting aji<l 
negotiation as hopeless. Thcn^ there has been a niarkeil

The battle in almost all such oasea 
ends in the victory of the "practical” maii-.tho man 
who cannot see a few paces further than nose and 
generally moves along the lines of least realstenee. 
tlie "praotiflal'' man of tbe ICoslem Uuivevnitv bad 
already been gaining on tbe idealist by bis aimple 
fosal to move, by the sheer weight oC bia intefieetuiil 
inertia and tna vast philoaephv of bmetidn that' be 
baa inherited throngh the centnnaa, a. {dtHaaophy that 
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f'xalts the virtue uC accepting the Uilug easiest to attain. 
lliK complete trinmphwas (innily aasurod when a imnibor 
of proniineiit "iOealists” began tu weigli tbeir cliiuiees of 
success as downright, practical men ar<I wore eonviuood 
lliat the way to success was barred. As genuine, 
patriotic Musalmans, not willing to bear the tremend- 
ons renponsibility of rejecting the nuiversity, they at 
lust joined hands w itb the “praclicar’ group and helped 
the Foundation Committee to come to it>. tinal decision. 

So tlio (iuo.stionJias been settled after the heart¬ 
burnings and turmoil of years, and it no\v behoves the 
Stfusulmans of nil shades of opinion to sink their 
■ilitferences and unito to make the settlement ns fruitfni 
us possible. There aix*, of course, many Moslems of 
Ainquestioned integrity and strength of piiri»se whose 
sense of communal self-respect will be shocked by such 
A settlement and who cannot feel any entliusiasm for 
llie type of university that Aligarh has at last elected 
to rear. We thoroughly sympathise willi their feel¬ 
ings and share their disappoiiitnieiit in full inensnr'' 
Wo have, however, enough faith in their palrioti.siii to 
believe that they will lend all the support they ean to 
ensnre the snccoss of the nuiversity, now Ihiit a «]e- 
cision has been reocbefl. Some of the most trusted 
lexers of the “progressive” grou)) have found il desir¬ 
able to change their views and it was m.iiijly on iiceoniil 
their advice and support that the b'oiindation Com- 
initlee decided to act as it did. No uue among the vast 
body of Uudr admirers can for a moment tliink of 
ue.cnsiiig them of insincerity nr conscious baekrilidiiig 
from their high resolve. They liave made llieir clioice 
.itter Aveighing all considerations I’cleviint to the issue 
nud b(‘caiisc they honestly believe that the aece))t.iiic(* 
of the University on the Benares model is in (lie 
eireuni'-tances the lesser evil. They an' coiilideiit that 
by systematic efforts and organised action u IJiiivi'rsily 
eaii be built even on thi> Benares inode] that inny iii 
some nieastire satisfy the immediate ediicalioiial liceds 
of the Moslem eomraiiDity. They are convinced tlial 
bv rejecting it the Mnsalumns will run cerlaiii serious 
nsks and incidently cause inealcnlablu liarm to I lie 
Oolli'gc at Aligarh, 

We had hoped that the irniversity i|nestioii would 
he postponed till after the end of the war. .\ii ovei- 
wlielniiug body of Moslem opinion Avould have \\(>l- 
comed such decision. Kveji at the meeting of llie 
Foundation Committee, composed as it was mainly of 
iocal members, opiuiou in faveur of poslpouement Avas 
weighty and consi<Iemble. Ifoivever, tlie moetiiig on 
the whole felt that in view of the adv ice and assurances 
of the men who can never betray the eonunnnal trust, 
it oomld not withhold its ooufidenoe or rufose to accord 
to tbeir nnanimons 'judgment the. weight it deserved. 
We hope the eunfldence will not prove to have bi'en 
uiisplaced anil llA assurances which alone inllueneed 
the itocUion of the meeting w ill be carried onl in tbeir 
- iHitirety. * 

It Is an ill wind tlial blows nobody any good and 
the settlement of the Moslem Univ'crsity question should 
restore to the Moslem educational cffort.s tlieir old 
unity of aim and direction and lead to the iiidisitens- 
ahle reforms in its ornnisation. The partisan con- 
troveraiea should enlirefy cease and all those avIiosc 
help ia of any value to the Moslem^ educational pro- 
granuno should come freelv toother and oo-operato for 
^ aaaeeaa of the new eoucational experiment which 
they are going to launch. Ali^h needa the utnioat 
help that the Moslem oommunity can give in money, 
time and thongi^ Its fntore ia hanging in the balance. 
It needs a thoroogh rBoynniaalion of ' its administra¬ 
tion and the rekindling of the pablie interest and a^- 
^thy which alone con nap alive tIie.hiovemeat of which 
it is the visible symbol. How these objects ean lie

All life begins as an •■.vperiment nii'I ends by 
K\iiig 11 lypo. It IS no Avonder tlieii that in nil social 
groiifis youth has been a prepetnnl cliallchgc (o old 
age uiid OA ei disdained lu inea.siire its life values by the 
hitter's footniles. Kveii under iioniiiil social conditions, 
free from tlie iiuilnlums and liimiilts that eome In 
birth with u iioav revolnlioiiarm idea, youth goes on 
destroying and recastiiis: Avliiit old age may succeed in 
coiiHerving, in manners, morals, hiitlis, and public 
inslitulioiiK. Ill a society under the stress of a A'ust 
revolntioiiary clmiige this coiillict attains to its nlinost 
ilegree of virnleiice and saa'.'iIIoaih up llie entire social 
energies that iiaiiimlly feed the springs of social life. 

The Moslem society iii Tmliu is passing Ihrongh 
a period of transition, and in the meantime the conflict 
of youth un<1 age has reaclu'd an acute stage of 
fury and noise. I’he “ciders" sec in il, all the 
portents that herald a big social catastrophe, Avhile 
tile younger s|)irits luil It as the prophecy of a brighter 
ilnwii. 

Till'old-fasliioiied ilusleiii •■leader”—the gcntlc- 
iimii Avho luid foniicd his ophiioiis when, for instance, 
Jb'piii Cliuudi'r Pul .is a Avelvome guest in a Moslem 
assembly coiikl only be conceived as a mouslrous jest— 
regards bis young compatriuls of the ncAV bchool as a 
hopeless and pestilent blood, AA'itli a fever of iiisunity 
and roA'nlt in i.hcir blood, who should at all costs bn 
jireventeil from meddling aaiIIi his scliemes of coin- 
mnnnl salvation The patriot of the new school 
returns the comiiliiiient with eompoiuid interest and 
for the sake of the fnliir*' of Islam in India would 
iiiiike a clean sAM'cp from all po.sitiuiis of eoinmunal 
res]ionsibiIity and iiower of the men Avhoui he bclicvea 
to m' in an irredeemalilc '^lat" of lutcllectnnl and moral 
stagnation. 'I'lic old rac' of patriots has the insoleneo 
of nlfioe, the ’iHn-owness of outlook that inevitably 
comes over 11 mind vulgarly esteemed as “practical”, 
a pathetic ticlicf in llii‘ sweetness unit sanity of tho 
world of ATsb'i'day and a guri'uhms and passioTiato 
dislike of the vii'AA's ami mniineis of to-duA, while its 
attitii Ic toAvards the fiitnrc i^ one hnge note of interro¬ 
gation. It carries a deadweight of “ experience" 
that has ari-esti'd its intellectual mobility. If only 
tliis vast and paralysing load eonid be lifted off its 
consciouBiicsH it aaoiiKI again feel the necessary in¬ 
tellectual zest and frei'ilom to commit wholosomo 
“ errors ” and thus help materially in the iliscovery 
of a straight mid sine jiath. Tlii' new race is yet all 
a Avonder and a wild desire. Its greatest hope lien 
in its inexperience, ^ e., its intellectual freshness and 
jiowcr of creating its •'iivironment. It has bemui 
its career by a frank repudiation of senile anthonty, 
by breaking the false gods like “expediency” which 
still cluim flevolion and worship from their votarien 
of the old race. It is moved by all the optimism of a 
robust faith. Its efforts, however, are altogether 
fragmentary and incoherent, and lack direction and 
method, the smoothness and discipline of design and 
tile certainty of a definite goal Almost every one of 
the younger race of patriots may Avell cry with the

SALONIKA. 

MR. CIIURCHlIilVS VIEWS. 

I. 

Londux Mar. 6. 

In th(‘ House of Commons yostcrUay, Ijicut.-Colonel 
H. Page Croft (Unionist Christchurch) urged the War 
Office to look ahead, for it would be a tragedy if the 
offensive failed owing to the lack of men. 

Mr. W. M. R. Pringle (Liberal N. W. Lanarkshire)' 
urged tho War Office to make the best [tossible use of 
the existing fighters. He also dcsoribed the Salonika 
expedition as wasteful, and involving an unwarranted 
call on shipping. 

Mr. Winston Churcliill (Liberal, Dundy) said the 
Salonika expedition was closely associated with the 
tonnage and man-power problems. They might have 
provicled an army early in the war capable of decisive 
results iu the Balkans, but when Bulgaria entered Ger¬ 
many obtained a route to Constantinopb'. Because it 
was impohsible for us to caTr>' thither an army of sulS- 
cient size, it should have been recognised that the hour 
for successful intervention in the Balkans had passed. 
When tlio expedition's history was told it was found 
full of uiisusiriectcrl tangles aiid complications. It must 
be remembered, however, tliat Hie uxjiedilion was still 
there, and invob cd obligaticns of honour apart from 
military considerations. They needed an increasing army 
m the Balkans, and simultaneously the tonnage was 
steadily doereasing. The problem was oue of the great¬ 
est complexity and gravity, and the Entente must ooiisi- 
dcr M. Veiiezelos's elaims which any honourable 
Oovernineiit conid not brusli aside. 

Mr. Churcliill iidvucated secret sessions enabling 
frank discussions of such matters. India’s assistance, 
coupled wilh the evteiit to which India had yet been 
able to su[i])leraciif maii-|iowei', were important subjects. 
The policy of the India Office lias the effect of largely 
shielding India from the horroiH of the war. India's 
enormous manhood had been practically iiiitouclied. It 
was India's great opportunity to establish her title-deeds 
by taking a noble and effective part in proportion to 
her streiigth and population, and our cliancc to say 
that India should share our burdens, difficulties aiuj 
connsels. If the Secretary for India u year ago liad 
ondeavoured to raise half the divisions which he (Mr. 
Cfliurchill) then advocated it would have released pro¬ 
bably 90,dOO British in Egypt and Salonika and the West 
front of Mesopotaraia. He complained of the inadc- 
qbatc use or African man-power and pointed out tlmt 
although great masses of British cavalr>’ wore main¬ 
tained in France, only one squadron found an oppor- 
tunite for tactical use in 1916. Brains would snvo 
blood, and mameuvre was a great diluting agent to 
slaughter. 

Mr. Churchill honied the Government would not 
commit the armies to a vast piilicy or attrition, unless 
it was absolutely certain that it could pursue its policy 
to an effective oonolusion. It would be foolish not 
to prepare for a 1918 campaign, and unless it were 
possible to strike a decieive and final blow it would 
better to patiently develop our superior resources. Until 
that were possible we had no right to count upon events 
taming immediately and decisively in onr favour. We 
oD^t to use tlie whole of our world’s man-power in 
every roee and olime for fighting behind and in onr 
lines, and must use the highest rorms of machinery. It

Mr. Macplieraon con 
eluded with the hopo that then' would he a lar^e in¬ 
crease of men from oil purls of |lie Kiiifure to make 
victory sure. 

Mr. Bonur Ijiiw ((jhnncellor of the Kxchoquer) said 
ii would be iinpoaaible to disclose the Oovernment's 
intenUonri in Salonika or disciisa the merits of the ex¬ 
pedition. The pidicy must not tn* Great Britain s 
alone, but she must act in concert with the Allies. If 
the expedition were iibniidoiied Greece would be thrown 
open on'I the wiioio of tlio Balkans might puss into the 
enemy's hainla. Our Balkan supporters wotild he 
placet! nt the mercy of oiir enemies, and wi* know how 
they would be treated. Mr. Botisr Law wn.s unwilling 
to oonsunt to a secret Mission unless there waa n strong 
fhunand. The Government could not frankly diseuss 
Salonika, even secretly, ilo recogniseil himself tlie 
disadvaiitageR of the evnedilion, and Ihe Governmeiil 
was fully ttwnro of nil the eirLiimstniices. IJe was 
sorry he could not say more. 1’liere lind been dilBcul- 
tios, because those Allien who wore pni'ticulorly in¬ 
terested in Greece ami the Hnikiins had not alw.nis 
taken the same view of the policy, but now there was 
a common policy, whoso main objeel was to ensure 
that we sliould not run Ihe former risk of hoing attack 
wi from behind in Ihe event of n Gorman advance. lie 
thought tIuU WHS a great slop. (Olieers.) No threats 
lind been used to induce Roiiiiianin to enter, uud he did 
not think because Roumaiua's entry had proved so dis- 
sastronn and resulted in Roumniiin suffering, which the 
Entente would have done anything to iirevent, wH"* 
any reason to eoiidomii the Eiitenle.

CN^rmaii CJianceDor on Piracy. 

Dr. Bethtnau Jlollwcg, (ho finperial Cliancidlor, 
made the following statement in the Reichstag on J7th 
February 

“While our soldiers 6a the front stand under 
drum-fire in the Irenehea, and our submarines, defying 
death, hasten through the asas; whilst we at home have 
absolutely no other taidc M to produoe cannon, am- 
muoition, and food and distribnie victoals with justioe 
in the midst of this struggle for life and the future of 
cor Empiiw, inteniified to the extreme; there is only 
one neoessity of the day wbieb dominates all qaestaons 
of polioy, both foroign and internal, and thnt is to light 
ana gnin vietoiy." 


7tlt April 

The Chancellor then turned to the establishment 
of barred zones around Englahd, France and Ibdy. 

“We. by no means undervalue the difficaltie.<i caused 
to neutral shipping, and we, therefore, tried to alleviate 
them as mncli as possible," he said. “For this purpose 
we also attempt to supply within the boundaries of 
our forces (1 limits, of our power) ucntral Stales with 
raw materials newled by them, like coal and iron. Rut 
we also know that all these difficulties, after all. are 
only caused by England's tyranny of the sens. 

“We will and slial) break this enslavement of all 
iioii-Engli.sli trade. W’e will meet half-way all the 
wishes of iieiitrals (hut can he complied with. But in 
Our endeavour to do fto wo never can go lieyond the 
limits imposed upon ii.s by the irrevoc^lc dcci-^ioii to 
reach our aim of the eHtablislimciit of n barred zone. 

I am sure that latcj* on a niomeut will come when neu¬ 
trals themselves will thank us for our firmness. For 
Ihe freedom of the oceans which wc gnin by tigliriiig 
is also of lulviiiitage to them. 

“One step further has lieen made by the ITuited 
Slates of America. President Wilson, after n*eeiving 
our Note of .Taniinry .tl, bnisqnely broke off relations 
wiGi ns 

“ All official docurneiits lacking, I am forced to rely 
upon doubtful sources—that is, upon the Renter \er- 
.siOTi of^thc contents of the message delivered by Presi 
dent Wilson on February 3 to (ingress. In this ver 
sioii the President is reported to have said that oiii 
Note of .lunnary .'5J, saddenly and without previous 
indication, intentionally' withdrew the solemn promises 
made in the Note of Slay, 1916, and that to the Tnited 
States Government, therefore, there was no other 
choice compatible with dignity and honour left flinn 
that aiiiioiiiiced in her j\ jIc of April 20, 1916, since (!er- 
inuny was not agreeable to changing her submarine 
method. If t.hcse arguments are correctly reporteii by 
Reuter, then, J must decidedly protest against them. 

“CouiiUesB war materia] has been supplied by 
America to the Entente, and while the right of Ameri¬ 
can citizens to travel without hindrance to the Entente 
countries, and the right to trade without liindranei' 
with France and England, oven through the midst of 
the baltlelicld of tlie seas, and even the right of such 
trade as we have had tojpay for with German blood—while 
all these rights were jealously guaranteed, the same right 
of the American citizeu towards the Central Powers did 
not set in to be as wortliy of protection and as valuable. 
They protested against some measures of England which 
wore contrary to international law, but they submitted 
to thrill. 

*' I nder conditions of this kind the objection w to 
lack of respect makes a strange impression. flHth 
equal decisiveness I must protest against the (.bjertion 
that we, by the manner in which we witiidrew the assnr- 
aiiees given in the Note of May 4, offended the lioimur 
and dignity of the United States. From the very be- 
gimiiug we openlv and expressly had declared that theso 
assurances would be invalid under ocrtaiii oonditions. 

“England did not abolish the isolation of Gkmiluiy, 
fant, on the contrary, intensified it in tile most r^less 
fashion. Onr adversaries were not made to reqiect tlie 
prineiplos of international law udvereally recognised 
before the war, nor made to follow the laws of homuity. 
The freedom of the ooeane whieh Ahieiioa wanted 
to restore in eo-qicration with oe daring ^ war has 
been etill more eompietoly destroyed by onr adversary, 
and Amerioa has not hinderad this. 
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“ Even at the end of January England i'^sucnl ji 
new isolation declaration for the North Sea. (,*oiilil 
it then be surprising for anybody that on January .‘11 
wc considered tliat the freedom of the seas bad not 
been re-established and that wc drew conclusions from 
tllibl, 

“We who were ready for peace by jniihinl iiiider- 
standing.now fight for life against an enemy who from 
the beginning put his Iicel upon the recogiilsod laws of 
nations. The English stawntion block.ub^ our p(»nre 
oflfer, its rcbuko by the Entente, the war aims of enc‘- 
mics purporting oTir destmctioii, the apeechos of Air, 
JJo}a George are known also in Amerien. 

“I would fully understand it if the Vnileil Stales, 
as tile protector of international law, would have care»l 
for its rc-Gstablishineiil on erjnnl lineR v\Uh all hi»lig< r- 
enth, ami if, wishing to restore peace to the world, she 
would have taken measures tor enfoieing the end of 
bloodshed. But I cannot possibly consider it a vital 
(jUeslioD for tlie American nation to protect in a 
one-sided fashion international law against us alone. 

“Kiiglad, it has been said, desfroy*. only materml 
values Avhich can be replaced, but Germany deslioys 
luiman lives which it is impossible to i epiuce. 

'‘Uliy did the English not endanger American 
lives? Only because neutral couiilricv., and e.speeially 
America, voluntarily submitted to KiigJi>h order.s, and 
because the English, therefore, could obtain their 
object without using force. 

“Wc regret the rupture ivilli a nation who. by 
her Idstory, oeemed to be piedestined lo Avork together 
with us—not against us—for coimuoii ideals. Uni 
since our honest desire for peaee lins only encoiinteivd 
hostile ridicule on tile pnit of our enemies, there is 
no more ‘going back' hut only ahead possible for ns.” 

The Cliuncellor then insisted that Engiaiid ohvi- 
liusly is trying to prove that tli^ of the submai ine 
Av'capon w’as the greBtest crimf of history, since Kiig- 
Imid considers herself thi* ordained rultT of the ocean 
and ti e benefactor of huitianily. TIic Clmncellor recalled 
the opinion PNpressed on July [4, 3t)14, by Sir Perev 
Scolt, one ot the greatest English authorities on jiaAal 
tjuestiODB. 

Sir JVrey predicted Rubmarim Avarfare ^'xactly as 
it had come about during this war, and declared that 
there avbr ijo |M) 38 iblc objection against it on the 
grounds of international laws or morality. Sii Jhn ey, 
however, in his description obviously could not tak** 
into Bccourt that the preseul sulimaVirte w'ur is <uily 
A German defensive measure against the illegal Englisii 
starvation blockade. 

•%ie Chancellor then pointed out that this Kiiglisli 
starvaHon blockade is Tiot without precedent in Eng¬ 
lish history. 

“But now England wants to victimise the aaoiiicu 
and children, the aged and sick of a nation numbering 
70 million people, in order to force it into submission.” 

As to the submarine situation, the Chancellor re¬ 
called the English asHurance that they wonld bo mah- 
fers of that danger. “But wc can await this. Mcaa- 
whUo 1 am able to declare that file sucooBseB in sub- 
ittarine warfare already obtained much surpass the 
expectations of bur navy. 

“ The reports from a large prop^on of our sub- 
mariiiCB have not yet been reeeivad. because they are 
atill OB their .way. Bnt wherever^ reports are made 


the success groat. i)nr enoniios, nf ooursc, only 
admit iiait of tlieii lo«»se'..

'Phis sncci'ss \>e ^lioll he able to obtain j»aitly hy 
sinking and ])nrtlv In discournging neutral shijiung, 
a success winch has already happened in the w nlest 
sense, 'riiniiks to the incoiiipnruble bravery of our 
submarines Ave IIIt> fnllx entitled (o aAA'ait Avilh eonti- 
deiice fiiitlier di'\'elopni(‘iit'^, winch will be increasingly 
iinpnrtnnl,”

(he mnxiuiuin endeavour ol our principal enemy. It 
may be dinHjtod uaiuiit us in th<‘ West aa the last and 
the gi*ealest efrort to snatch victory' from Fate, 
and if it be tiiie that the internal conditions of 
tleniiMy poaititively preclude a long continuance of 
hoatUitiea I it obviously will not matter mndi whether 
drafts ore available for a long period ahead or not.

which tends to become desperate. In this connexion wo 
must never forget the theory of the General Staff 
officially expounded by von Scbellendorff—^namely, that 
‘Hn certain circumstances the advantage of gaining 
the cunuiiand in some portion of the sea, at least for u 
time and tliercby malung possible the transporl of 
troops by sea, may justify the loss of our own fleet.' 
(The Duties of the General Staff, 4Ui Kdition, p. 551.) 
Wo inuNt expect u Napoleonic use uf the German Na\y 
now that llindenburg lias clfar^ of its fortunes, and 
in spite of all temptations aud all gibes wc must maintain 
u strong Home defence force, as wc did in all tho great 
crises of uur history from the fllizabethan period 
downwards,

But to bL*ai the enemy in France we iiuist have the 
men, for battles are not to lie w'oii without thorn. If at 
the moment w hen Germany is staking her all and pluc- 
iiig every man in the fleld w'hu can crawl there wo fail 
to do likewise, we do nut desenv to win the war. Wi* 
have* ample men fur agriculture, the shipyards, tlu 
iiiineh, the munition works, and the railways, ns well a^ 
for the Army, hut ilie one thing oerlaiii is tluit unless 
plact^ in France armies superior to the Gemiau wo liaii* 
no right to expect to win the war. The War cabinet 
Jiiu.nt know exactly how wc stand yet by reason of a 
condition laid down by the Labour Party when they 
joined the prchcnt (ioveiiimeut we arc compelled 
waste time upon n cull for Yoluiitary national sen'ice, 
nnri if tins faiN we snail be iii a serious position,. 

Gel many is slaking a maxiunim on the gaming 
tables of war. The situation caniiul be fully explained 
w'itlioul eiitaiLiig into detailR coiicoriiing oiir divisions in 
the tieid and uur arrungeiiieiits for ilndiug diufts 
and new diviMuns. These things must he fully kuowii 
to Hie Cubiiiot, who have all the facts And tlu 
figures before them. Vpon them, and upon them alone, 
rests the re.Hpoiibibility for action suited to the times. 
Mr. Fdoyd George will have the hearty sn]»))Ort ol Hie 
whole country in any measure necessary for winning 
the w'nr, and we all make full allowluices for the delays 
and difficulties of the past, but the needs of war are 
inexorable, and the "War Cabinet must be earncsth 
invited to lose no priceless time in providing the meu 
iieeevsary for the war.

The first produce of its labours is a valuable 
bulletin issued on August 1,1916, computing the human 
losses ill each beligerent country dniug the first two 
years of the conflict. The computations are made by 
the :^rd of Administration, which consista effa 
chairmau and two boientifle collaborators elected frovn 
the monibership for‘ six months. The secretary in 
Mr. Sv. Trior, of Copeuehagen. ^ 

To procure Uie necessary data of caaualties was-a 
task of no little difficulty, as iu nearly all the warriag 
countries the number of tbe men lost is cacefuUy 
guarded. England published her losses in detail up 
to January, 1916, but other beligerent natipiia dedined 
to give max infoiaiatioa to the world. Th# naultt of

Since then his whole liehaviour and 
eonduet has, ncoordlpit to the memorialists, been sneh 
as to cause intonse diasatiHfaction and bitterne.ss among 
the people. There was a public raorting of protest, 
whicii appointed the committee of memorialists, the 
iustitution of criminal case against Oabu Ram Charan 
which ended in some sort of compromise and a sub- 
. sequeut petition to the Deputy Commissioner that led 
to no antisfactory reault. The eiisting positioq, then, 
may be auromed up as follows t A pkat and a place of 
trorahip dedicated to Siva, which must naturally attract 
a eoniiderablo number of devotees and worHhippers 
everydny, in at present under the exclusive control and 
management of an individual who seems to have caused 
deep umbrage to the local Hindu feeling. The Hindu 
inhabitants of the locality have ii|jpointed a representa¬ 
tive oommitteo which has been making all lawful efforts 
to have the place of worship along with the Ohat released 
from the poNSossion of the individual in question. These 
efforts have ao far proved abortive and consequently, ns 
n last resort, the Livutenant-Governurhas been memo¬ 
rialised. Wo earnestly hope that the memorial would 
meet with the oonsidcratiou it deser/es and lead to the 
prompt I'emoval of the very nntnral and legitimate 
grievance to which the existing slate of affairs has given 
rise. We do not know why an individual sheltering himself 
under the wings of the liaeul Deiwrlment bn aUowe,d to 
defy the religious wishes and sentimenta of the villaip 
community. Tho force of legal technicalities is 
unfortunately enormous; bnt in a matter like this ;weeipect 
the authoritioH to rise above the petty legal cobwebs and 
treat the niluation with commonsense and imamnative 
breadth and sympathy. Surely, the religious feelinn 
of a largo body of people np(>d not be set aside oimply 
beeanic an individual paying one anna a month to the 
publia revennes insists on enforring his technical 
rights.

(he provincial satraps, down to the mighty rulers of 
districts, could lead tho forees of progresN as well a.s 
govern the country, there would be no Indian pro¬ 
blem to-day weighmg on the minds of the rulers 
and the ruled alike. As i1 is, our Viceroy, whosi' 
main ideal of governance must m the nature of the casi* 
be to keep the adroinisti alive niaehiiiery running 
imoolli on settled lines and make deparliire.s in priliey 
and pnncijile only wheu they appear to be absolutely 
neccssar}', has*already made several graceful apologies 
as to why India must move slowly,and uttered emphatic 
warnings against all attempts to hasten the jiaee, le<«t 
things might beconu* iuhnitely worse than the} arc 
Lord ('lielinsford's address to the ari-stocraev of the 
Punjal)-'another revelation of hisExeelleiicy'h attitude 
to the ludiau problem—acipiires added siguitieunce by 
virtue of the emphasis it lavs on the diitie.«i and pri¬ 
vileges of the “ natural leaJers" of the people. Refer¬ 
ring to M ni4*inurandaiu submitted by the Punjab 
Chmfs’ Associatiun on the subject of luilian reforms, 
his Excellcnc}', while declimug“(o discuss questions

I am one oftlia.se who would 
never advise the granting of ahsolntr- Hpnie Rnic to 
India nnlill the so called Hindn-Muslim pence treaty 
i*. liiJJy t(.''ted and successfully pas*-'", the ordeal of 
being con.sidercd a mere scrap of iianer.' Hut I 
should ceriainly advise our rulers to allow tlie Indians 
greater share iu governing their eoiictry. Let the 
elt-clh'c system be enlarged and Ik* iiiadi* effective and 
real and not, as Lord Syrlenhom would liavc it, a mere 
sham, i. e., allow' persons to be duly elected and then, 
when they put forward certain demands Iii tlie name 
of their countrymen, to turn round and insult iliem 
and ut the same time belittle your own law and 
ooiistitutioii by telling them that they an* considered 
no more representatives of the people of India than 
the mail in the moon. Let the scope of the i>riidr.ry 
edneation *be enlarged and indig(*noii*' universities 
established with wide and unlimited powers.

'I'he followulg is the text of tlie speech delivered 
by Major Prince Ifomidulluli Kbnii B. A. (iVlig.) of 
Bboiiiil as president of the meeting of the Muslim 
University Foundation Coiumlttee, held at Aligarh 
on April 8,1917, (at wliicli the scheme of u Muslim 
Univeisity on the Hues of Hu* Hindu Uiiivei'sih was 
accepted):— 

It is a tiuisni that no greater ill-fortune can 
overtake a peoph* than disuiiiou. Xu coinmuiiity that 
breaks into camjis in clash with one another can 
maintain itself for long. When Joss of {lolitical 
power, |K>verty and lack of modern education had 
laid the Mohammedans of India ■ low among the 
naliiin*' of the world, Providence raiseil a 
guide* among them in the person of Sir Syed Ahmed 
Khnn to lead them onec more to the path of greatness. 
.Sir Syed was a gifted leader. lie knew* that il was 
true education alone that could work the regeneration 
of th(* Mohammedans. His efforts opened u new 
chapter in tlie liistorv of the edneation of the Moham¬ 
medans of India and gradually brought all the discord¬ 
ant eleinento together an<1 made of Aligarh a i*eiitre 
of reconciliation for the Miislims of India. There is 
nothing perbajiK which produces oneness of aim in u 
eommunity more than (he presence in their vision of 
a great ideal. Sir Syed set np the ideal of a noble 
seal 'of learning before his people. All our diff«*r- 
rences and antagonisms were sunk iu the co-opera¬ 
tion needed for its achievement, ilcnominational and 
sectarian differences were overcome by a growing 
sense of open-minded toleration The aristocracy of 
wealth and other sections of th'* community who had 
liitherto remained mutually apart >rere drawn together 
to work shonlder to shoulder. Ho the highest accom¬ 
plishment of the Aligarh College was that it infused 
in all the Mohammedans a spirit of union, mutual help 
and oo-oporation and the ideal of the MiisUni L'niver- “ 
sity was the common goal to which their energies 
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were ilir«*ct«<1. It cannot but lx; deplorable, therefore, 
if it were fouiul to-day tliat our long labonra hove 
yielded no better fruit than diecord. That would be 
the very negation of oiir ideal and I can iniaKine noth- 
ioK more diaantrona for our national well-beinff in the 
future. It rieema tf> me that the ihhuc of the acvcf^n^ 
or rejection of tlie propoaed Mualiiu Univeraity ia 
jiiHnitoly Hmaller tlian the vital queation of the unim¬ 
paired unity of the people. For a nation can naaily 
live without n Univeraity, but not without union. 1 beff 
of you, therefore, to whatever Judfiinent either national 
qoneioiianeaa or an effective majority inoy lead you, 
alwaya to bear lliia in mind. 

II. 

The ncbicvcineiit of the Mualini I'liiverHity haa 
Iveen our national aiqi aince 1875. But thia aim ]ia>i 
ulwaya Wn to build an Oitfuril or Cambridge at Ali¬ 
garh rather than copy an Allahubad or Bciiarea. Sir 
Auckland t/olvin once aaid to the alnmni of .Migarh 
that, though the aword of Timur waa now aheathed and 
could not m drawn, that great culture of lalam which 
liud won nuirc laiida than Timor could be revived. _ Sir 
Antony Mcdonncl too in hia addreaH at Aligarh pointed 
out that the Mualim Uiiivorsity when it was eaiabliah- 
od would liecome the Ciirdova of tlie Kaal, in wboae 
eloiatera Mualim genina would diflcover tlioae mesna of 
a rcligiouH and social awakening of which neither (the 
holy) Mecca not Stamboiil afforded a proapert. Syed 
Mahniud in a memorable HiM‘cch baa aaid that the atu- 
denta who come out of tiio Mualuii Univeraily ahall 
preuoli the gori|H>l of free enuuiry, large-hearted toler¬ 
ation and pure morality to tin* world. The founder of 
Aligarh liimaelf charaotiwiacd the acUolara of the Mua- 
l iin rniveraity iia holding aciencf) in one hand an<l 
pliiloHophy in the other and wearing the uniwu of 
"Tluwe is no CKkI but (Jod and Mohammed ia hia Pro¬ 
phet" on their heads. It will hardly be .oiiggeated that 
you can eatabliah aiieh a Univeraity al Aligarh by 
adopting the uducatioiinl design of the .\llaliabad or 
Benares Univei'sity. . 

The public and a great many uf the leaders of the 
coininuiiitv who are llie real representatives of Alohaui- 
mednii opinion, i-egarding from this |winl of view the 
(Juiveraily that is being offered to them, cannot but 
feel profoundly disappointed. „ I have no LeBitalinu in 
'rep«>ating that their opinion is baaed upon the consci¬ 
ousness of oiir iiatiun and is tho real eipi-esaioii of 
the views of nearly all the Mohammedans. 

III. 

lint there is also auuUier way of looking at the ques¬ 
tion of a Mnaliiii University. Let us, Uidiig iulo ooii- 
suIeraUou diffleultiea which rannol at present be sur¬ 
mounted, leave out our ideal on one side, where it was 
ill 187.5, for instance, and only conaider the dlffeTenoo 
Lir better or worse tW it wonid work in regard to 
the Aligarh College if the University is aocepteil on the 
terms of the Ooverumeut. 

There is no doubt that >vo will be mort* free and 
slial] have more extensive power in tho internal Mveni- 
ment of the Univeraity than we have to-day under the 
Senate of the Allahabad University.' This is no mean 
advantage. Our voice for many reaipini) w’hich uee<l 
not b4^ detailed here bos become very feeble in the 
Senate Hall of .Mlahabad. There wu a tjme when the 
fellows of tBe Aligarh College hod saMantiol voice in 
the affairs of the Allahabad Univenitf.>) Xowl think 
the cane is very different. 

As regards the external govMnment, tlie Alinrh 
College is inthont doubt more lodependant tOKiny unn 


(be Mnslim ('Diversity would be. The powers which 
the (loveriimeiit proposes directly or iudircctly to 
reserve to itself ui the Muslim University are stated 
in the follov'ing Heotioas of the Act and Statutes uf the 
Hindu Univorsity;— 

Act, Soclioiis .3, 5, 6, 1^, (12,17, (.5), 19. 

Staliilcs, Se4:liou, 3, 8, (1) 8, (3), 10, (1), 10, (3), 
r.l Class 111 a. 

'I'o-dny the TniKteos can initiate any legislation ur 
nlti'i' or amend any laws for the time being in force 
M'ithoiit having reconrsc to any controlling antliority. 
The Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces 
possesses only u right of veto. Veto means the abroga¬ 
tion of a positive aocomplishcd discussion. It is a power 
difficult to exercise and is rarely seen exercised in any 
eonstitnlion. But from the date of the foundation of 
the University the members of the Court will not be 
ill a poaition to take any lugialativo measure in hand, 
unless they have obtained the previous sanction uf the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, and 
there may arrive occasions wlien even auch 

liermiasion ahall not be sufficient and the sanction of 
(Jovenior-General in ('ouncil will be nceeasary. Again, 
to-day the Honorary Becretary of the College who 
represents the choice of all the Mohammedans end 
bolds the position of their acknowledged lender, and 
liis deputy the Joint Secretary are elected by the 
Tniatees of the M. A-0. College indepcndeiiU'y of 
any outside influence or sugwstion. But from the date 
of Min eatabliahment of tho Muslim University no one 
will be able to aspire to these responsible ^sitipns, 
unless his name has been first submitted to the Uieii- 
tenaiit-Governor of the United Provinces and Ills Jlou- 
our's previous sanction is obtained. 

Tf we set off the gain of the possession of inter'ial 
niUhority against the loss of external antborily, I 
think the balance will be found to be even. It has been 
iiriiiitiiined by some who are oppose«l to the acceptaunn 
of the Uiiiversity, however, that the loss by for exceeds 
the gain. Tliis is a not unexaggerated View. 

IV. 

The view’ has been expressed by some of the lead¬ 
er.s of Mohanunedaii opinion tluit the Mohammedans 
should accept the University on the Govemroent's tcriAs 
fiecanse tho Hindus have accepted it oii those same 
U'rins in principle. This is a mistaken view. An edu¬ 
cational institution must keep in touch with tlie cullni'c 
of the oommunit^r to which it belongs. Tito oonatitntieu 
uf the Hindu vToiversity cannot serve the irnivorslt^ bf 
the Mohammedans. Again, the constitution of the Hindu 
University, however defective it may appear hl*our tyos, 
has been made by the Hindus themselves. They have 
discussed and debated each sentence with the Govern^ 
meut and tlien accepted it in its present form artd of 
their own free will. How can the Mobammedans who 
arc a thini party and were not even present at the 
time be bound by a bUateral agreement between the 
Goi’ernmont and the Hindus t 

IT 

The Hindus aif an advanced comiAunity. Their 
salvation Joes not d^nd upon the snooeas or faitare 
of the Benares UAveriily. They poslieBi political 

S iwer, wealth and inlalleet nd denunate by these and 
or number. 'The Hindn University bearh no im|mr- 
tont relation to Hindu life in India. Iti MKire rinnot 
do them any appreciable harm. Aligarh, mi ’Uie other 
hand, represents Ifie whole of the MonoqllMffCh notional 
capital in the e^try. - |f it is tm be b' Seadni^' bf 
MmIub haming, a em of blomic ehltttte dndtrloale 
of Mohunmedap tra^^n, it iboifla be nn iipreision 
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of intelligent Maeliin oousciousneBB and not a copy of 
the rniTersity of Benares. 

There can be no doubt that, now when (lie Hindu 
University has been established, Benares will attract 
a large number of Hindu students from all parts of 
India in general and of the United Provinces in 
particular. This would mean a great increase in the 
number of snceessful Hindu graduates in the near 
future. The question of quantity is of no less import¬ 
ance in /he education of communities than the 
ciuestion of tiuality. The Mohammedans are alrcady 
out-distancGd by a space of thirty years in the educa¬ 
tional race, and if thev are n6t to lag further behind, 
the University with all its sh^tcomings should in my 
opinion be rather accepted than not. 

VI. 

We are told that if the Muslim University is not 
accepted on the present Government terms' almost 
lialf the amount of money subscribed shall be claimed 
back the donors, and some of the bencfactor/i of 
the Aligarh College will stop their grojits-in-aid. I do 
not believe that there is any person in our community 
who would do such a thing. 1 bold if to ^ morally 
iudefcncible to take back under any pretext whatever 
that which has been given for the glory of (tod to the 
nation for communal purposes. But even* if there be 
such men, tliat does not affect the principle of the 
thing. That is no reason why truth should succumb to 
untruth. 

Gentlemen, if any are induced to accept tho Univers- 
]t> because it wouH bring more money or because by 
rejecting it some of_ the present capita! mav he lost, 
then I liave no hesitation in saying iliot the ^iew is 
iiicompalible with national dignit}. 

VII. 

There in an a«lvantagc in Rceeptiiig the Univer.sity 
on the basis of the offer (hat has been made which T 
commend to you. We all kuow that the Rules aud 
Regulations of the Trustees of the Aligarh ('nlloge stand 
in great need of alteroUou for the much needed reforiiis 
of the inatitution. The Trustees bav themselves 
repeatedly declared at their meetiug that these do not 
iiocomrooaate themselves to their needs and should be 
recast But yte all khow that for reasons which need 
not be entered, into here they shall probably remain 
lUmiodifled for sotnetime to come. 

If the Muslim llniversltj' is tokcu a new legislation 
will take the place of these troublesome''and somewhat 
auUquaiedRhles and Reflations of the Trustees, and we 
caif easily incorporate all those improvements and in¬ 
forms whkh we need ja tho constitution of the Univers¬ 
ity. ■ 

'There will be no life Trusteos^ in the. Muslim Uni- 
vermy as there are in the Aligarh Collego and the 
memliors of the Court of the Muslim University will be 
a more representative body than the Trustees uf the 
Aligarh College. There will be a larger number of old 
Boys who shall be returned from two electorates, the 
old Boys Aaaociation and the Graduates’ Guild, and in 
greater numbers. 

In the eonetitution of the Muslim University there 
will be np artiBoial reproBentation ^ proxyship, os is 
uow permitted by the Rulea and Regulations of the 
Aligarh Collego. Proxyship means / unequal rights. 
The Muslim University eonatitotiop shall abolish all 
plwal voting, prootysbip and inemiality of franchise' 
rights. 

This is undoubtedly not an Unimportant point in 
fovonr of the acceptance of tiw/Univeroity. 


VIII. 

There is a section of opinion among us which Would 
in’ofer the postj)OU6iDont of fho cnDKidorntiou of the 
Alnslini Viiiversity tjuvslion till after the win*. I fail to 
see that any advantage will be gained by thi'^. 

This iiKlocisioii only shows the want of ,stability of 
will ill file comninnity. I think that to>da} we possess 
in tlie person of SirSankaran Xair an Kducation Mein- 
]wy who will l)e in sympathy with ns ami whose pi-Obence 
will undoubtedly give us nnvantagOM ^lat^e may not 
hope for, if we nail (ill he has finished his tenn of 
ofliee. 

If (lio Kniversit) is to he acceptetl after all, it is 
better to lake it miw than after a fcMv years or after the 
\sar. 

There in anolher reason whicli inakeK tae leoJi to¬ 
wards Die accejdance of the UniverHily. If we accept

We can mbstri- 
bute (he powers ucconling to our needs. We need not 
blayLsliIy follow tho Rogulations of the Hindu Univei bity 
wliich are perhaps a (no faithful copy of the Regulations 
of the Allanahflu UnivcvF<ity, and can make a new sot of 
Hegiilations mon* suited to a real teaching University. 

And if we fail to do this, our roiireseiitatives on the 
Rogulntion Committee and in the (-onneii can still refuse 
lo accept I he University in the Committee stage of 
diseiissiuii or in the Coimeil itself if necessary- 

Hui I Ila^o (o put a very important iineKtioii to nil 
llioKP who are in fav( nr of acceptance of the Univoi'.sily, 
Mherc is our Draft coustilution of Die Muslim TTniverls 
ity con.shsting of a complete eet of the Draft Act, Draft: 
StaTutes, Draft Regiilaiioiis, Draft Bye-laws and Dnifl 
Rules whieli may be placed by iis before tbe flovern- 
raent.' The constitution prepared by Dr. Zinnddin is 
as, ho tells ns in his Urdu Pamphlet, rpiile incomplete.

The Rognlfition Committee which was appointed Inst 
year at Lucknow has done even loss. Tt lias vlom* 
iiOthjug. I feci that tiien* is perhaps a desire in onr 
community for undeserved things. When I think of 
this, I tell you T am discouraged and feel almost tlcs- 
IRUident. 

I wish to make it quite clear to Die party faxonriiu: 
acceptance that if tliey are taking the University foi- 
the good of their community, tlicy should see that llii* 
complete draft constitutioncoijhisting of Dm Act, Statutes, 
Regulations, Bye-laws and Rules of the Muslim Univers¬ 
ity incorporating Die requirements of the Muslim com¬ 
munity is prepared within the mouths of March and 
April.’ 

The Regulation Committee when it is called by Die 
Kducation Member should have ready their draft of the 
complete Muslim Univorsiiy Code and should not In* 
empty-handed and un-prepared as they are to-day. 

Oeiitlemen, if you, or any of your representatives 
on the Regulation Committee cannot do this, the desiie 
for a University is vain. Tho greatest act of wisdom 
and loyalty to the community for you is then to give up 
the idea. 

But if you are solemnly in earnest and prepared In 
do all this,*! would, though there are not less weighty^ 
reasons on the other side, urge acceptance.

Sill,—It hardly needed a prophet to foretell what 
the Foundation Committee would decide at Alirarb. 
i'opular apprehenBioiix have materialioed and the 
Aligarh meeting lias perpetrated on the poor Hoalem 
community a uuiveraity which it neither needs nor, 
with all its .sins which ore many, it deserven. ‘Wo 
cannot refrain from saying that,thoagh we are prepared 
to acquit many of the authors of that astounding 
decision of bad faith, wc cannot acquit them of an 
unnece.ssary nen'ousiies'i and even of pusillanimity. 
The I'nirersity they have aceepted will not immediately 
usher ill the' long awaited millennium. Snrely the 
eonsidorationof the question could be postponed till the 
close of the war witliout the Moslems imperilling their 
ehaDce^ of obtaining n uiuvcnitv on the Benares lines. 
Blit it iipiionrs that the Aligarh leaders and their new 
aiirl ciitliiisiastic allies were determined lo pmiish the 
obhliiiuey of the Moslem coinmnnity with the unmedinto 
nceeptunev of the Uirice rejected University. 

Perhaps even more ainiiEing than tlie acceptance 
of the proffered University is the Committee’s reji-ction 
of the eiuiiieiitly snne ami reasonable amendment of 
that self-less jiatriot and hrilliont journalist 'who, 
iiispite of yeai'-s of iiiiiiierited internment, still enjoys 
the esteem nnd love of his en-religionists as few Moslem 
leaders do. '\Ve arc absolutely confident that, the same 
auiendiiiejit moved by a free and iminterned Mohamed 
Aii w'ith hisiiHua] earnestiiessapd eloquence wouklhavo 
been rnrried by an overwhelming majority of votes.

A mabs meeting Was held in the 
precincts of the Duma, at wbich iduny soldiers and 
Frciicb and Belgian workmen appealed to their Russian 
cnmradi^s nut to forget the war; reminding them that 
Hie Germans at Riga were within 400 versts of 
relrognid. Wlii*o many soldiers are beginning to 
realise what lliih means the more violent elements beem 
lo believe that inicral poUtirs are of primary im- 
poi tance. 

H (.,itreine internationals have gained a footing.

and swift results of the blow. Konmanin did not |trolit 
bj- her preparedness, and did suffer very gi’estly by 
her inexperience of the coudifions of the present war. 
The result was a emashing, almost haek-bn‘alring,hlow, 
which leaves pitiful effeuis overywlien. Gerin.iu 
inethorls niT now in their matariiy, and the Rounuiniuii 
public lias not yet left behind the almost plaintive and 
protesting temperament of civil populations before 
the vt&r.

Profesaor Cox, on the other hand, is persuaded that 
‘‘civilisation,” bh he coneeivee it, cannot thrive in an . 
atmosphere of inlcnse reUgioua conviction nnd that 
the downfall of the Moslem communiUos is due lo tlif 
coDcopUoii of Ufa and duty they have derived from 
their faith. To sum up. these altitudes, Mr. Ahtliir 
RaJiiin thinks Hint Alussulinans enn only attain to a 
lifo of efficiency aqd power if they b(<oome belter 
MuBsalraanB, while, according to Professor.CoX, they 
eaii have no sMular future as long as they do not 
eeiise to \)k Muasalmans. 

These two ooiiee])tioDh of religion in relation to 
“civilisation” set in bold relief the wide cleavage of 
modern thought in regard to the fuudamental (ntoUcois 
of human life. Tho ^Rationriiet” standpoint regards 
all raligioii as a deadweight on tbo human mind and 
measuToa “progress” by Uio degree in which rellgiou.s 
influence ceases to work in tho acta and purposes of 
social life. Tho modern age has broni^t into ourrem-i' 
a vastbody of “secnlar” uioogkt Hiat repudiates ail 
“revclatlous” of Divine will as ao many erode expras- 
siona of primitive human weakness or terror, regards all 
lifo as a problem awaiting solution bv organised IiDiiinii 
intolUgenoe and treats nil settled beliefs as open «jucs- 
lions, if not mere superstitious of a dark nnd savage 
past. Many of the “secularist” thinkers hdvu shon-ii 
a fleive and pugnooions spirit in their onslaughts on 
religious beliefs and' t^ir polemics are itfleii as 
militant and fanatical as lliose of their thcologiral 
autagoniats. This energy and virulence of attack lias 
Iwen dun to the abuses of OhrisUanity a<' practise)] in 
Medieval Rnrope.CbTistian priesthood in the middle ngi>s 
claimed absolntc infalHbilify and unlimited power. The 
modern developments of {rce-thonghtare but the violent 
re.-ietion against the suiiroinc eeolesiaBtical domination, 
w liii li exists ill its old scvrvity in some parts of Euroji*' 
even to tHis day. The history of tlie growdb of 
“secularism” in ^c West is the history of tlie release 
of tbo human spirit from the trammels of an elaborute 
priestly system, which Christianity brought into 
existence wUh its birth. That is why we ao often hear 
in thu intallectual history of Europe of siieli illogical ami 
alisard things as “movements of reli^usreform.” Tiie 
gr^at “Reformation” itself ia an eioquont oommeulrv 
on the foot that Cbriatianitv alattcd by adaftinff itsoii' 
to the needs and arnitality of its eavly conwei'ts and 
auba^nent hiato^ is but a scriea of adaptatioiiR to 
varying afea anfleUioes. Like Its aoenlar^ihitiitttfions 
the ChristianUy of Ihirope has baeir aabjeet% the Inw 
of utility and has been continually ntf ttra for sorvico 
under, (he preaoare of tho intelleetua) and moraf 
ilemaodapf tbqflmes. It was inovitablo under the eir^* 
oumalaiwea 'that the very adaptability of Euroiwaui. 
(liriatiaml^ ihouM have led the “aacworiM” .tbiiibef 
to ooBiIsau an rel^on as n barrier .to fpeo human' 
devetapment'andaovanoe. ^ ^

If 
freeiloiii is so iiemssary for the defence of natjonnl 
digiiily and honour in war, it sliould bo far more 
neceshury for (lie piwliiclive and fruitful aclivili(‘s

Whatever the resiill of tlie war, Aiilocracv has 
been finally iliscreditKl and niiist soon he replaced 
by deniuoratio forms of itafioniil orgaiiisation 
lhi*uug]iuiit IJie World, Rdasia’s awakening ofnms n 
new chapter in the bislory of fremloni. Its lucsaage 
will resound with all its Joyous lioia* aiuong lie* 
po^iples yet struggling to Ih' free. It lias brought tlie 
daliverance of Huppressisl iiationalitii'S neim-rby nt least 
one gf*iiei'utioii. This single event will do luoi-e to teneli 
desputUm its duly than would have hv\^i\ iiosgiblc 
tiu-ouglj fiO years of constitutional agitation. FiTinlcmi 
for wJiieli the Allies have stukqcl their all, has beci, 
vifHlical*'f| by the msiiri'cutioji of tbe Riisginn denKH’Vucy 
and tbr lesson of Russia would henceforth he insorilied 
with fresh enthusiasm on tbe banner of tbe forces still 
fighling for Ircetiem.

Mr. Oaskell of the U.P.Governinenl. In n niitshell, their 
reports mean that the Oollegi' is on the brink of 
bankmploy and things could not have gone worse. 
In fact, had the Honorary Secretary not suceeaded in 
inducing the Muslim University Association to give to 
the College Bs. 26,000 ei’cry year, one docs not know 
how the work at Aligarh would have gone on. How far 
this grant of Bs. %,000 from the income of the ITnU 
versity Fund is legal need not be disenssed here. 
Bid one may in all fainioss usk, why have the 
Trustees not moved a muscle to make up this deficit 
It might be asserted that “ the mill-stone” of the 
llniversiiy hung so heavily round the necks of the 
Trustees that they could not take any active steps to 
recoup this loss by going to the public and asking them 
for funds. If this curious argument were aeoepted 
fur a moment—although on the very face of it, it is 
so ernde and flimsy—one feels inclined to ask these 
woi-thies, why they could not follow the example of 
the whole Empire and try a bit of economy? It is 
not at all necessary to s^w that things that are got 
done in Aligarh for a thousand rupees could very, 
easiir, and perhaps bettci', be done outside it for a 
hundred. 

The Trustees are holding their Budget Meeting 
at the end of the present month. They naturally will 
Im' happy when they learn that the Honorary Secret¬ 
ary has squeezed Bs. 26,000 out of the University 
this year also. The Budget which has been prepared 
by tiie notoriously incompetent oflleo of the Kcgistrar 
will lie formally proposca. Some sort of disonssion, 
mostly Htale, will follow. One or two noble-hearted 
TnistMs will try and tell the meeting where and 
how economy could be practised, but they will not 
be listened to, because they are people who follow 
tlic policy of criticism, or, to quote one of the Aligarh 
worthies, '• destruction” Votes will be taken and 
the Honorary Secretary will throw on the table a 
big bundle of proxies and elialleiigi' the whole world 
to undo what the ^glsti'ar, the .Assistant Secretary, 
siTuI himself hare done. 


It is mostly

a losing game, .still, following the old 
try again and you will succeed at 


last”, one feels inclined to put forth a few 
suggestions in toe hope that some active, keen Trustee 
will take up the cudgels on behalf of the poor, neglected 
College and nr^ bis views with force and yehemenco 
and save the institution from actual financial min. 

The Committee which sal to enquire into the 
oonditiouof the school atAli^rh have unanimously 
sagmsted that the school la over-staffed and 5 
teachers can be very conveniently reduced. This 
.sugjgention M’os unanimously adopted by toe Trustees 
in their resolution No. l.'i at the last annual meeting. 
The Honoiary Secretary was given powers to take 
necessary steps in the matter. In spite of all the 
hue and cry the full staff figures quite prominently, 
in the proposed Budget for 1917-18 and there are 
no signs of any reduction whatsoever. The removal of 
teachers will save a lot. 

Then there is the question of the promotions 
and increments of the salaries of the staff. Section 2 
Clause ( 6 ) (Bye-laws) distinctly lays down that no iu- 
cremont can be made in the salaries of the Scliool 
staff so long a* the finances am not in a satisfactory 
condition. Added to the bad finamrial position is the 
notoriona mumanagement of the adiool, which does 
not mititle any member of the staff to any ineremmit 
io long as the bad conditions are not rectified. 
Again, sceording to the scheme of graded salary 
for the English Staff, Section 3, Clause ( 6 ) says

Sir,—The deciidoii to accept the Moslem rniversity 
on the lines of the Benares University deOnilely oettlpH 
the political aspect of the question which related to 
the powers of the Qovornmeul. There now* remains 
the pn^ly edueatioMil side of the question which will 
deal with such defniia as the relations of the difftreiil 
bodies composinjf the luachiiiery of the ruivei'siU, 
the courses of study, the conduct of exaiiiiiialioii.*>, the 
appointment and qualiKcations of the tciioliin^ sInfT, 
and all other matters of day to day ndininhsl ration. 
()n these {mints the Qoveniueiil of Tiiilia, I liui>c, 
will be pi-epared to consider :iiid acoe|)l mioIi ainciid- 
incnts and changes in the Benares Begulalioiis us niuv 
be reasonably necessary. It is, tlierefnri>, n matter 
of tbp highest imrortance that tlip Rognlatiouh (Vun- 
inittee of the Moslem University should give it6 host 
considoration to'these points and cnrpfullv fratiip, foi 
■'Ubinission to the Government of India, sur-h additions, 
alterations or amendments of the Rpinirps Regula¬ 
tions aa may be deemed iioccasary or «li>'<irable with 
reference to the peculiar iir^ds of tin* .Moslem poin- 
munity. 

It is unfortunate that H majoiity of llip lUPinhci's 
of the Regnlatious Committee, though all pinmont mm 
m their own way, cannot claim to ]iu\'' any .special 
knowledge of iimttera educational. Ii is therefore 
highly incumbent upon them that they hlxeild, ixMorc 
making their final proimsala, invite and eoiiaider p'.-

or India, nr possesb some experience of these mat lets 
by reason of their being associated with the teaching 
or the admiDistrationofthe existing Indian UniversitieH. 
It is by these meaiiB alone that the Begulations Com¬ 
mittee can hope to evolve out a set of regulations and 
bye-laws that will meet the real requiromentb of (he 
commosUy and he an improvement upon the existing 
state of atlairs.

It is, however, 
ncce.sNary for one to know how miicli the Moslem 
University w ill be dependent on Govenimeiit officials 
before the details of ihe eonstitulioii can he diseiissed. 

The Hovernmeiil conli'ol in the Hindu University 
as described by the Renai'es TJimln thiivcwsity Act, 
iH (•.'uweised through the agency of his Kxcellency 
Hie Govei 1101 -General as the Jjord Rector and his 
Honor tbe Lieutenant Governor of the I’nited Pro- 
liijces as the A'isitor. Besnleg this tliere art* at ]eHsl«two 
sections (17 and 18) which enact that eveiy amendment 
to Hie first Statutes making a change in Hie constitu¬ 
tion of the udminislratiie bodies of the Ihiiversity, 
and every change in tljc (irsl Regulations us lo the 
udiaission of sludenls in the University can only be 
made after tbe sanction of the Governor-(Jeneral-in- 
(knincil has been taken.

The Ijienleiiant-Goveriior of Hie United Provinces 
in Ids capacity of the \'isitor of Hie Umiiver-ily has 
verv extensive powers. If tlic Senate which is Ihi* 
>icademic body of the Ii^niversily, decided tliat iiii edii- 
cniional inslitation in Hie ITniversili tow’ii should be 
affiliated to Ihe Universitv it iiinst get the consent 
of the \’isitor before the inslitiitioii cun he nffiliuled 
(hec. l-'ii. All Hiiin dements to the fir.^l Sl.ilute.'i and 
Regulations must have the {irovioii*! appioval of the 
Visitor. This is not the only aspect of Hie control which 
the Visitor is to exercise over the new I'niversity, for 
under Sec. 1(5 he can annul (he proceedings of any 
assembly of the ITiiiveisity which he deems not to hi in 
conformity'with Hu* Ac(, Staintes 01 KegnhitioiiH.

TSesidca these there are other matters, such os (lie 
representation of^the Qorenunent on the Senate, wbidii 
arc important instances of departure from tla* mies 
of the Trnstees of the Aligarh College. It is evident 
that if the Oovernment ezereisos the same degm of 
control in the Moslem Uidversity as laid down in the 
Benares Hindu rnivcnit>’ Art, tlie Miisallmana have 
Hceept«l a iKisition which entails far iiiuro defjendanee 
on the officials than exists at tiresent in the w'orking of 
the College. More material than the amount of control 
on jm|K>r, however, is the way in which it is exereised; 
and thil (loveriunent will earn tbe gratitude of the 
whole of tlie Moslem commnnity if it leaves frH*' aoopo 
for the play of Mnsalmaii intellect and take as small 
a part in Hie actual working of Hie University as 
jioBsiblc. Under the cireamsbrnces, to griicigo (lovern- 
mental control in our iiistitntions is sometimes useless, 
but to hope and wish that the eont^l will iac>at1y be of 
a formal chiiracter ami that it will be exercised with 
due regard to the feelings of the people is only natural 
and condusivn to the good relations betw’cen the people 
and their nilers.

“ The decision arr^rcil at b;^ the Moslem University 
B'oniidalioii Committee at tlicir meeting at Alinrli 
cannot but be r(>ceivetl with somewhat mixed fecungs 
by«theMabome<1aneonunniiity tbronglioutlndia. AVliile 
its immediate effect must be to remove from the itny a 
iione of contention which has latterly tended to may the 
unit.i of the ooinmunity and disorgansie its forces, 
it is impossible not to n'cognisc that in it'* deeper 
significance the decision of the h'oundatioii Com¬ 
mittee marks an essential moral surrender. It was nut 
for nothing that the whole project lia? hung Arc for 
several years. The Mahoniedan communU.\, with eiiual 
I'nanimih' and insight, realized that acceptance of the 
terms offered them by the Ooverinnent would have been 
tantamount to a betrayal of flic great d^eam tbii)'had 
dreamed for over a generation of n truly national u^vev' 
sity. Wo are not aware that on the sheer merits of 
tile scheme the poritron to-day is any better than whft 
it Iws been dining the wbolepenod of tbedeadhiok. The 
meaning therefore of the resolntion by->‘Whirti Jtbe 
Foundation Committee decided, by a majorityi to aoee|it 
tbe principle of the Hindu University,—so long md up 
rightly resisted,—must be sought elsewhw than ip apy 
intrinsio improvement of the situation. We have gow 
reason to bmieve Hiat not mora than a iBiornBp()|u 
minority, whether in the Gimnhittee or in the oomravu^ 
at largi^ is, or has ever been onamott^ .of tbe 
aa piraered by the Ctovernment. It is importut ridt'! 
tlia majority of those who voted for aoceptanee at 
AUgarh should not be enii)t>nnded with tljjP: cUfs» eff ; 
beuito endorse their point of view. ^1^ oomBMmiW . 
a whole is no more reconciled to .the inndkiAiriMh

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been obliged to take into aeoouiit certain external 
dovalopmenta for which the mpasst in respect of the 
Moslem Univereity scheme as between the Mabomedan 
eornmnnity and tl^ Gorernmeiit has lately been respons¬ 
ible, and in supporting the AUgsTh resolution they wcr«' 
mainly animatra by the belief that Imving K^rd to the 
aetuai and probable consequences of the ensting situa¬ 
tion the larger interests of the oomninnity demanded 
that the compromise,—it was notliing loss,—should bo 
'made. It must be home in mbid that not one of the 
Mahomedan leaders whose names we have mentioned 
has acceded from recognition of the principle to wliich 
we have referred, bnt they felt that on a balanro of 
the considerations involved they should relax the 
uncompromising rigidity of their earlier attitude”. 

After an exhaustive analysis uf the “considerations” 
our contemporary proceeds:— 

“The decision having now been taken we may take 
the liberty to urge upon the Mahomedans that their 
future attitude should be eoiiditioned by one main 
principle, and that is the unimpaired and, if poBsiblc, 
increased unity of the coininunity. As Prince 
Hamidulla Khan pointed out in his thonghlfnl pre¬ 
sidential speech, unity is influiteJy preferable to ft uni¬ 
versity. That much being conceded it will, we think, 
be found for the future that the path of solidarity 
will be best traversed by a united and whole-hearted 
desire to make the best of a bad job. Tbe Aligarh 
resolution commits the communily no further than l<> 
accept '* the beat Univerisity ou the lines of the 
Hindu rniversity.” It is Inn* that is not saying 
n great deal, but such as il is much may be 
(bno by active and determined, but conoiliatoy nemtia- 
tion in the Imperial Council when the bill is introduced 
and in the prelimiiiary discassioiis which the Repl- 
■ntion Committee has been onthoi'isisl to enter into 
with the NncatloD Member. On this point it is 
fortunate that the Mahomedans will haye to deal 
with so able and sympatbetio an educationalist as 
Sir Sankaran Nair. But in onler that llOHe negou- 
ations may be both usefnl and fruitful it is abso¬ 
lutely necessary lhat tbe Reflation Committee bhduld 
go armed, as Prince UamiduDa suggested, with a 
complete set oT the draft act, draft siatutes, draft 
regulationa, draft bye-laws and draft rules embody 
ing the complete needs and demands of the com¬ 
munity. We have no hesitation in saying that the 
Regulation Committee which has been in existence 
for over k y^ kas so far utterly failed to justify 
its existence. If it were not for the single minded 
devotion Dr. Abdur Ralunoit nijnori it might by 
now have iterishcdignominiouBly. If 4 he other members 
ofitbc if^mmittee ftel that they liave not the time 
or the inclination to carry out Iht'ohjeots for which' 
it was appointed, then it is dearly their d^y to 
an was done by Mr. Justice Abdur Rahim. But 
nirmbersbip of flio Committee is emphatically not a 
slneenre. We trust that all tho inei^rB will now 
patmethmlly *eke oP Bio task dlloteq to the Com¬ 
mittee #iw energy, and oomplete it during the next 
two monthi co as to be ready in time for laying 
their priipasala before the Government. Theso are 
not the daya for any ladudnisical lounging in Indian 
pubie life,” 


at Alifpirh. Though the proposal to have u ‘best* 
University on the Benares type bad the support 
of a majority, voting was not unanimous iit tho 
Aligarh meeting and a large enough section of tho 
Mussulmans would agree with Mr. Mahomed All—who 
nhis! could not be present there that day—in postpon¬ 
ing the con.siderntion of the scheme until the conclusion 
of the war. Of course, in the piping days when 
there would be more freedom to talk the Iniiguage 
of tile heart, constitutional forces would he at 
work driving the commnnit}’ from various points 
of the eompasM to a cotninom fold and concen¬ 
trating its ntleiitioii on the fundamental point of 
establishing a Moslem University on truly national and 
rational lines, oondneted and controlled by the Moslem 
Nationalists. One should be unduly intrepid to assert 
that Mr. Mal' uned Ali was wrong or impractical, that 
those who readied a decision were tbe embodiments of 
most robust cuiiimonsense and uiiassailablo prudence. 
In this world, the murh maligned unpractical man 
turns out to ho practical in the long run and the impatient 
idealist outlives the lonft linger of scorn that scoffed 
him once. Be thn! as it may, tho suggestion of post¬ 
ponement could not be accepted by our Moslem 
brethren who wanted to folldw their TIindii brethren in 
their promptitude and readiness to take the tide at its 
flood. We dare not sit in judgment over the decision of 
worthy Moslem leailers whuJiiiow what is best for Ihcir 
conununity and do it after mature reflection. Thongh 
the decision could not have the unanimous approbation 
of the community, it is necessary that Moslems should 
one and all unite and work to make the University a 
success. We note with pleasure that Moslem National¬ 
ists in certain ([usrters who were loudly demanding 
that the consideration of the Moslem ITniversity 
question be postponed till after .lie war,have sapiently 
wlieeh'd round and endorsed the decision of the major¬ 
ity. Great is tbe need for nnity to-day. Defeat should 
not wound one's feelings. Differences should not 
degenerate into dissensions and leave a permanent 
cleavage. In his presidential address at the meeting 
of the Mo.slcm rniversity Foundation Oommitti'c held 
at Aligarh the other iluy. Prince Hamidullah Khan of 
Bhopal rlglitly said, 'it would be very deplorable indeed 
if long labours yielded no better fruit than discord ’. 
That would be ‘the very negation of our ideal’ and there 
is 'nothing more disastrous for our nationni well-being 
in the future.'

Some time back, when we commended the deeihion 
of the Moslem University F'ouiidntion Committee to 
accept tbe proposals uf the Government of India in 
cuiiiiection with the starting of tbe University, we were 
aw.<ire of the strong feeling which obtains even to-day 
among an influential and enlightened section of the 
communily against the narrowness of the spirit of the 
proposals. As Prince Hamidullah Khan of Bhopal 
who presided over the Foundation Committee meeting 
at Augarb during the Easter observed, the achiovement 
of the Moslem University on truely national lines has 
been the aim of the leaders of that community from the 
seventies «>f the past century. IVhulevcr may be said 
of the late Sir Syed Ahmad’s political views, he was a 
true guide and friend of bis community in tho early 
daya, “when Iobb of political power, poverty, and lack 
of modern education” had laid the oommnnity low 
among the nations of the world, ffir Syed set up the 
ideal of a noble seat of learning that would once more 
load them to thepath of greatoeaa. The Aligarh College 
was the lint praetical ooteome of that ideal andihat the 
college has succeed in infusing among Mahomedana' a 
spirit of union, mntaal help and oRioperatlon, those 
who have watched with interest the growth of that 
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inutilatiuii from ils vory incf'plion lu iU prciiPiit Hlult* 
of eminciiiv; con wrll speak to. It is bIho appanmt that 
tho cuiilt'flccnce of Uuuius aiul MahomedaDs «liieli Mras 
HeHtiiii'cl to bo acoo^lwhod last }'«ar at tbo very luiart 
of tho Mahomedan Efmpin* of tlio piist ngi", wh'i mado 
pofcitibK by the hold Hhicb Sir Hyod .Vlituod’s fo^ool 
idoni bad obtainod on iHlam in India.

The vast 
amount of monr^' tbai would be spent on the cstablish- 
incnt of this University could be better utiliseil if 
fiieilities in the siiaiie of sti|)onds and ecbolarshiim 
were given to Moslem students for seientifle, tcchnicfll 
and other education, both in India and in foreign cuun- 
tries. The terms that were offered were humiliatiuw 
hihI if tbo.ue terms were to be accepted why Khoulrltliero 
hare been so much haggling so long and the position 
of the Moslem community made much worse I A large 
number of educated Mussalmans were of opinion that 
(he question of the acceptance of the university should 
now be [lostponed (ill the termination of the War. 
Would the eommunitj have gone to rack and ruin in 
(lie meantime, if the qneiition w’ere postimned till (hat 
lime? As we cannot lionestly persuade ourselves to 
believe that the university woulu be realty beneticial lo 
the Massalmans of India, we cannot reconcile our¬ 
selves to the position taken by the Foundotion Com¬ 
mittee and we consider that the vast amount of money 
collected would be simply wasted.

That the decision will give rise lo the deejiest 
disappointment in the bulk of the community is a I act 
w’hicb it will serve no good purmse to conceal.

Dr. Aneari and others, are parlie.^ to iL The hold which 
these gentlemen possess on the iiffectioii.s andconiidcuee 
of their co-rcligionists in llie different parts of India 
and the zeal and sacrifice they have ever evinced in nil 
*hnt pertains to Moslem welfare and prosperity, nie 
guarantees that tho iireseiil unpalatable deeision. fiiust 
have been come to after the fullest and nialui'e.st 
deliberation, and after all the pertinent eonzidcralions 
pro and eon, had been most carefully sifted aiol 
weighed. Our _ readers eannot *be unawgVe of tin* 
fact that ever ainoe the true leaders of the coiomnnity 

e roOlaimed a desire to have a Uuiversity after tbeii; 
earts’ wish, all conceivable kinds of obstacle.s aid 
impedimenta linve been thrown in their way from the 
sloe of their ow'u people. Some have stopjied their 
reourring grants to the support of the Aligarh (Ndlegv, 
uthira have hurlled through the air tbeir demanda 
fur the return of their auWriptions and othenj^t.

They accepted 
the University on terms that can in no way meet the 

{ lecnliar educational needs of the Moslem democracy, 
f the Hindus had co-operated with the Musalmans, the 
question would not have grown so complex as it is. It 
is obvions, on careful consideration, that a university of 
their own was not a matter of serious concern to tne 
Hindus. They have such a great influence iu the 
affairs of the State Universities, that tliej ure availing 
themselves in the fullest measures of the educational 
facilities that these Universities provide. Hnt the case 
of Musalmans is entirely different from the Hindus. 
Their educational position is exoeptioiudly weak, and 
unless they adopt special remedial measures, they can 
never attain to that iiiteJIeotnal development which 
hasaspwial relation to tho peculiar trlidition^ of n 
coramunity. -

1 have done so 
in response to a pressing iiiritntiun to come and help 
the rjuitfl, who urge they urc not ladug fairly treoted 
by the indigo planters 1 could not render ‘any help 
without studying the problem. 1 have, therefore conu> 
to study it with the nssistunee, if )H)ssible, of the 
administration and the planters. 1 have no other 
motive and I cannot believe that my coming hiTe can 
in any way disturb public peace or eiinse loss of Hfi*. 

1 claim to have coibiiderahlc e.vpcrieiice in such mnt- 
tera. The administration, however, have thought 
differently. 1 fully apprivinlc their difficulty, and I 
admit too, that they eun only proceed upon inform¬ 
ation they receive. As a law abiding citizen, my first 
instinct would he as it was, to obey the order seried 
upon mo. T could not do so without doing violence to my 
sence of duty to those for whom 1 came. I feel that I 
could just now serve them only by remuiniug in their 
midst. I could not, therefore, volifntarily retire. 
Amid this conflict of duty 1 could only throw the 
rGSponsiLlUty of roinoving me from them on llie 
iiilmiiistration 1 nm fully conscious of the fact that a 
))i>rsnu, holding in tho ])Ubltc life of India a position 
such as 1 do, has to be most careful in setting examples. 
It is my firm belief that in the complex uoiisii- 
lution under nliicli ne are living, the only sii^> and 
iionouroblc course for a .self rospeetiiig iiiiin is, in llie 
eircumslancc.s siieli .l^ face me, to do what I hd\<. decid¬ 
ed to do, that is, lo .submit i^ithoiit protest to the 
penalty of disols‘dienee. 1 have \eiiLured to make 
this statement not in any \ ay in e.\teiiualioii of thf> 
penalty to lie awarded against me, but to show that 
I have disregardi'd the order scived upon me, not for 
want of respect for lawful authority, hat in obedience 
lo the higher law of our being--the voice of con..- 
eioiice.

The tea¬ 
cher who works on mere pittance for the simple love of 
tlie worhis'an infinitely ‘greater moral_ force within 
his ' sphere than the heavily certifiented expert 
who responds to “ advertisements ’' after cun'fnlly 
w’eighuig his “prospects ” and" euiolnnlents. The 
spirit of self-sacrince in education lias several 
splendid examples to show in India. The I). A. V. 
(allege ill Lahore, for instance, and tfie kVtgiis- 
son College at Poona are living nionuiiicnts of 
this spirit, of the energy and devotion of those who 
have Hcurucd the mere material price of liieir gifts nml 
dedicated themselves to tlie service of an ideal. Their 
socrifiMs have reaped rich and abundant reward in the 
lives of the hundreds of young men who liii\e hrealhed 
in the invigorating moral’atmosphere and I'eceived the 
iuiprCssof^Uieir personalities.

on the chaneter and intelligence of those who control 
the politioal maehinary of a state. Our rnlcrs do not 
naturally like what has happened in Russia. They 
must on'that account follow the example of the rulers 
of Japan. Sir Michael 0'Dwyer talks of the Sinn 
Feinn as a wamins to India. lias he also considered 
what was responsible for the birth of Sinn Feinnism? 
It is indeed a warning and a lesson. To whom? To the 
t^ople pf India or their Aiders T We would leave it to his 
Ilonour to judge. 

Ills Honour thas evidently decided to segregate 
the Punjab from the dreadful infection of Home Rule. 
No otlier provincial ruler has yet thought it wise or 
debirablc to condemn this great, legitiinato and living 
movement of Indian nationalism. Some have even 
sjTOpathiscd with it in general terms. Even the 
Viceroy has not denounced it, ihongh he has insisted on 
the virtues of prudence and caution. The Prime 
Minister of England speaks like an inspired missionary 
of Freedom and his noble and courageous accents 
are rinnng throughout the world. .\nd yet the Lieu- 
tenant-Qovornor of the Punjab repeats the obsolete 
reactionary ahibboletbs and talks of “tfiiheavals,” 
“startling transfer," “extravagant demands" and 
"revolutionary flre«.’’ Is the Punjab seething with 
discontent and full of inHammunle material even 
after lond official acclamations of its loyaltyf Or 
does jt need a s^arate political treatment^ In any case, 
either the Lieutennnt-Qovernor has to grow in intellec¬ 
tual sympathy with the spirit of the times, or the 
province should be cut off from the rest of India. It 
would be intolerable if the whole of India were to be 
punished for the imaginary sins of the Punjab or the 
^intollectual obtiiseness of its ruler. 


India’s Standpoint.

“.\11 delegated power is Irurfl, and all assnined 
^ power usurpation," wrote Thomas Paine one and a 
quarter century ago. Bnl probably it never struck 
him, that in a contiugcucy like the one observable in 
India^ >sheTe the assumption of power has acquired the 
sanction of delegation of iwwer, if not by popular de¬ 
monstration, at least by universal aC(iuicBcenc.e, the 
above proposition would need a little emendation, and 
read “alldelegatluuof powor,explicUorimplicit,is Irnst 
and ell assumption of power, if contrarv to and despite 
the •‘xpressioii of the united vill of the people, is 
uaprpnlion.’^E'urther, it needs a oomuicutary.^ There 
may be a morally justifiable, and physically maintained 
usiirpation of the {lOwcr which in right apporlains only 
to the people themselves, as in the egso of those 
aavagHB nnd.aboriginiea who are unfamiliar with rhn 
' ways of orguisigg and controlling their social order 
and uriaccustuiued to the advanced conceptionb of 
poUtivaTmethods; and there may b'* an untenable and 
oompletely indefensible usurpation of ilie power of 
thepMple^ as in the case of the L'nitcd States of 
Aiuerica in eighteen aeventips, When the people who had 
gro^ oonloiona of their Inherent and imprescriptabic 
rights aa civilised men, evinced their will by providing 
theuiflelvea ipft a ‘ foTin of Government which suited 
their polity'. There ia a half way house betVwen these 
■ two extremM, a MMrt of '4 somewhat anomalOuB mean, 
iHnstrated by IhdU/ The people of India are not down¬ 
right aavagi^ Udthey arc not Amerianne. Centnries 
of Self-Bnie and iiMonial, proaperitgr B^nt the aUnring 
reputitten of the poor o6iMi^ abi^^, and invited the 
^ra^eiena hordea of tboT^ratana, the Orc^> and the 
"awarma of Tartars add Afghaun reeking with the 


blood of millions of innocent pre>s. to descend on tli'« 
fcatile elds of the peaceful country and to retire with 
the spoils got from the unoffending mnltitudes. Once 
the coilntry liad been spied by those who roamed 
about the world intoxicated with the lust of conquest, 
and decked in trophies of many wars, she became the 
hunting ground of every invader who chose to cross the 
irinduknsh. Centuries of tyranny an<i foreign domina¬ 
tion succeeded the spell of comparative peace and 
prosperity which India enjoyed before falling an easy 
prey to the foreign conqueror. No loss than six 
hundred years of successive foreign domination steadily 
contributed to the causes wliich were calculated to ac¬ 
complish the political emasculation of the people. It 
was not until Akbar’s humane reign, when Hindus and 
Muhammedans < njoyed equal and full human rights, 
when the Great Emperor sent a Hindu Governor to 
rule over the country of his lorefalhers and his birth, that 
India breathed freely once again and looked up in hope 
and gratitude. The causes of I be decay of the Mughal 
rule and the distortion of the successful polioy of 
Akbar are interesting history, and leave us at the 
threshold of the new epoch. The later inisrule, and 
anarchy of the days of the Popinjay Kings of the 
dying dynasty of the Great Moghal, the universal chaos 
and corruption encouraged and maintained by rebellions 
Viceroys, obscure brigands, and all the disintegrating 
influences of ^ a society in dissolution had made the 
people of India most profoundly discontented, and they 
were deWtIy praying for a deliverer, when that 
emancipator arrived in the welcome guise of the 
English. The incidents which led to the assumption of 
"power" by the English arc a matter of history and 
need scaroety even concisely be recapitnated here. 
Bat one fact is necessary to note. Aequieseenoe by the 
people of India in the British domination, at that 
criUoal jiinctnro, gives the present Government'the 
first article of the authority by which they oan justify 
their continuance as the ruling class. It is fruitless to 
enter into the analysis of the British rule in India 
from (he first day of its existence—not from tlie day 
tlie battle of Flassy was fought and won by the 
E^lish, as some partial historians would like us to 
think; for the British are far too advanced and civilized 
to claim any primitive and bariutrous right of conquest— 
because (lien- is no history of India which does not 
linger on that subject; hut it can perfeclly confidently 
be asserted that wiiile llic i-ecord of the Englith rule in 
India is the record of mutual advantages, aAd of 
demonstrable contributions of reciprocal good, the 
credit side of India simply Hatters tbe Governmenf of 
India, particularly in respect of the item of maintain¬ 
ing a long spell of peace and prosperity, such as w'e 
had not known more recently Ilian in the days of 
Shalijalian. 

Of all the blessings of (lio domiiiaiit co-oiiciatioii 
Ilf the English nilers, the lilieral dissemination of 
Western education has been the must tliankswortby. 
Those who regret, and there are some eminent men of 
light and learning among them, having imparted 
Western education to the ludians, betray a very aad 
short-sjghtedncss in not grasping the alternative evil, 
rnfamiliarity with the Western mode of thinking and 
an ignorance of the civilized forms of Western Gov- 
ernmenla could result only in a total abAenee of 
oonatitutional eonoeptiong, and wbat that may have led 
up to none of ua wisliea for to-day. The attainment 
of the present stage of political evolution owes itself 
very largely to the Western system of instruction. 
Who can say, that the withholding of the kind of educa¬ 
tion imparteo to the Indians, woud havo resulted in 
theje complete aubmission to any kind of rule. The 
encouragement of the undisciplined, old-world ideas, 
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anil 111 '* iiurtiin* of the Bemi-constilutional, intriguinff, 
eourlier-g^uH of the people may never have been 
eonducive to the proapcrouB pnd peaceful governmci I 
of the country. It wan really the opening of new 
viataa of hope, and (he inspirotiou of the new ideal 
that pi^vided potent enough elernenta to inhibit the 
refractory, oriental habit of tbouglit, and effectively 
anbatituted the voleaiiii; recalcitrunec of the people, 
idiicli waa in the habit of throwing everything into 
coDvnlHiona at the cloae of every period of arbitrar) 
intervala, by that mellowing influence of eoiialitiitional 
changea which held (he people in a state of rontinuoua 
hope for the better. Thia ia only a parenthetical 
reply to that school of Kngliah politicians, who 
attribute ahort-aightednesH of poluical viaioii to 
the worthy band of htnteamen to wboae efforta 
India owes the advantage of Weatern education. Sir 
Arnold White ia not the leaat conapicuoua luminary of 
the Ulualriona aehoaU nderred to. There waa aome 
indication of quite tic opiMwite opinion coming into 
existence some ahorl time ago, and perhapa there atill 
are aome Indiana who deplore and deprecate the e/feeta 
of Western instruction from quite another point of view. 
But to them wc uaed only aay: "Behold the phenomenon 
of India 'a aepirationa, and be ailent! ” 


The recent development of diNoontent—diaaffection 
ih a vile epithet, and iuipoHaiblu of opplicalion to the 
oonatitutioiial agitation which alone haa been India 'a beat 
method of obtuning doairable reforma—sadly intcr- 
aperaed by frightful iucidenta occasioned by some 
unripe, overzenloua, miaguided youths falling under 
the foreign inlliience of the pernicioua raethofla of 
terrorism and anarchism, has in its entirety manifest¬ 
ed a deep-rooted desire among the people to effect 
suitable changes in the Hyatcm of Government in India. 
However deplorable or even detestable may (le (be 
excesses, tboy eannot, in a cool aurvey of the pulitical 
aitnalion, be left out of reckoning. And the better 
and weightier opinion of responaible people has, hy 
ita iibenomenal aucceaa in combating and almoH 
vaiuiuiahiiig the Frankonstcine of disorderly spirits, 
conclusively proved that India bos fully grasped the 
meaning and value of constitutional reforms and ia 
intolerant of anything unconstitutional, whether it may 
proceed from within, or be imiioaeil ufion her from with¬ 
out. 


The European cniaolysm bni, among n thouaand 
tales of miaury and tragic expoaures of the hidden 
apringa of human vieiousncaa and dvilimd savagery, 
also demonstrably proved that the cohcaiou of the 
forces of i-eal eiviliaation can only depend on the bed¬ 
rock of human eo-operation for the prener>'atioii of 
peace in the family of Man. And aneh a eo-oporation 
must eliminate all inequality of internaliujial sUtua, 
or it would defeat tlie end for which it la designed. 
Moreover the bond of union between nations and 
nations can exist only so long as they ore all pledged 
to the protections of tbs iiihemat Bights of Man, 
A tomiiornry coalition of certain nations for dtfend- 
ii^ tbemaelvea or chtaining certain advantage! must 
disintefirate at the first cTaab. of aelf-inten'st. But 
if self-intereat ia avbordinated to the univeraal interest 
and ia never lost ^|^t of in dealings of natioua with 
nations there oon bt no appn'htfiaioii of a division in the 
camp. Sueh bnag tbe eonaluaion to which the present 
dash of the natioao haa driven no—not in a merely 
acidemio, but an bonetHy praatical spirit—the neoesaary 
corollary muat not be Mt out of reekoning. The 
corollary ia no other thw tfiaC the Klghte of Man 
muet be the same for aOi immutable, eternal and 
ever dooilauL It would be deitmotive of all the lofty 
reaolvN of the uationi, If a eombiuation of aome 
powerful nationa—not etenialiy but aceidentally 


powerful like all the great natioua of the pnit, whose 
glory atratebed over as many aa thirty eeutariea only 
to end in the ruina that lie by the Euphrates, now 
liuiinlerlby casual arebeologiata or stray pilgrima!— 
legislated one Mt of laws for themselves uiul another 
or the remainiug world. Conditions of polity may 
vary, and shall have to be treated according to the 
stage of their adrnncemeiit; but then a curtailment of 
the right of counael .shall hare to be met with a curres- 
poiiding diminiahment of reapoiiaibilitiea. The Rights 
of Man, however, must ever remain invariable aiut uii- 
nltorable. And among them- no right enu he more 
aaci'ed, more vigilantly guarded than the right of every 
nation great or small to exist by iaelf, and to govern 
itself. Accidenta and.inevitable inflacnce.s can uevnr 
Iw wholly guarded against. But a complete emaiicipn- 
tion of the entire world from the degrading bondage of 
" political slnrcry” shall have to be inauguraled to en¬ 
sure the oontinned happiness of mankind. No domi¬ 
nation, iiolitioal or commercial, can be condneiro to (he 
good of the human .s|jccies. IJiflesa that i-s declarisl 
to be the first principle of the political existence of 
natioDB the future of humanity shall not be immune 
from the repetition of the horrors of to-dny in daya to 
some. The menace of the conflict of nations for 
predominance in one ephere of human actii’ity or (he 
other shall ever hover over the heads of men, if civili¬ 
sation relaxes its efforts in rooting out the wry canae 
of the evil. It ia Germany and the Allicii to-day, mu1 
it may bo Japan and America to-morrow, or Oliina and 
Russia the day after. Unless ci'dlization sigiiifles no 
more than B mare trade-union of resourceful and or- 
ganiaed powers to the excluaioii of weaker nations, the 
deciMon of civilization must be in favour of immul- 
able, univeraal and enternal Rights of all mniikind. 

India baa realised that England ia fighting for the 
eaiise of civijization ond humanity, as she has done 
before. India has further realised that she is not 
excluded fnim humanity—whatever she may b*' in 
the estimation of the world as a civiliz(‘d country, -> 

Mtlier_ on account of her ancient civilization or the 
eivili’/ing influence of the British rule—and, thcref<>n‘, 'i 
(he decision of oivilization regarding the rights of ''j 
humanity will hold equally good in her case, also, in 
detenniiiing her deatiny. She haa realised more.

^le _ three departments into which the preaefit . .a 
conatitatkin of Ihdmdivided are, as ia every eada-- > - 
(itution, (1) Ldgialativc (2) Executive (3) Judicial. 

In each of tiiaae departmenti India haa a scanty ' - i 
repreaentalionaoda very feeble voiee. Tto ,Iiegtsla- 
tive departnonil. is only an Ineffaetaal experi>uenl» uot 
a mature readfc The qnalifleatioipa for a amti i>l the 
Imperial Cooufil exaliNlo merit and abilUy ftom and 
admit wealthy tteompetenee to a shueof 9^teAtlil>e^- 
tiou. Those who ore capable ^^imefien^ the 
^ple atoad outside (he ObniNili !Xha imurouB ■ > - 
delimilatioa of salfiaffe—a very partial and imjBeqpate-, . , 
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provisiou—^aunuls any further possibility of reluin- 
liig duly elected representatives of the people. Then, 
again, the almost certain device of the regular un- 
flerled majority finally disposes of any remaining pos¬ 
sibility of enacting a popular meashre. In effect the 
fjCgislatiire is representative in tiamc only. The Execu¬ 
tive is manifestly defective from the fieople’s stand¬ 
point, inasmuch as those who form the majority there 
an* there neither hy the will, nor the consent of the 
people, and (hey are generally spunking without any 
sympathy with the people. Their administration may 
V good on the whole, and they certainly have their 
good points, but they seldom feel their responsibility 
lo the beojile as Ihrir servants, which they in reality 
are. If the fountain-head of all power, the Legislative 
department,had a fuller and truer representation of Ihe 
pimple, tills defect would be readily remedied. The 
.fiidicini department alone seems to he tolerably re- 
presenlalive, its duties being confined ti> the interpretn- 
tion and administration of law. But that too is not, 
in tnanv instances, almve criticism, especially where 
the Juilicial aulhorities abdicate their position and full 
under the influence of the Executive. iTliat. however, 
Is more an offence of commission than omission. 

There are other departmeuts of life in India, where 
her suns arc under the ban of ineligibility. The 
army is ii case in point. Although wo have given 
indelible proofh of onr fitness for all responsible mar¬ 
tial duties oil more than one occasion niul notably 
during tho lust (wo years and more, and although our 
consciousness of onr fitness has fonnd expression in 
genuine applications by capable yoongmen of disting¬ 
uished fanuiies for commisBions in the army, the 
sligma of ineligibility remains yet to be removed. I’lie 
Arms Act in Its jiresent form is fai- form being acceiti- 
ablo to respoetable and educated men. It is almost 
an insult to our intelligence and a regrettalilo presump¬ 
tion against onr intentions and caiiability. These, 
however, are only side-issues which may be desir¬ 
ably attended to in the near future. But tliat which 
is of vital iatei'ost to India, her fervid ambition and 
devout hope no less than the Ideal which tiuiekens ber 
pulse and awakens her visions, stirs her imaginalioii 
and enlivens inspiration, is the expectation of a spc' dy 
i-eahsation of a really rcpresentotive constitntion und 
the establishment of a suitable form of Home Rule. 
The attainment of the day when that bojie is realised 
shall be the inauraration of the profoundest friendship 
lietwecn England and India, Olid a gloriouK chapter in 
the history of •Britain's reabgrsatness—a caiiiivul day 
in the history of human [irogress and civllixation. 


MoBleiu Educational Noeda. 

The Moslem community is to bs heartily congratu- 
laled on its eventual common-sense decision to accept 
I tte offered University on ttie lines indicntM ^ the 
(iovemment. After the eatablishmant of the Hindu 
seat of learning no reoaonable exrase was left for the 
Moslems to consider the proposed conditions on which 
the University for the time rests as too restnotive. 
No one can deny that it is a most important expen- 
mental ooneoaaion and a decided advance towarda the 
achmvomuntof onr ideal—self-Govornmont. A great 
•dneatioaol ventnre which gives a people control 
over its own ednaatlon while intended to diffuse know- 
ladn trlWy la an edneation itself for those who are 
iwMnaible for tho material tad moral progreaa of tbev 
ooimiiimity. H thay are tactfal an*wwwd aneeeed 
in proving Ihbaelvoa to bo wortto ^ fnr&r con- 
fWooe, nopowernitho world uan.tvithhold further ud 
wider conqesiioDi. Our alien ntfers are ioo wise, juflt

and t^nerous to allow Ihembolvps to bo guided by 
any efTasioiiH of overwrought minda and endevonr 
to retard the lido of progress wbicb is duo to thoir innate 
lovo of freodonii and thus br:iig about h dangeroiia 
situation. 

Prince llaniidnlla Khun of Bliopal deserves oar 
heartl'cll llianks, for it nas under his able guidance that 
this inomoiiloiis decision was arrived at. The Prince 
appears to be proud of being n roposilory of the great 
traditions of Aligarh and sho^^ .s every sign of being 
deeply imbued with the sublime ideals that our greatest 
benefactor Sir Syed Ahmud Khan loft U8 as a pniceless 
legacy. All Moslems true to their own oommuuiiy, 
true to their country and true lo the memory of 
ono of the greatest sons of India, observed with 
unbearable pain that the Aligarh movement, the founda¬ 
tion of our moral and material welfare, was gradually 
losing the, magnetic force with which it started and 
falling into discredit. Owing to the laxity of communal 
discipline destructive forces vrere visibly at work in onr 
camp. Neglect of education was undermining the 
foundation. Self-seekers had succeeded in creating 
dangerous breach among the Sunnis and the Bhiaa and 
educated amongst us were dazsled by the torch of politics 
kindle<1 by great men belonging to tho ever progressive 
Hindu community. I recognize fully that for the 
greatness of India all the communities that permanent¬ 
ly inhabit this vast country must have a common ideal 
and w5rk together. I also recognise that the time has 
come when we should join the Hindus in proinoting 
the political welfare of our motherland. But what I 
say IB that while doing ao we must continually and 
carefully Mideavonr to develop our mental and moral 
faculties to their fullest extent to enable us to safeguard 
our self-respect, hold our own and acquire a decisive 
voice in our joint Council. In short, \vc must equip 
ourselves with all that is required to live an active and 
useful life and render ouroo-operationfor tho greatness 
of India absolutely indispensable. 

To achieve our sifblimr object education on corbel 
lines isupcessaryaiid the Aligarb College, the impensh- 
.able monument of our lolc Grand f lid Man is beckoning 
118 to our goal. TjcI 11 s make il, the neucleua of onr 
educational system and thereby raise it not only to tlic 
former but to a still greater glory. But to lead us to 
success a leader, conscientious, morally and mentally of 
a commanding personality is necessary. ITis deep sense 
of duty and loyalty must inspire the Government and 
his countrymen without distinction of creed and colour 
to repose the fullest confidence in his leadership. He 
must be cafiable of rciiniting the conflicting ioteresl.s jn 
his own community and by infusing discipline and esprit 
•de corps in our ranks he must convert the rabble into 
a trained and disciplined army. In a word he ninst 
posseas in his person all the attributes to enable liiin to 
become a worlhy successor of the great Sir Ryeu. 
TTnless such a leader is forlhcomiug, education^ move¬ 
ment is constantly strengthened and ihe old spirit 
revived, we have no hope; of salvation. 

1 was much amused to read in the cohunns of Ike 
"Indian Daily Telegraph^'two letters by a correspondent 
styling himself-an Kdncatfcnist Tnluqdar ’ very aenoiisly 
recommending a University for Lucknow. If he is a 
Hindu or a Cbriatian I have nothing to say and 1 
withdraw the above remark. But if be is Moslem, * 
would advise him not to indnlge in each Ma^nrish 
ideas. Let us put onr present djjnpidnted habitation 
in order before we launch new and nnwelldy achemes.

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HCH^ME FOR A NEW COLLEGE. 
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POOR CfiASSKS OK MUS.VIAI\NS.

That all hopes of thn moral as well as material 
advancement of the Muealmana of India ans bound 
uu with the progrosM of education, and that in the 
spread and furtherance of knowledge lies the only 
possible remedy for the communal ailments and 
troubles, will acarcely be. disputed by anyone. Whatever 
has hitherto been nohievwi in the field of edncatiou 
tlirouffb the high-Diiiulea oudeuvourM of the leadera 
or the community, aasiated and advised at every 
^ep by a bencAoont (lovernment, is a matter 
the keenest satisfaction, and yet it is undeniable that 
the sum of onr aobievements up to dnte w but little 
compared with the taak before us, and very much more 
remains to be aocomplisheil bpfore the seven crores 
of Musnlmads in the land can be regarded as 
aderinately equipped with facilities for oduoation. 
The appetite for knowledge, as every one knows, grows 
bv what it feeds on, and that alone oan be regarded 
as the right type Of eilacation which, strikmg at the 
roots of uarrow-mindeduesB and self-interest, engenders 
in the hsort of the people genuine feelings of brother¬ 
hood and the deaire to see every ohild of the commun¬ 
ity enriched with learning through .facilities provided 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. 

2 . It is a hopeful sip of the times Uiat the 
Musaalmans are manifesting a desire to take due 
ndvantage of the existing system of education, and tM 
steadily increasing numbers of Muslim youth in the 
nrimary and secondary schools, boar eloquent testi¬ 
mony to the fact that the Iniveu of educated incmbers 
ill tte community is producing results whieli are tml}^ 
gratifying. 


3 . Of ull cdueutional problems Ihut of higher 
wlucation is the most difficult Casting a look on tliis 
vast continent, one finds the C^lsijie at AUgarh tope 
the only doooini national institution widen can is* 
regardtd as making nppreewMe efForls to satisfy 
the growing educational needs of the Musaunaii 
coniittttiiity.

The Government, it is true, has established magnificent 
colleges in the various provinces, and Avery one 
knows and admires the valuable work they are doing. 
There are the Missionary colleges also wtose doom 
uro open to all and sundry, without ^tinction of 
class or creed, and which have also rendered eminrat 
service to the cause of education. But in these in¬ 
stitutions it is hardly possible to make adequate 
urrangements for the religious inatruction of our boys, 
ioatructioii which modern thought has begnn^ to 
recognize ns essential tu tho moral eimmment of onr 
people. There ia, moreover, the great difficulty of ex- 
fumsos, which have, of recent years, risen to such 
proportions that it is becoming increasingly diffianlt 
forMusalmana of Um* middle classes to semi their 
boys to these colleges. And these boys, the most pro- 
iiirsing and diligent ones of the community, hoys on 
whom tho future of the coiiunnaify principally depends, 
lire time often denied the benefits of higher educatUm. 
It is generally the Muslim student who is adversely 
afTectod by certain re.strictions on admission, siioli as 
the passing of the examination in higher divisions, 
which some colleges liavo had to impose nw’ing to 
tlioir accommodation being inanffident to meet the de¬ 
mand. Theso are some of the reasons why thn 
number of Muslim atudent.s although higher in the bi'- 
condary schools, and in certain parts of the countp^ 
(e. g. Rohilkliandt iiropurtionatoly equal to _ their 
Hindu brethren, shows sneb a marked disparity in 
tho college classes—a foci of which the Director 
of Publio instruction in the United Provinces has made 
siicoial mention in his niional Tejwrts. If from this 
slate of things be judged the condnioii of big^r edu¬ 
cation in the other provinces, not possessing ally 
insUtution like that of Aligarh, this aspect _ of the 
question would be foipid to be not only distressing, bnt 
positively disappointing. In the light of the hopeful 
signs noticeable in the primary and secondary sohiwls, 
we are forced to the eonchislon that unless immediate 
steps are taken to remove the diffioulliea besetting th« 
fHith of higher ediiostion, llic futnrs of the Musalmans 
will bo grsvely jcopai'discd, for there is danger lest 
tin* preseut state of things might react unfsvourablv 
on the ciroiimstauoes of primary and sceondai^ edn- 
nation, also. And if we shall not _ grapple with ens 
presentijiffioulties inn resolute spirit and take time 
Ijy the fon-lock, future gon'^rutions would be perfe^y 
justified iu laying ut oiu doors the entire responsilnlity 
for having giossly neglected their interests. 


4. \Vp are convineeJ tliat the time has *eome wlieii\ 
tlm ttUmiH of the Aligarh Oolite should di.scharg<‘

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5. A fliiild in ba infancy bos to be carried about 
iu araw ;irhen able to atandonliis own kgs, he ia 
led about with ^ help ot a finger; and at a later 
stage be dow not require even this help. It is generally 
reoognined that in the noatter of out educational 
progma we have now paaaed tEe stage at which it 
was imperative to seA 1 m aasistance of the proterting 
arms of Qovenunent If, even now, wo leave it to 
the benevolence of Ooveenmont to provide fur all our 
communal needa, we would be ahiftiiig onr own burden 
to other ahonidera—an act which would Imrdly bo 
deemed praiseworthy. The education wluoh the 
Muaalmtna have reeeived should have enabled them 
by now to stand on their own legs. The aebemc that 
w'o are nonr laying before the community will be a teat 
i*f ita capacity for self-help, and wo do trupt we ahall 
nut meet with imperfect sitcct^ss. After edreful oon- 
aidoration we have come to tbi‘ conclusion that there 
are two obetaolea iu the way of higher oduoation 
ao far aa the Mnealmana an' ooncerned: tho rise 
of expensea at the collegea, generally, and lack of 
acoommodntipn gt Aligarh in particular. To overcome 
tbeso difficulties we propose that a Now Arts College, 
O') tho model of the reaiffi'ntial system at Aligarh, 
Im' established for bi'Oefit of those atudents who, 

, tor one reason or another, arc refuNod admission by 
the hundre<1 to the Aligarh College every year. Tlie 
pi-opo^ Collett, wwe giving the best possible 
education, will w run on very economioal lines, 
and it is intend^ that aelf-sacnfice should be the 
foaudation on wEiob it ia raised. The idea is that 
the expenses of a atndent at Ihe proposed College 
should be couaidecably less than the- average ex- 
Iieosea at Alimurh or any Government inatttution. In 
order to att^ this resqlt we require the aervioes of 
aouw bigh-minidM membera of onr commanity, who in 
addition to hotng thoroughly qnalifled anl welJ trained 
for profeaaoiial work, Momd also be imbued with a 
sinrit of aclf-aaoriflce, sneh as would make them forego 
all their bright proapects and material advantages 
elsewhere for the sgke of disinterested service in the 
cause of jjhtdr community. As a recompenae for their 
work 111 the Collett the pi^easors will ha\e to be 
content with g nominal wage, for it is manifest that 
the only way of reducing the expenses of studenta is 
hi keep down the general expcadituri* of the institution, 
and iho salaries of the stafF alwavs constitute the 
greater part of the recurring ex])endit^re of a coll'-ge 
. If, tiu'ivfore, >^'e can secun* such scMsss professors an 
would acotqit m W wage, the diflicidly of expenses 
would be grei^tly obviskMl, and the task of providing 
higliei' edueatioD lb boys of the middle classes eon- 
sidernhly lij|^btened.

8 . Those who have experience of educational ins¬ 
titutions will probably consiiler the some of 5 lakhs 
insufficient, and wore it not for the fnet that the new 
institution k to be founded on prinriples of economy 
and self-sacrifice, even double this amount would hardly 
have sufficed to start a first class College. For guv 

E resent needs, however, we believe that five lakhs will 
e sufficient Apart from the moral and inlelloctuH] 
benefits likely to accriie from tliis College, we shall 
find I looking at the whole project from a business point 
of view*, that the money spent on the proposed iustitn- 
' tion will yield nearly double the profit that it would, 
were the amount dettsited in a bank or invested in n 
trade. If the monthly expenses of a student at the new 
College arc estimated at fifteen rupees less than the 
usual expenses at other institutions, and the numl^r of 
studenta be taken as two hundred at tho very lowest 
computation,—although it will, we are sure, 1 h‘ mneb 
larger, since Aligarh olone has to refuse admission to 
many more every year—tho eoinuiunity will save three 
thousand rupees per mensem, or thirty-six thousand 
rufieoB per amium, which works out to more than seven 
per cent.pi'r annum on the five lakhs invested. In other 
words, within a period of fifteen years the community 
will practically ^t Wk the whole of the money invested, 
and a College with its buildings, boarding honses and 
invaluable educational work to boot, in the bargaui. 
ThisCollege, itishoped, willbea preenrsorof other 
similar efforts in the field of education, and should this Im* 
so, the hgppy time should not be far distant when every 
child of the wmmunity would be able to partake of the 
benefits of higher education without hawng to depend 
on outside help. For investinjg the sum of 5 lakhs in a 
noble and charitable undertaking like this, the Mnslim 
community will be more than amply repaid, as has 
been promised in the Holy words“ The liksnsss of 
those who spend their wealth in tho cause of God, ^ 
is as the lilmnesB of a grain that prodneeth seven ' 
ears, in each ear whereof are a hundred grains; 
and God giveth increase to whoinso lie ploasetb, 
and Qod is bounteous, all-knowing." 

9. Should this scbeine fail—which God I'oidid—to 
mutcrialixe through lack of snpjiort, the fact will, 
we need hardly say, have a most dishearteuing effect 
on all wcll-w’i^iers of the community, and we shall bo 
thrown back several stages in onr march towards tlie 
goal ill view. This, we fear, will result in the ob¬ 
stacles in our way becoming still more formidable, 
and it is painful to contemplulo the straits to which 
we might be reduced. We liuve confidence in the gowl 
sense of (uir Coinmiiniiy, and eaiinot bring ourselves to 
believi- that it will be indifferent to its vital interests. 

i ]0. Next comes the question of a suitable loeality 
for tile proposed institution, fk'rveral reasons, donbt- 
'less, seem to point to Aligarh, but on carefnl consi¬ 
deration, w'e are of opinion thnl it would be advisable 
to Hc-Iect another and a mon* suitable place. In our 
juclgment the fact 6f the new College being located at 
Aligarh would lay the train to some diOieulties; the 
existence, side by side, of two institutions markedly 
different from each other in the (ilnii on whidi they 
arc run, might, we are afraid, lead to invidious distinc- 
tions being drawn. Proximity, instead of oienting a 
spirit of oomndeship and brotherhood, might foster 
a feeling of jealousy and unhealthy rivalry. Afflnence 
is, not mfrequcntly, the measnre by whioli things an- 
jndttd in Giis world, and it is poirililn that the poor 
stndents of the new GoUen ambita IwdUe Staff, may, 
if the institntion is estHllsblid at. Aligtth, have to 
etaad the weight of aafavowcnbls eomparisons with 
the highly pkid professors an^tld siaadard of varioas 
things at lot M. A.-0. Collego—eomparisons which may 
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have jiH iinwIiolcMiuc ♦•fft’ct. F''urth(*r, Alignrii has 
n»‘v»*r lni|l^iiii to a plcuHant anrl healthy climate, aii«l

I'he site ebusen 
should niso Is* one tiuit is free fi-ora all kinds of 
IHiliticul iiitluciiren ond euniRiuiial ilinSeiihioiiH, mid if it 
li n rlien/i jducu for the iiec(>ssarie8 of daily life, tbiit 
would Is* nn additional jioint in its favour. T)ehra 
l)iiii seems to bo the (ibiee wbieli supplies these desi- 
dei'alo. This, however, is not n liiial decision, ami 
when other and more urgent requirements luivi* lieen 
met, the queHlioii of ai^‘ iiiiiy Iks settled. At Delira Dun 
or anywhere else thhnew College may be nt some 
distanco from Aligarh, but it will Im united to it in

Oorernnient was most seriously ongagad in the nrose- 
eiition of the War. Not only would It be nudesirable, 

1 felt, to divert the attention of the Qo\’eminent from 
the most urgent and serious pnraoac on hand, but J 
feared that during such a crisis Crovernment could mil 
devote to the problems of reconstruction that aniomit 
of calm nnd dispassionate consideration which tliey 
deson'wl. There were other consitferatioiis as well. 
Cert,tin cif the mon> imiiortant proposals did not seem 
t«i ine of any practical value. Moreover, i did not Hud 
• any ade<|iia(e safeguards for the interest of the Muslim 
community'. These were in the main my reasons for 
withholding my assent from the Memorandum. 

Rut uh the Government are, in spite of the exist¬ 
ing .state o£ War, reported to have been considering 
the proiMihW, ] feel that: I slioiild not remain quiet, 
lest the intenrests of (he country and of my community 
might from my point of view irretrievably suffer. I 
have, therefore, renlnrcd to set below my view's on 
Hie subject. 

To begin with 1 think it necessarv to point out 
in what suggestions. I agree with my Colleagues. So 
far as their request writli regard to the di^i^' and 
status of Indians i:i other parts of the Empire in such 
matters as immigration and indentured labour are 
eoii^rncd, I am entirely one with them. It is not 
justitiable, nor is it a credit to the freedom-loving 
iiiatiucts of the Rrilish nation and to their traditions, 
to allow a particular section of If is Majesty’s subjects 
to domineer over and treat another section almost as 
though the latter were inferior beings and in no 
sense citizens of the British i^pire. The treatment 
of Indians in Ae self-governing Colonies and otlrer 
ymilsofthe Empire is a matter for strong disap- / 
proval; and the sooner things are entirely rectifleil 
the better will it be for Indin and the Empire. In tUs 
and in the proimsals Nos, (7), (8), (9), (11), (12), 
and (U) t am in full accord with ttu* signatories nf 
(lie Memoraudum. For convenience’s sake T shall 
transcribe them lierc:— 

(7) In any scheme nf Imperial federation 
India should be given through her 
clioseii representatives a place similar 
to that of the self-governing dominions. 

(S) Tlie Provineial Governments should be 
autonomous. as foreshadowed in the 
Government of India's dyi'pntcli, dated 
August‘J5th, 1911. 

(9) The United Provinces as well ns the clbar 
major provinces sliould have a Governor 
broDght from the United Kiugdoiii with 
an Executiv* Council. 

(11) The right to carry arms should <be gi anted 
to Imlians on the same conditions a.s to 
Euroiieaiis. 

(t'J) Indians should be allowed to enlist as volun- ^ 
teers and units of a territorial army to 
be established in India. 

(1<1> Cmamissioos in the army ahould be given - 
to Indian youtha under aomlitions similar, 
to those applioable to Eoiopeans.

1 believe a largo part of ilie flower of Indian intellect 
is at present serving under flovorniiiont. It injiy bo 
added that as reganls the Miisalman members if in 
any province eligible candidates are not avnilubic, 
qualified men from other provinces should be bronglik 
in. 

Those were some of the rousons\i*hyI could not 
subscribe a doiniinont w liich advocated an nnworkablo’ 
scheme of reorganisation. Apart from these I was' 
anfluencod by larger considerations. The danger 
inherent in Ihe scheme of refurni imt fonvni’d 
by ihe lit members, and inherent in ^ the Miiito-^ 
Morlcy reforms already undertaken, is the ovcr-‘ 
representation el. a single advanced class whoso, 
power of influencA* far exceeds its numerical 
proportion. The inembera of such a class, useful aiuL 
essantial though they may lio in any progressive* 
advaricu, may be tempted, as they find themselves in 
power, to mould the policy of (lovernment according 
to their notions ami gradually lo create a kind of 
oligarchy in which, through the agency of Government 
they will dictate their wishes to the other nnd largca 
oommiinities of India. These classes, vyliich, though 
politically less poweiTuI, are just as vital, or even 
more \itail, lo (he healthy life of the Oountry, are at 
present larged; iinrepreseiite<l, er if they are represent¬ 
ed, are less nimble to eoiribine in counsel and to press 
their opinion. Lack of ediiealloii, pre-occupation m 
comniiocial, mdiistrini, or agricultural pursuit.'^, and 
various other icnsoim prevent tlieiii from forunilHtiiig 
so united A policy, and giving expression lo it in so 
effective a mr.nnei. Hence it is of esscniial im- 
portiinoe that .is (lov’eriinienl more and mure dclegHlea 
its authority to Indian agencies, more effective re- 
presentntion sliould be given lo seetions of the pcopio 
v\ho an* less able iit present to defend their own 
interests. If this is not lUmc, the result Mill Ik* elasK 
jnjiiBtiee leading to economic, nieinl, **^*'^^ polilical 
distnrbRiiee. 

Among tlie classes which are in danger ot being 
sw*ampeil, it ikt my particular duty oh a Miisniujan to 
press the claims of the ^Iiisalmniist It is not my in« 
tention to set up any new claims in depn‘cinfioii ^ of 
those of any other community. There is no question 
of Hindu-MusIUn difierenccK iiivolrj*d in it. My aim 
is that each community, eharacterised as^ it is by 
pecaliarities of itfj own, should feel secure in its ikj.m- 
tion HO that wdlh tho imtnral sltengih that ought 
to belong to each they may co-op«r^ witli eneh' 
other for the eoniiDon good of tfo'wuntry. My' 
aim in fact is to see one set iHierosts, aii' 
apprehended in the foregoing paragrtph^ hot sw'alloA'- 
ing np other interests but woning .hand in hanilT 
with those others for tlie pro^ion of the general 
interests of the Country. In lidiir at present we bhVw' 
to recognise three distinct princip&l parties—the BritfsW 
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CJcivcriiiUfMil, Ui^ lliixlu coiUDiiinily, and tlio Muslini 
comniiiinty—not Ui H|M’ak of lh«* considerable depresH^I 
IMjpolatioii. Though all of them have to work for the 
ftmimuri guqdof the ('oiiTitrVp must recoRiiiHe that 
wh baa ita own end* to satisfy. There was a tuna 
when a certain class of Indian politicians did not 
eognisc any special interests apart from those fiertain- 
iug to the general goo<l of the Cotmtr}'. But f™** 
have ohange<]. 'Hie elear admission mode by Lord 
ifinto when replying to the Muslim Deputation that 
waited upon him* in Simla on the eve of the Minto- 
iforlcy reforms, of the political importance and s^ial 
ifiteresUi of the Mualiin oommnnUy, followed hy a 

I irovision of special representation for tliem on the 
jegislative Councils in the said reform sclieme, was 
accepted by the Congress at its last session at fiucknow. 
'J'here is, tnerefere, no necessity for me to explain m 
dntail the natiiru of the iiiportanec of the c«mimniiity 
as rf'uognisi'rl by Loi'dii? Alorley and Miiito and th« 
Ooveriiment. W'heii at first tin* princi])le of siiecial 
representation was recognised by the (lovenuneid, it 
was feared by a large number of the lenders of the 
Hindu community that the gulf that was thought to Inive 
existed ts'tweeii She two great flommuiiities would lie 
vridened still nlore. But that these fears were ill- 
founded baa by thin time been clearly deitioiistratMl. 
Vbe Muslim members oir the reformed Ijegislativc 
Councils have during these years whole-heartedly 
m-operated with their Non-Offieial Hindu Colleagues 
euid the Government in all matters concerning the Aril 
lielng of the Country at large, never striking a jarring 
•mle as waa feared, though it may be queslioi^l 
■ whether the aame correct attitude has always bwn main- 
dained by repreaentatlvea of other communities. Tlie 
iinsUm ■emln'ni in the CoudcUb have never misused 
their posttkni. They have loyally supfiorted their 
4iindu oolloagues and the Ooverument. They have 
olaarly shown that given their proper share they can 
•vndoet themselves with a dignity and sanity of juilg- 
nieat which has always been their charaotoristic, never

1 may, without the least hesitation, say 
that ill the main the Govnrnracnt is responsible fqr 
this stale of affairs through having instituted h system , 
of education which ronki nut have appnled and aetnally 
did not appeal in the earl\ days of British adnunuiis- 
trution to the oommnnity at lai'ge. Thongb a great 
deal has lieeii done by the Oovernineiit by wav of 
compensation, still there is a great deal more to be done. 

That the ediirational interests of the Mnsalmans, 
not to speak of their other netds, may not suffer, 
and that they may receive adeonate attention, it is 
necessary that the cummuuity should have a voice 
in the ConneilH of tho State oommensnrate with 
its needs ami iuiiwrtuiioe. For, vntess the MusatanauH 
came np educationally tu the level of the oUier 
communities, it is idk‘ to expect that India can 
rcaly advance politically in the .scale of nations, or 
that the Mnsalmans enii seriously believe themseKTs 
to hove lieen lieiieflted by any reform that may he 
introduced into the athniaiatration of the Country. 

Any scheme of reforina tliat we may obtain ohookl, 
therefore, lie so drafted that through them not <Ml1y 
the general interests of the Country may be advanmn 
hut communities such as the Muslim may lie enabled 
gradually to come up tu tlie general level. That the 
ultimate aim nf India’s advaiioimieid may not be 
iiideliiiitely ileliivi'd, t think that due regard should 
paid to the claims of the Musalman con^mnnity in ^

'Cfae OovcEiiniAnt uf India R^HoIution dealing with 
the V liopflMH failure" of the schema to raise an Indian 
Unit an a part of the Indian Deteura Porira is a patlwtic 
dpeiUneat and tos been read with mixed feelings 
tbrevffmiit tlie country. From the varying 
abadea of tone that mark the Indian Press comment 
one cai) easily gauge the varie^ of impressions it 
bos nuuio on the publio mind. The dbappointinenl, 
the bittemesH, the note of setf-vindieatipn and 
the-weigbed-in-the'balance-and foand-wanting tone un- 
derlyina its patjios have'^n paid back .in fall measure 
bv ue Indian Press with'on added touch of resentment. 
The fata of the seheqbtfeveals in its most glaring 
aspect tjbe tragedy of the crosH-purpoHes that 
swajr tl^ oonrse of affairs in India. Lack of 
offlaal imagination and of freedom from red-tape and 
the absNiec of public •‘ntbusiasm bavo between them 
almost killed the first tontativc eflfort to utiJiso 
India's man-power, the sole merit uf which was that 
it was the child of good inlentlous. If tbc survival and 
auccess.of the effort are to bo left to the chance cfFecte 
of appuals and exhorlntioiiH alone, the Roaolulioii may 
wull Iw taken as its epitaph.

The **Proffremiivo” and the 

**Beactlon 

In onr rapid survey of the Mo!* 1 em situation last 
week we had arrived at cortain doHnite conclusions 
which must be hrie& recapitnlated here -torefresh the 
memory of onr readers. We had seen that the Moslem 
leadership of to-day lacks the inspiralloii and driving 
power that faith and idealism alone ran give. As an 
inevitablwconsequence, the Moslem eorUmnnal affsirs 
are In a stale of disgrooefnl muddle and what goes by 
lihe Uame of **pDbHclife,” is the mere dmaud confueiou 
otUloisy cliques and vested interesto into which the old 
unity of commnnal will and purpose has dissolved. 
The anprUiUo noed is to end this muddle, to release the 
pdbne life from the domination of cynical self-interest 
and pretentione incompetenoe and to sweep the 
grblihd clear _ of all obstructive shams for iho fret' 
plby Of the mind and will of the Moslem democracy. 
How arp these ends to be aobievedT 
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the Whole proUom of ,tho f ntnre of Islam in India. 
Tho'broad features of this problem ,8re well-known 
uatinqmre^ dsljuiled eiamuatioa. A oonunnnity 
of about 7p miaous with distinet traditions in faith, 
oulturo and history, baa to wo^oatita political destiny 
in .Uose'^ and aotivo ao-i^ration witii Ibe rest of 
Qm udian people. Aiw other alteroative to a 
ktewsL feedmtely striving for the eompRto 
jmilieal mtity .of'.fiie Indian raoesus onthinmle. 
Ai^ eeM-reapeetiag M a eohn an who knowa what politioal 
fteidepiimaiisJbt the a^-roaliaation of individHalB 
aa Oompiuiaitias, can feel no enthusiasm for a 
Uoiaed that dode not aimat a free and uaited 
,,|JBd^ be hia go other clioioe. He mpinot shake

..Haoaimot.keen the. world mOve- 
ifoxilpatiM tiie lUo and pniposes 
race. If ho' does not desire 
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to be crudhed under the ciiint forces of progress and 
flung Bsido on the rubbish-heap, he must courageously 
and joyously respond to the call of India’s destiny and 
move with the times. This is a trnth that alt Moslems 
share in whpse lives Islam is yet a living force and 
who have not wholly lost their manhood iliider a 
cramped and narrowed political existence. 

There is, however, one vital oonditioii that must 
be satisfied if free_ and full Moslem participation in 
the national toaks is to be of real service to tlic country 
and community alike. This participation must be effi¬ 
cient 1 . c., the Musalmonsmust attain to a plane of the 
utmost communal efficiency if they are not to prove 
11 deadweight to the forcea of Indian progress. Such 
efficiency can only he achieved by a thorough organis¬ 
ation of effort on conmunoi lines. There is no other 
way open to suecess in the political evolution of a 
people who naturally subordinato bll temporal interests 
to a religions interpretation of hnman dnty. In other 
irords, the Moslem communal iiidividnaUty mnst be 
pressed into service as the best instrument to train the 
will and intelligence of the Moslem democracy and 
apply them to the national ends. 

So far, it may be assnmed, all intellig^t Muaal- 
niauH who have given the least thought to the problems 
of their communal future, feel themselves on cominou 
ground. 'Po put it briefly, they agree that ( 1 ) self- 
(loverumeut is the only logical outcome uf India’s 
political eyolutiou, that ( 2 ) the end cun only lie atllined 
by evorking complete unity of effort and aim among 
the Indian people and that f3) the Moslem co-operation 
ill this Ruprerae task can only be frnitfnl if tlw 
community is efficiently orgaiiised on the basis of its 
individuality. ’J'he truth of those propositions is self- 
evident, aiul we may take it that the educated Moslem 
opinion n^isoH the full weight of their bearing on 
Moslem affairs ami accepts them as the l»sic prinnplcs 
of Indian polities without reservation of 
any kind. Thera may In* a fea dotards, imbeciles or 
unmitigated dnffers who have never outgrown the stage 
of intellectualbabybood, M'hosfi conception of self-tioveru- 
uient is of a huge dacoity organised against British rnle 
in India and to whom I he demands of the Nationalist 
anpe ir littlo short pf a b'aspliemy, worse than a v illauous 
plot tointerfeiiMxith the Uhiiie scheme of the uiiiversti. 
'riwHe relics of b. shattciod polity are alreody fit 
for u Natural History mu-soom and after a decade 
or HO any ^ trace of the species will have to be 
searched for in the anthropological racQTds 
of the India Office. In the living, vitul forces 
of (hongLf and opinion among the MusiilinaiiN tlicro 
is bardly anv differaiice in broad nolilical outlook. 
Thcro has no doubt been a loud anu persistent talk 
about "raactionaries’' in the Moslem cnnip and of their 
undisguised or secret activity to iindermiiin the slrength 
and defeat the policy of the Moslem League. Bui nas 
anybody ever attempted a dispassiouaU' inquiry into 
the root-cause Of this autugonismf If any such inquiry 
were made, it would, we have no doubt, be made mani'- 
f<>st th.i( the appareut discord is dne to a clash of 
temiierameula and nersonal ambitions rather than to 
any fundamental dinerence of political aim. ^ratoli 
the so-called ‘'reactionary” and in ninefy-ninc cases 
out of a hundred yon xill discover but a suppress^

In due course of social and political evolution 
and in accordance wdtb the nnivorsally accepted deduc¬ 
tions of history, every oonntry may pxiiect to attain to 
that stage of cirlization, sooner or later, at which noth¬ 
ing short of a popular and repn'sontativc svstem of 
government will endure. History has chronicled po 
instance in which the gradual process of political 
evolution did not eventually h^d to some sort of n 
represoututivu goremmont. The evolution of the 
moflorn forms of representative system can lie traced 
back to tlio prehistoric days. But from the mist- 
wrappi'd age of Habyloninii land Memphian antiquity 
right through the ever memorable centuries of the 
(Iiwk and Htnuan civilizations, as well as the Anda- 
Insian daya ip Enrup(>, and the aceuinolated centuries 
of the ancient civiKzations of the East down to our 
days, when one sees the repnblican glon* of America, 
France and Hw’itzcrland, the cquilibriaiii of England 
coutrastod with the previous excesses of Turkish and 
Bussiuri despotisin, to say nothing of the PrnSBian 
Militarism, the history of oonstitunonal development 
has liecn one coherent record of the gradual march of 
civilization in the direction of a representative systAu 
of govornmpiil. A aeries of experimimts by various 
nations in the art of Oovcrnnicnt has led to the result 
noAV embodied in the various forms of n'prescntative 
hystem of governing people*, which obtain in the 
civilized world. 

An assembly of tbe duly elected rcprcsuutatives 
of tho jieoplo, cither nominally presided over by a 
(itniar sovi-reign or actually guided by a poiiulurlv 
selected trustee of the nation for a limited period, 
seems to Is* the most suitable form of government 
for a civilized jieople. Tho formula has stood the test 
of ages, and has invariably provid the most satisfac¬ 
tory, Etiiicit piovidis no substitute preferable to 
this. Judged from the Hedonist or the Utilittfrian 
stand-points, \iewed in the light of the Rationalist 
jirinciples no other formula compares favourably with 
tho above. The conception of a representative system 
of government is not the production of the nebulous 
brain of an hlcalist, but the quintessi-nco of the acenmu- 
latcd intellectual efforts of many great and civilized 
notions obtained after centuries of sedulous and

It is true that the variety of different stages of 
civilization, the vast shades of disparity of intclliectnal 
acumen and political capability among various peoples, 
inevitably oocasiuii *.tne appliwtiou of dissimilar 
standards of governanoi* to differant peoples. The 
form of Qovernment that obtains in Australia, which 
has reached its present stage of evolution in strict ac¬ 
cordance with the needs of the people, may prove an 
, utter Buiierflaity in republican America,' or too 
advttJiood for the needs of British East Africa. Or 
again, tho refiurd republican constitution of the 
United Htates of America may in* in excess of 
the comparatively primitive r^uiremeuts of Fnnch 
Congo. Nor is it safe to predict^ that a constitutional 
monarchy like that of Great Britain would better meet 
the demands of tho advanced Americana than their 
own ^pitolic. But a stodt-taking of the egaet social 
and economical conditions of various peoples ought to 
enable ns to detoraiinv what form of mveranient would 
be suitable in oodi ease. The sto ek-ta^g must k 
effected in a spirit of impartislity, or it should be left 
to the people in question, who shonld talmlate their 
own social and eoonoiaic coaditiona, and formulate

dtizen of all oonntriee.’* He proved no cvceptioii to 
theatanoat’faMial mle that great men are seldom 
appreciated in their land of birth. Gifted with iii- 
exhauatibla patienoe and nnaurpaasable individuality 
of flMitaa; he applied bimeelf to diagnoai* the disease 
whien was drying np the life-blood of a nation and 
deq^te the extreme gravity of the situation and the 
dangers anrronndi^ him, he nith unfliiiohing deter¬ 
mination plunged into an open war fare \^ith the 
world's opinion. The Italians were utterly incapable 
of understanding a nature so remarkably different from 
the ordinary type. Thus n ben Mochiavelli advised the 
application of us new principle and theories to crude, 
in fact, pemioious political conditions'then prevalent and 
endeavoured to blunt the sharpness of vices in general 
vogue, he was looked ujion with uiisiirmountahle 
antipathy. 

But the meaning of the words, vice and virtue, 
as understood by him needs a careful explanation, 
lost we should also fall into the common error and 
eye him with the usual curiosity and djslrnsl. Indeed 
Iw has given no formal definition of these words, but 
if we peniBP hk works with diligence, we shall find that 
there is a distinction between their political and 
theological sense. "With the latter he has no concurii. 
Althourt the great reformation in roligiou had power¬ 
fully affected the spiritual side of the human nature, 
Ifadiiavelli remained quite free from enperstitions 
fetters. In the absence of public opinion the onorroily 
Of the misdeeds of fte Papucy and IN uiiiions con¬ 
tinued to increase uncherked*. Private and pnblio 
scandals had liecomo ordinary ortlcr ctf the rlay. 
•Sacreil offices, high and low, were sold and resold to 
the highest bidder and these ill acijuired means to 
fill the Papal coffers were lavishly dev^rted to the 
fiirthei perpetration of ihameful iniquities. Th(‘ 
oUmax a|ipears to have been reached under Pope 
.\lexander VI, the greatest libertine and.cunscicncclPKH 
luonster-of his day. 

No nation can ever plead extenuBting eircnmstancos 
in self-defence when it not only tolerates the existence 
of these voluptuoiis degenerates among its fold, 
bnt becomes so diseased mentally and morally as to 
allow ihom to become the soveroign Pontiffs, and as 
Vicars^ of Christ on eartli, despotic rulers of the 
Christian (AurcL It Is nd surprise then that 1 lie 
liest human institicts of MaeUavelli rt‘voIted Mgain^t 
the very thought of handlag over his conscionce into 
the charge of such reprobates: This extreme Jiatml 
and repugnance' of the Papacy made him like many of 
^s leainod coi^emporaries incline towaixls Paganism, 
ne loaj^l to see the Pagan Rome eslaMisbed in 
all beiv paot splendour, wlM the highest ideals of 
j^Glical freedom and natrfotism and ttoseimple Spartan

For instance, political virtno as opposed to ChfSstinn 
virtne is held by liim to devote Untiring fortitud^^ .ind 
coiira^ in both good and n-il seiise. Anything that 
helps imlividual selfishness or |H>rsonaI aggrniiJiseniciit. 
without any regard to ])ublic safety or political pro¬ 
gress of the people he cou<h>uins In the sovei-evt. 
language, but if any action of n sovereign political 
authcrity, lie he n single tyrant or a body of r>- 
publican rulers, wbethcr theologically right ur wroiiA:, 
is productive of general advancement and fniitfiil ui‘ 
glory and liappiness liotb to the rulers and ruled, he 
would hail with aoclnniation. If a ruler by tiMiipvrn- 
inentisgood and just, m> much the better, otherwiM- 
tfaehiavrlli avouM seriously advise him to at least 
appear befon* his subjects as a virtiions Christnin just 
and tender hearted. For ho saj's tho masses always 
follow with pride* and ploasnn.’ the example of their 
rulers. They _ are mirrors rellecting truthfully tie* 
(luulities of their masb'i's. But he should never allow 
himself to be guided by any feelings of so-enllcd finer 
setiments or remorse in his political actions. They 
might be considered as unclean according lo long 
uustoiii or habit, iievertlicless if they reMiUeil in 
bringing good to the country, they were much superior 
to Christian gomlness. .\ nili>r, according to Machinvelli, 
should never for u moment hesitate, for example, !•> 
tell a lie or indulge in any other condemned vico 
if by so doing he bcnelits his people and his country. 
But this action will always be considered ignoble and 
should lie severely reprimanded if done for purely 
])ersonal ends. His onn words, I think, to lio found 
^in his diseonrses, illustrate the above doctrine

Tiic above quotation jirovcs in a striking and 
conclusive luanuer that by creating a new and praetjeat 
science of iiolitics founded upon human, historical 
activities and experiences all good and evil actions 
weic to be jud^d from (he ri'snlts accruing from them, 
either in estolilinliiiig or demolishing the uiiiversnJ 
peace and good order, lie not only forgives, but 
strongly commends all Roman and Greek ]iolitical 
iissaNsiiiations for the results that tlowcd from them 
in culianeing the glory niul jii-osperity of these political 
societies. In other Avorde, the end achieved justified 
the means. 

The only rescinblenco to be found in his and 
-Xriblotlc's AAritings is, perliaps the appIioatiouH of the 
Historical method. He very curtly sets aside all oaltnr** 
and knoAvlcdge, arts and religiou. The state must only 
eoncarn itself with political and military'_ Bctivity_ and 
the rulers must only be imbned Aiith political ambition, 
nt^rwise they will be incapable of guarding the very 
existence of the state. The highest ambiTion of a 
political thinker should be to sliidy the actual existing 
conditions of mankind, how things were maji.'i.ged and 
what might be done. He has no patience with ancical 
and couTomporary idealists aa'Uo Avasted their mental 
energy in looking for that A\hich should be done. 
Thus ae find that Machinvelli, although a pagan and 
a vehement antagonist of the Papacy, was not blin*l 
to the great political utility of a religions belief in 
uniting and consolidating the state. Ho considers that 
« the' sagacious politiciaii will always respoct religi'in, 
even if he has no belief in it, since there have been 
frequent proofs that through iuenidating it even b/ 
craft mAicn A-alonr has been roused for the defeec'i

Miperficial Tision Tebenu'iitly ditsapproved his wild 
and, as it was then oOnsidei^, nnpraotical political 
specnlatioitB. The Prince and the incomplete din- 
eonraee weM looked upon as mad and rcrolntionaiy 
ravings followed by very unpleasant consequencee for 
their anfhor. Bnt nndeterred by the fear of personal 
hann, he partevered without respite in the puranit of 
troth. His unbounded oonfldeiice in the r^itude of 
his own conduct, his deep and abiding lore of liberfy, 
bis innate abhorrence of intolerence and his implaeable 
antagonism to such political abuses which, hoary with 
age, iiad assumed the garb of well-established _ conven¬ 
tions, would not allow the'grave dangers and difficidtics 
of his dga to overawe his passionator and precipitate 
nature., He boldly hurled the gauntlet of defiance at 
the face' of the despoilera of his fellow creatures and 
of his country and without giving quarter mercilessly 
assaulted the dtadel of despotism. 

Machlavelli endeavoured ceaselessly hr advice and 
precept to create sndi statesmen and politicians who 
wouldjnature their schemes calmly and silently and 
learn to ^comc astute dissimblers, not for personal 
aggran^sement, but for the public good. 

Considering the great mass of intricacies and 
eontradiotionH surrounding the perdinality of the 
master,*his ^ampher is fuetd, wi^ a heavy 
task of tracing with accuracy his chief charncteihlirs. 
1 have, however, to the, best of my ability’ attempted 
to give a faiyly presentable picture of his life and work 
in this short essay. There is one point which, ulthoiigh 
it hiis been toudied, ni^eds I think a little moru ampli- 
Itcation. Was Machiarclli a Pagan as _ his writtlugs 
prove him tobc, or in the innermost cavity of Jiis heart 
he continupd to remain a devotee of Cristianityt The 
great pleasure with wh^h he liiiaers in bia ^fei^e 
of .Chiri^iianity and his justified wrath against its 
dt'tracl^rs, priests and tyrants plainly demonelruto 
his natural Inclination towards the religion of his birth. 
His ever Irrepresible love of freedom, both temporal 
uiid religious, and the disasteroos use of religion by 
tlie PapoOT, kiugs aqd republicans for the enslavement 
Ilf the Itauans had augmented his anja^nism against 
tl'iu prevailing loathsome form of Cliri«tianity, render¬ 
ing him incapable of practising the vary principles he 
su much sought to impress on others and prooluini 
himself 6 Pagan, The best translation of Macniavelli’a 
seutimeuts is to bo found bi the following worda iji 
which'Shelley’s rcasona for forsaking Christanitv 
are given 

, “ To express his abhorrence of sni^rstition; 

took tt up as a Inilfbt took up a gauntlet, 
Tn deAuioe df injustice.”

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Chancellor and tweuty.five members of the court 
eli'clc<l by the court, it has an entirely foreign clement 
which has nothing to do with the court, t. e., flvev 
members of the senate elected by the senate. It has ab^ 
ready been admitted that there must be some members 
common to the senate and the council, so that the work 
of both asisemblies may be carried on without a hitch; 
but to introduce an element in the executive body in 
the election of which the parent body (the court) 
should have no voice is an anomaly which it ii< difficult 
to accept. It would be far better if provision were 
made for the court to seud a number of elected mem¬ 
bers of the council of whom five must be selected from 
the ten sent up to the court by the senate. In this 
way both the requirements would be fulfilled; the 
council will become the executive body of the -court to 
a fuller extent, and it will liave five members who will 
also be members of the aenate. 

There (s one otlier suggestion which it is necessary 
to make here. There is a provision in the Benaroa 
Hindu Universily Act that oat of the members elected 
by the court for the cunoil, five should be residents 
of places outside the United Provinces of Agra and 
Oudh. It needs little argument that Aligark poBsesses 
a far more Imperial character than Benares, and one 
feels that it will be lost if no more than five memben 
of (he council are resident in places outside the U. P. 

It is absolutely necessary that provision should bo 
made that not more than two-thirds of the members of 
the council should belong to these px-ovinees, olherwise 
there is a great danger of onr Univeraity becouiiug a 
purely local institution owing to the minimisation of 
ontHidc interest in it. 

The (lowers of the Hindu University council are 
embodied in Mee. 18 of (be Beoares Hindu Uaivexsity 
Act. It is clear that it is not in keeping with (he supreme 
character of the court that important powers ihould 
be given to the council iiidependantly of the court, such 
as uppoiiiluient of the Priitexpals of University Colleges, 
l.'niversity Professors and As-istant Professors, 
nianagemcnl of finances, transfer of moveable and im¬ 
moveable propert)', redressing of the grievances of the 
students and the staff, Ac. u it is not necessary even 
to consult the court about such inijiortaut topics, it 
is a useless body and should not find a place in the 
constitution at all. It is necessary that before any 
action of the council (which, it must be remembered, is 
merely its Executive Body) becomes final, it must be 
ratified by the court,.otherwise the phenomenon of the 
council dictating the court on important matters will 
become frequent and will onlv |ead to a chaotic state 
of affairs. All the powers of the council must be re¬ 
garded ns delegated to it by the conrt, and if the 
cxmrt resolves that the opinion of the council is wrong 
on any matter, that opinion ought to be regarded as 
having no effect whatsoever. 

, It should also be the duty of the council to -keep 
redfisters of the members of the various Guilds enlited 
to return members to the assemblies of the University, 
and to collect such subscriptions as may be necessary 
under the rules framed for the parpose. 

Too much atreSB, therefore, cannot be laid that 
before the constitution and powers of the council are 
determined, it must be borne in mind that it is merely 
a committee of the court working under it, and it is 
not an indeiiendant body. Its chief purposes ought 
to be to put into force the resolutions of the court, to 
exercise powers delegated to it by the court and to 
have effective cheek on the work of the senate. If the 
council overrides this, it will result iu the very undesir¬ 
able state of affairs of a University assembly quarrell- 
iug with the parent body for sopreuiaoy.

The “Natiii-al Leader” n species of human 
billed _ which iiifpstn practicii]Iy> every jisirt of India. 
OudEiri the province which can boast, of “N^aturul 
Leaders” of all varietioH—thin and cQl^hlcut, Dhatn^d 
and, truiisereiT, batted and turbaOed, titled and 
untitled. The physical constitution and the moral and 
intellectual texture of tho animal have hitherto baffled 
all autbropological investigstions. It is origin is on 
unsolved mystery. .Suggestions ari‘ not locking that 
he is a fortnitons growth, nut the pioduct of an 
evolutionary process. But one tlu'ng seems to be 
absolutely certain. The ‘'Natural Leader” was un¬ 
known to the Uoghal period of Indian History, or with 
all his modesty, he would not have escaped immortalis¬ 
ation by an Abul Fozl, Akber's elephants Were not 
spared by the encyelopff>dic writers of hia Dnrbar, and it 
is inconceivable that the latter should have been more, 
indulgent to the “Natural Leader,” if he had existed 
then. 

The "Natural Leader” is apparently not older 
than the British rule in India. Cynics arc not wantiug 
who, while denying historical autiqnity to him, assert 
that be is a enmtien of the imaginaUvo Bureaucracy. 

His "stako in the country” is by no means ou ol^' 
discovery. It Is eo-cval with suother discovery^-equally 
astounding—that the Indian (loliticiaii is the enemy of 
the masses. Both discoveries ate probably twins of the 
common culled nareutage. The historical origin of 
the "Natural Leader” is a problem which clamours lor 
a srsvdy solution. Our rising gcuinses cannot oontinnn 
to ignore it without detriment to their oiiiniscuaice, 
even though home of them are engaged in huge ■ 
matrimonial experiments—e.vperiiueats big with grand 
fiossibilities in the way of super-children. 

The "Natural Leader” has the gift of perpetual 
babyhood. An iiitellectually adult natural Waer is 
a very rare phenomenon, lie never outgrows his 
infant pashiun for toys and gaudy and piotUresiiue 
things.

It is, however, a gruu irony of futu that the iiohlcat 
visions that ara moving humanity elsewhere should 
be distorted into monstrous shapes tbi'OQgh tho 
refractory medium of tho Tudian bureaucracy. 
What is meat for the rest of mankind is poison for 
India. The blessing of Cbiiia and Philippiuo is our 
curse. What is being proclaimed aloud amid 
shouts of joy beyond the ITimalayas and the sea, may 
not even bo wliispercd in the land of the Press Act and 
bouQvolcnt autocracy The world is moving to a now 
pliiiie of purpose and duly, and out of the sorrows and 
sufferings of to-dny has come to birth a holy wrath to 
strike at the roots of tyranny iiiul iiijiistico aud roshape 
the lives ot nations on a basis of equality, freedom and 
mutual goo<lw’ill But the rulers of India move about 
with their mental blinkors ou,asii nothing bad happened 
since 1914—as jf there had been no Russian emancipation 
and DO Irish (Doiivontioii, nnd no Pi'usidcnt Wilson and 
the British Premier lind pronounced the doom of 
aulocrncy throughout ‘lIic world.

There was some excuio to 
li'cut that tirade as an i.solalcd outburst due mainly 
lo Ihc peculiar bureaucratic atmosphere in the Panjab 
and the lemporaiucnl of its ruler. Sir Michael 
O'Dwyer had obviously pul his foot dowu iu a mpmeut 
of irritation and would have none ot your Home'Bule 
ugilaliii.s infesting his province. And the whole of 
India listened vuthci tolci'uiitly, frankly disagreed 
.'ind~siiiiled. .Vinl now comes Lord Penlland, Govexpor 
of Mndras, with a show of sweet ruaaouilhleness. 
Jl«> takes his Ijogislutive Council into his coiifidonco 
Hi^i. as a Ve-aiidid friend,” tells them that the Home 
lluln propaganda must cease. Sir Michael hud 
talked rattier vehemently of "revolutiona^ ftrea;” 
Lord Penlland speaks softly of “ dillicultios. ” But 
Av liercas Sir Michael Imd inuinly the needs of tho 
raiijub in hi ■ mind, Lor«l Pcutland prescribes for tho 
wiiido ol India 11 nd would begin by ^lalupiug out tho 
nests of evil in Madras. This is rlit second warning 
administered to the Indian Nationalists with uusfAtriug 
I'igour of tone, accoiupuiiicd by uniiiistukablc.threats of 
I'epU’Ssioii if the Avariilng goes iiiiliecdcd. This^ r«- 
iiiarkablc deliverance imparts an entirely new signi- 
licance to the political situation in India.. Manifestly 
the forces of reaction iu tho iudian officialdom aie 
astir with noiv cuergy and 1 csolve. The time for the 
most searching lest of the Nutioualist nerve and faith 
has arrived. The challenge of the Governor; of 
Madras rings w’itb the cold, calnalating accents of 
an ultimatum, procediog a declaration of war. The 
• veal moral battio for Ihc vindication of India’s birth* 
right is about to begin. 
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* It there in auy force in n hirlh-riKht, in a i^r<'at 
inspiring natioiuil purfiotie niul in a national 
deMrminatMiV'to win tlicrc can bo no quchtion aa to 
bow tb»‘ ntruggle w*ill end. But w<- Rbould like to aak 
ono qinwtion. la Lord Pcntluiid’d olmllcngc hia own?

The matter 
rei|iiii’ea to be eleared up in the intercata aliko 
of I lie peopiii and the (government. If liord Pcutland 
IniH been used (h n nieii> instrument of n Huperior will, 
that will innHt deeluie itself openly and without dis- 
gnUe, It is only fail to the people of India that they 
ahonld know the real intcntionH of the ultimate 
niithoriiy that eoiitrols their Hi'cular destiny. If, how¬ 
ever, Lord Pentlonri has taken the initiative off Jiis 
own bat and ban been indulging an irrepreHsihlo deairo 
to lay down thi> law for the whole of India, he has 
clearly Hhown himoelf to be unlit to Itandle the deli¬ 
cate political nitnation'in an important Pre.sidency like 
lifadras. In opening u onslaiighl on the TTonin Hale 
mo\'«in«nt, he declared ^nt “it is not the province of 
thia Oonneil, nor is it my intention to diHciiHs the pnb- 
liahed proitoanlH of the lender-s of thia movement. 
These pisiposals will, no doubt, receive the carefnl 
consideration of Iho'-r to whose they are addressed.” 
If lhow‘ wordH have any ineariiiig, tlicy eipres-s (he re¬ 
cognition by Lord Penlland of the piniii fact thul he as 
a provincial ruler has no mitliority to aniicipate the 
jodgment of the British democracy and Parliament on 
the demands of united ladiu. And yet lie forgets liia 
bona fiilc and liis piisitiun and calmly proceeds to issue 
theJiat: “ All llioughtB of the early grant_ of reepon- 
alble self-Oovernmcnt should be put entirely out of 
mind.” flo oxhurtH “all men of lending And influence, 
personal on hereditary, to di.s.sociate theinsolves in these 
ways from this unfortunate agitation ns it is at present 
being conducted:” And be winds up with an apiieal 
fui public support, wliicli. in Fact, conveys a threat and 
a cbultenge, in thvMi words: “On belmlf of my (kiv- 
emuient I call upon nil who bear me, or read these 
words, for.their support ill any action which tlio (lov- 
orninent may be forccil to take to discourage tfae.m> un¬ 
wise and dangerous methods ami the extravagant aims 
which they arc designed to further.” Thun Lord 
Pontland, nuthoritatively or otherwise, declares the 
opening of a systematic cumpnign against the Home 
RrIc movement in this countiy. 

His Uxcellenoy talks of self-government bb “tlie 
aalt and strength of the British Empire” and repeats 
the cuctomary platitudes ahunf Ibe stand it has taken 
^for Justice and freedom alt (lie world over ” India !> 
evidently out of “the world” where the might of the 
British Empiyo is to enforce freedom and justice. Lord 
Pontland says that all parts of the Empire “will gt »l' 
times welcome any ..signs of growtliin the willingnes,’ and 
oapnoity of Indians to nuilertake, in anv iuoreasing 
.granani'OfU share in the administration of India.” The 
fenturoa of this serviceable, old, hardy argument are 
faggliar enough. India, in Ine opinion of the bureau¬ 
cracy, ih not ^'ct lit for self-gomnunent, and, if theirs in 
to bo tbo domaives I’oioo, siiq would never be. It is ob- 
,Kurd to argue about a nation’s fitiiesis to govern itself. 
You never argue obout the “htii<;8S’’ of a human animal 
to hive ids limbs'^vholc. Self-government in a nation’s 
birth-light, be it "savage” or dvilisod, Asiatic or 
EuroiH-an, Coloured or'‘mlonrlcse.” Any attempt to 
tiiwiir’ a national mowmeiit for Homo Bale is to war 
onAulurc.

spoken with so grave n concern. She demands go 
“extravagant” ebangos and is not enatnonred of cata^ 
trophes. The Congrem-Lenguo siAame 'of refomiB Is 
oiilv 0 modest step forw'ard in tho direction of Hoihe 
Rule. It w'ould not inaugltrnte a fnlly re^nsible gov¬ 
ernment in any real seme of the tonn. Tms schenle is 
not u hasty creation of irresponsible firebrands, but 
In the fruit of a decade of political thooght^tbat has been 
hammered into shape by tne moat intelligent and ree- 
[Hmsible represontativcB of the people. It is the'ir¬ 
reducible minimum. To set it down as “extravagant,” 
“unw'ise and dangerous” is to trifle with the deepest 
and most vital instincts of a' nation. Any oraanised 
attempt at Home-Rule-baiting would only stiifen tho 
hneks of the Xfltionalistsaunmay lead to deplorable 
i'csuUk. There are no longer any “irresponslbles’' 
abroad playing on the passions and prejndioes of 
iiniorant masses. India stands united, with her old 
liiffcrenccs of race and creed healed, demanding With 
one voice lier rightful fibirc in the British Oonmoii- 
iveallh. The irrespon^-ibility of high office and the 
extremism of the official reneVumary Brehecomitiga it-al 
duiiger to the peaceful progresa of the oountry.

To-day we turn to a brief study of the victim 
of lhi.N vast, domineering and organii^d fatuity—the 
Moslem democracy. It is absolutely necessary to esti¬ 
mate (lie intellectual and moral condition and the 
vita) needs of tbo bulk of the Indian Mosidmans 
before any dpflnite lines can be laid down for the 
organibBliun of ibeir will and intelligence. Wlut are 
the impiihses that sway the heart and mind .of Moslem 
Ind)af Wlint are it.s limitatioiis and its wants I What 
is it that keeps it suppressed, aolleii, divided ogoiast 
itself, darkly roaentfiil. wearing away its ^irit and 
dynamic force in abortiv'e and fitful quests lor o path 
to freedom nn<i self-expression ?

, ’sOTxset estimate of the real'position, one'has only to 
' look at the reoeotly pubtisii^ results of tiio Ma,trieula- 
r.tit^.,examination of the Punjab University. The 
, eogqtai^ve figures of tiio soooessfnl, Hindu and Mn- 


sulman candidates reveal n si.iie of affairs which cannot 
but bo viewed wltli gravo concern by all well wi^cra 
of the Moslem oommnnity. On tho Arts side, out of 3 ,it 2 
saeosseful candidates only 932 are Musalmans, on the 
Science side, out of 999 snooessful candidates only 108 
arc Musalmans. It means that out of a total 4 , 422 , 
tho number of Musalmans is merely 1,040 i. c. 23 } per 
cent. 

These figures are hardly creditable to thc'*MoBlem 
community of the Punjab whose numerical strength is 
about 54 per cent, of the total population. They reveal 
in a striking 'manner what a tremeqdons leeway the 
Mnsalmans have to make up before they can attain 
to a nosition of eqaality with their ITiudii brethren. 
Tho leaders of the Moslem commnnity lire vying wilh 
the Hindus ill the splierc of politics,'but thev do no 
seem tu bo willing to follow the exnnmlc of Hindus in 
the matter of educational activities. T venture to think 
lliat the subject of Moslem ednention is no loss wortiiy 
of their .serious attention and to iiegloet it any ^rther 
cannot but be followed with disastrons oonsequences. 
'Die question is whether Ihe chaniis of politics will 
allow onr lenders to sparo some of their time and 
tlioiight to be devoted to work in tho dry and uninterest¬ 
ing field of fldncalioii.

never suggested violence, nor bad ought to do with any 
conspiracy of any kind. I have helped to make a 
perfectly law-abiding and constitutional agitation, 
and havf' been eminently successfnl in nrousing 
enthusiasoi for Home Buie. In no civilised eountry, 
not even in _ Germany under the Kaiser are people 
fined or imprisoned for saying and writing things nke. 
those that I have written and said. But against the 
lettre de cachet there is no redress ; no crime need be 
alleged, no evidence taken, no wrong perpetrated by 
the sufferer; the autocracy seize'^, as the Bonrbons 
seised in France in,pre-revolutionary dayb, and as the 
Tsar of Russia scizra while he was on the throne. J 
write this now about _ myself because the question of 
my mtemment is being diaoussed; even in War, no 
civilised State arrests or interns exospt for military 
offenM, and I have committed none. And I write, so 
that if I am interned and thus aileneed, all who read 
this may know that, in India, this outrage on ohrilUa- 
tkm is wrought on the innocent, and there ia no appeal. 

I wrote the ether day on the tragedy of Obaodi Cdaran 
Nag. How many such cases occur, only oar Governors 
know. But even in thesp, there has been a reality, or 
a pretence, of conspiracy. In my case this weapon 
will be used to punish a constitutional law-abiding 
agitetioD, such as every civilsed country permits 
India’s liberty would be cheaply purchased by the 
orifice of thousands, such as 1; and if the wrong to me 
intensifies tbe agitation I shall count my personal

Such a supposition mi^ Bo perfectly justified, 
but before aooeptiiig it two thibgs miirt be made clear. 
Why is the eaemy displofinff his conoentration in 
Champame,',and why has the French General Staff 
informed th% world, and the enemyf that, this activity 
has been duly noted f The future alone can explaiu 
this to us. It is quite possible the Germans will mage an 
offensive either in the W'est, or elsewhere, More long. 
W'hen the Spring cnraiiaign rommencra llindanbnrg 
was stated to have bad a slrategio reserve of something 
like 700,000 men. That is a force, much larger than 
that with which Folkenhayii opened (and maintained 
for some months) his ill-fated offensive against 
Verdun, and it certainly is sufficient for a similar effort. 
But to decide whether the enemy oontmnplates an 
offensive or not, we must be certain: FirtUy that Bin-' 
denburg’s strategic reserve, be its strength what it 
may, has not already lieen consumed, more or' less, 
ill the rec^t fighting' in France. Secondly tliat if it is 
employed in an ofTeusive, it Is competent, in tlie' opi¬ 
nion of Hindenbnrg, to secure a valnnhle or a decisive 
victory. Thirdly that Hindenburg believes that the 
salvation of his country can be secured only by 
a successful offensive on one of tbe land fronts. Oii 
none of these points have we any reliable information. 
It is, therefore, impossible to say whether the enemy 
cui], or will, take the offensive oil any one of the three 
main fronts. But wlielhor he takes tlie offensive Or 
ant, the three points inentio'.ied above should be borne 
ill iniiHl ill any discussion ol the subject. Any refereuci* 
to (lie Western front which docs not include the German 
attacks against the Fi'eiicb on the Aisne plateau and 
ill (Miampegne is incomplete. These attacks have not, 
up to the time of writing, been descrilied as an ''offen- 
sivc.'* What are they, thenl Why are they being madef 
The most that can be said at present ia that they are 
part and parcel of u pre-arranged rtoheme of defence, 
or a prelude to such an offensive as the French General 
Staff has suggested the enemy may launch. If such an 
offencivc comes, the allies may be depended on to 
bring it to nought. They will be invincible nn the 
defensive. 'J'he strategic situation in EjasL Africa 
has also undergone n clmiige. At the close of I he last 
campaign, the German forces were divided intii 
two bodies. One was at Mahciige, the other was in 
the Rufigi Valley, tliiit is, in the sontli east of the 
colony. This year the foi'ce at Maheiige has brokj'ii 
lip into two column.^. t)nc has slipped tbrongfa.the 
investing allied foroi'K nud got near Tabara, where 
it has lost its coiuinander. The other is making for 
the south, and it j.s expected that the foroes in the 
Rufigi Vallm'^ will shortly move also iu the same 
direction. The resnlt of this inanomvre on tbe part 
of tbe enemy is that much of what was done last year 
must bo done over again this year. The German 
forces urhioh were practically surrounded at the end 
of last par have now scattered, andmust be snrroDnd- 
ed again. The German commander, Colonel Von 
Varbwh, is clearly detorinined on exploiting the 
opiiortiioities offered for guerilla warfare in East 
Aii'ica and of taking full advantage of the aptitude 
uf his foTce«, which consist mostly of nativo troops, 
for this special kind of fighting. General Van der 
Venter, a Boer ollicer, bus superseded tUg BrHisli 
General who took over the comniiiiul from General 
Smuts. His knowlecige of African methods o( war- 
fsi'c is sure to answer him well There j^s been some 
minor fighting lietween the Russians and Ihp Turks 
in Asia. The Black Sea Fleet of nnr alliea has made n 
successful cruise. Nothing important, however, has 
occurred. The Italians continue to press the enemy 
and fierce fighting has taken place, the advantage re¬ 
maining with General Cadorna.

Helfferlch's Boast 

Amitikhak.—S peaking before the Main Committee 
ytf the Buinhstog, Ul'. Helfterich, Minister fUr ^he 
Interior, itated that the tochnioal resulta of the (J 
boat war bad turpassed in the finit month of unres* 
irk^tOd aubmarine war by ii per cent., and in the 
aeeond month by nearly 20 per cent, the previous 
aoMeVements or tho navy. The economic result was 
ineontestably the c(vnse(|nenoe of teohnical snceess. 

Tlia Minister then dwelt upon tho decrease in 
flwigbt tonnage in the first two months of unres¬ 
tricted U.bnat war, and dnclared that, in that period 
over I.AOOiUlK) tons had been sunk, of wliioh over 
i,090iM 00 tons were British. The. total tonnage 
still available for Britisli tmile might be estiniatiid 
at'bmiween 7,000,000 and 10,000,000. and it was clear 
that British merchant fleet could not long stand 
ainkinsa to such an extent.

Tbe resourom 
of the United States are inoopnparably greater tlian 
anything which Italy or Roumania could have 
thrown into the scales against tbe enemy ; but r eur 
newspapers and our pirolio men displayed greater 
onthiisiasm over Italy and Roumaaia than tb^ 
have done over the United S^tes. I venture to sug¬ 
gest the reason, No publicman, certainly no Jouraaljst, 
on this side oftheAthintic has had suSeientesperipiioe 
of the United States to be able to appreciate iu 
just measure tliat altngher peculiar combination of 
idealism and shrewdness which together ooustitute 
American uolitics.

Abul \V alid Mohamed ibiie Ahmad Ibne Mohtmsd 
[bn>‘ llu^d. better known as Kazi Abul Walid Ibce 
Ruah,d was born in 11:20 A.t». at Cordova (Kartata) 
end belonged lo u respa'tablc fuiuily, proud of the 
i.urost Aiab'iiu blood. M- was nn extiemely pro- 
i-iiciouw voulh, pos^e sing a marvi-Uously quick and 
icoptivi memory, and from a veiy tender age gave 
pimniso old brilliant literary career. Memory, says 
:i tamoub ciilical Ar.ib histoiian, “i.s among tht g^s 
which Ihe Miuighty iionrcd profiisep. upon the ^

Ho wonder then that Ibno Rnshd intoxicated with aneli 
eiUlorating atmoapherc and living amidst miicli healthy 
earronndinga dovotod Ids mental cnergioK to tbc pur- 
suit of troth. During Ipg typical apprenticeship, when 
a atadent If acrionsly id ^reh of knowledge is expin*- 
tid to eheorfolly pnl'- np with the too exaet- 
^ Idlosyncraoios of the great minda and servo tlioni 
llie menial servant, his inoxhanetiblc patience, extra- 
' ordinary mental power and force of reasoning gained 
for,him the regard and attention of the great thinker 
Xbn'e Bajob (Aveupace). Tho latter took him im¬ 
mediately under his protection and bceamo his prece])- 
ior. In accordance with the Arabian enstom, be com- 
mene^ his studies by applying himself to theoiog)' 
and jnrisprudenoe and the art of controversy. He 
mode aoch rapid progress and attained sneh perfoe- 
tian that his Intor, tho learned Fatinih Ifaflz Ibiie 
llohamed Ibne Razek with gennino admiration and 
respeot for the »xtraordiuary ability of his versatile 
pupil recommonded him for the covetous dignity of u 
Toquih, which was aoon ounferrod upon him, after n 
iaveiOa public test, by. the unanimous vote of ulj the 
renowned Ulamas of Spain. Having ut a eompnrative- 
ly tliirly om gainod such great distinction, at lirsi 
BBOally conferred upon thoso proficient in the exposi¬ 
tion of Koran and tho sacred traditions only uud aftei’- 
waids gradually extended to tho other important 
branchea of knowledge, Ibnc Rnshd would not rest 
content with his theological honors.

or from fear of punisbinenl after death. He publicly 
dejdaredthat unless absolutely convinced to the cont¬ 
rary, no hope of reward or fear of punishment now iir 
after death would ever induce him to change his 
opinions. ITe did not believe in the immortality of 
Bonh Obaervationa like these havu given rise In a 
serious miscouception that tlicy are a sufficient indica¬ 
tion of Ibne Busnd’s atheistic proclivities. In fact nil 
Moslem, aud for the matter of that, also all non- 
moslem, man of letters, _ who have dared to apiiroacli 
‘religion in a rational spirit and endeavoured to lefnrni 
and re-estabJish it in its former prestiiie glory have 
been' ex-communicated and proclaimed us iiilidels 
Ibne Bbshd unhesitatingly believed in the existence* nf 
God in accordance with the leaching of Islam and \\ as 
a devunt follower of tho Holy Prophet. lie was ti snno 
and upright Mnssulman und nn cnrrny of blind mid 
degrading orthodoxy. 

However, Ibne Ttubhd’s great rcpntaliou inlcnrning 
rests on his commentaries on Pluto’s Hepnblic and the 
works of Aristotle aud other aucieiil Fhilosopliers. 
lie has endeavoured to reconcile and modify the iibilo- 
sopbic views of Aristotle with ihe principk-H derived 
from noq-Platonism. Itis new and superbly reasou<*d 
doctrines were accepted by ail the impoitant sehouls nl' 
Bnrope. Bnt as the humau intellect widcnetl, disputes 
.arose nnd a separate sect was formed the followers of 
whiidi wci'e known ab Avorrnsistb. Tbe Papaev became 
'iQttcb alanned at the increasing iiitineuce of tin* 
Arabian Philosopher and considering it to he daiiger- 
onsly subversive of its religionsaupiemuoy, Pope LeoX 
at last iasnod a Bull in I.')! 2 forbidding the study of 
bis works. But Ibne Busbd had Ivoume so extensively 
()opolar1)oth amongst the Oln-iitianH aud the .lews that 
the Popes ipepile of stringent prMianiiotis were nimble 
tbidssM'oy bis works, like toe Ciirdionl Xiinenei' of Spain 
iriioaf* ruthless fanalkism was deplorably mure sued bi>- 
fnl in depriving tbu world of priceless Ircahurus. A 
geeat French historian rerords this irretrievable loss in 
tlie following words: 

“ No nttetopt was made at an? time to repair toe 
' i awfb1^ii|^»ry inflictud on litemtnre in general, 
and above nil, on the history and antiquities 
of the Spnnifto Peninsula, hy the liarharons 
deeiwe of Cardinal Xihiedex, who oaiisod 
eighty tUousand Arabia volumes to bo burnt 
ih the public sqnares of Granada, on tliu 
tiratonoa chat they contained doctrines adverse 
to tow diffusion of tbe Gospel among tbe van- 
quifthbd people; on the contrary, the works slilI 
romUlning. in the bands of toe Moriseos were 
eagerly soujthi ont and comraited to tho Aamen. 
Arwk ttas altathmiuitized as the rude 
langnage of an heretical and a proseribed race,

There are absolutely no differences of 
opinion about it among "moderates ’’and ‘‘extremists,” 
Ilindus and Musalmons. The Home Rule League, the 
most active and vigorous organisation in the country, 
is but an iustrumeut of Miication and propag.'vnda 
for tho national creed adopted at Lucknow. Its object 
is solely to work for the speedy and oomplete realisa¬ 
tion of tho Congross-Lca^c scheme of reforms, and 
its methods are like every other propagandist body 
in the world whicli works for a change in policy and 
principles of governanoo through lawful means. 

lias Mrs. Besant and others with iicr been de¬ 
prived of their liberty of speech and movement bo- 
causo the Governor of Madras con!>ider.s tlieir political 
aim to be unattainable end their methods of work dis¬ 
tasteful? Or has Lord Pentland simply carried out 
a mandate from Simla.v In any case, it is pertinent to 
inquire if a provincial govetnor, with aud williout 
Simla approval, is competent to proiioniice on the 
attainability or otherwisu of the Indian scheme of 
refoims. Tho ullimatc arbiter of India’s fate is tbe 
British democracy, which lias v.et to o\|ir(‘ss its will 
through British Parliament The memoraudiun of the 
Nineteen and the Ouiigress-Leagne sobi'nie of reroriiis 
are More British stidesuieII and they liavn not yet 
deliverid their vciiUct. Kven the Viceroy lias been eai*e- 
fiil to leave the question for oousideralion and settloment 
when the prcblem of Imperial readjustment comes to be 
solved. And yet, bofoni tho British democracy lias 
even considered ami Parliament has judged, provincial 
rulers in India have taken to denouncing Tndiaii 
demands as "extravagant” and untbinkablc. ^'liey 
have usurped tho function of India’s sovereign anllioii- 
ty and am warning her off the path of her destiiig. 
wiUi wliat grace aro ne asked to hug the fiction 
llint India's-position will Ix'conRidcred by Imperial 
Govemmuut in due coui se.

Till.-yiat has gone forth tliat there should be no 
public e.xpreBSion in India of a piirposi' which has been 
conHocrated by the greatest war in history, but which the 
Indian bureaucracy is pleased to declare as unattainable. 
All aspiration that is not instantly realised is ande.cir- 
ablc, if nolcriininal. According to this staggering theory, 
all political creeds and programmes of national develop¬ 
ment should be swept into the dustbin and all public 
indnlgencc in dreams of better future must be included 
in the category of national sins.

Tlie Progrress of the War. 

Oaring the pa.st week Sir Ooughis. lluig ha.s 
continued to press the Gormans in Flanders. .\b a 
reeult of several series of operations enemy (rciiches .

Referring to the loaeses of the 
enemy w’ho have como westward, in consernicnee of the 
inactivity of the Russians, he said: “It is against 
them that the h'reoch xtill stand, until the arrival of 
tho American foi'cea ” To deduce from this that the 
'Allies iu tbc \V'rst propose acting on the defensive, 
until ticneral Pershing is in the held (with a large 
force) may perhaps not be correct, but it supports the 
jioint w>! made out last week that the Allies may bo 
indiuctl to avoid forcing a decisiou this year. When 
the Uermaus decided to accept President Wilson's 
ohallengo, they I'calisod fully that, given time, AoH'nea 
would assure an ov’erwhehning victory for the Allies, 
bnt they calculated that the time required would be 
longer than it would tako their submarines to starve 
(treat Britain and thus cud the war. It is now nearly 
ilvo luontha siuco rutblosB submariuism was commeiiecd 
uiid it may safely be asserted that the ALics have gut 
Iho measure of this menace, serious as it is.

'aoulfbr statement with which my revered old 
firiend Sir Subramanya Iyer has answered the 
threat for repreesiori, w'ill be'repeated by thousands 
of Indians in every part of India. His appeal will 
find a ready response all over the lend, 

As for Mrs. Annie Besant, I have had some 
veiy ahoi'p diflerences witli her in the post. But 
I cannot but admire her, and feel grateful tn har, 
for the splendid manner in ^ which she has been 
sacrificiug herself at her ago in the cautie of Indian- 
progreM and reform. 1 tw>pa ^she will be idlowmd^ to , 
go on with her wiprk. If ant la,exposed to suffering 
IB that cause, thousands of Xddlana who hare not 
been able to see eye to eye writh bar in all things, 
will think ii their duty to stand by her and to 
follow her. •, ^

This is the least wliieh shall have to 
be given to tho people of this country at one lime 
or anothar. You may c^l it Homo Rule, Self- 
(1 ovomment within tho British Empire or national 
Autonomy. 1 do not want to quarrel a ith the name. 
I think that Uiis goal should be made visible to the 
peo^e. Once tho iwlicy is declared by tho Goveni- 
Hieat in oWar and unambiguous language, no sane 
Mwl Bober-miuded man a;!!! uko to plunge his country 
into cfaoas and confusion. The different steps t<) be 
' taken to reach time goal way be settled after mature 
deUberation and oonsultatioii tho leaders of pablii; 
opinion.

Sir, —The [jolitical sky Ims been overcast with 
dark clouds for soiiietiiiio past and thu storm has 
broken out at last in all its fury. It appears that 
the Goveruinenl of the country has now decided 
to suppress the Homo Rule agitation m right 
oanieBt. Aii indication of such an attitude of the 
Qoverimieiit becanio first manifest in the speeoli 
of Sir Michael O'Dwycr. It became still more 
olear in the sjiocch of Lord Peiitland delivered in 
thu Madras Legislative Council and tho order of 
internment passed against Mrs. Aimie Bosaiil, Mr. 
G. S. Aruuulo and Mr. B. P. Wadia confirms it all 
beyond the least shadow of a doubt. ' 

The political situation created by this attitude 
of the Guvernmenl demands that in the best 
interests of the British Rule in this country aud 
of tho Empiro at largo wo should at once make it 
clear to tiic Qovemmenl what the feeling of the 
leaders of public opinion in India is towards the 
Home Rum Movement. It is our conviction, 
amounting almost to a deep religious taith, that 
no reform in the administration of the country oan 
be adequate or real, unless {lOwer is transferred 
from the Anglo-Indian Bureauorscy to the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people. If tho Anglo-Indian 
officials who hold in their hands the reitiR of the 
present Government of tho country have decided so 
far as they are concerned to obstruct our agitation 
for Home Rule within the Empire, it is our 
paramount duty that we too must make it equally 
clear that no coercion and no topression will make 
U.S swerve by a hair's bieadth from pursuing the 
goal which we have after deep and mature eon- 
sideration fixed before us. It is needless to say 
that wu will always work ou strictly constitutional 
lines, nor is it necessary to ruiterato our conviction 
that we cannot achieve our object by any methods 
ot violence which wc deprecate a.s strongly as we 
abhor autocracy aud 'tyranny.

If the success of n public meeting is to be 
ineLKured by the numbers it attracts, the intensily of 
purpose and onthnsinMn it evokes and the vast range, 
qnality and effectiveness of its appeal, the recent de¬ 
monstration of finblic feeling ill Lucknow will livens 
tbc most snocessful of tlie kind in the memory of this ^ 
generation. It was soracthing wholly different in * 
BubstniicQ and toxtore from the exhibitions commonly 
described as "enfpbaai'^d’’in the coiiti'oversial jargon 
of poUlics. It wnn neither a one man’s show nor an 
undiluted mob demonsfratioiL It w'as a gaUieiiog, re¬ 
presentative, in the widest sense, of every clB.sa of 
pt'ople in the town, come together in free, spontaneous 
resjiimse to the call of public duty. The pick of Luck¬ 
now society, the arisiocracy of birth, w’ealtb, intellect ' 
and talent us well us a formidable quota of the solid, 
vital social mass, known ns •■'the people,” together 
made up the impres.dve throng that assembled in the 
RIfali-i-Ain grounds to make n frank declaration of its 
faith and purpose about the future of India and 
condemn tlio policy of staik repression inaugurated in 
Madras. Those who were 'privileged fn witness this 
remarkable S|iectuclo realised, as in a flash, that an 
L-nlirely new India had come to birth since a drunken 
Militarism had challenged the liberties of the world— 
an India, nnited, self-reliant and resolntc, ready to 
bear all sacrifioen in order to rise to her full stature ns 
a self-governing member of the British Empire. There 
aro critics of Indian Nationalism that set the whole 
movopient down as a tamaslin nui by .i gang of pro¬ 
fessional agitators, who.se nefirities arc neither 
slinred nor Understood by “the people.”

proH«ut-^y worlu-atrugglo. Tfie Jogitimai^ of eaiA 
nation's claim to gviyeiiiitself without any external 
inttprfereiK'o is boing vindicated in blood from day to-day 
in the decimation of thouaan-ds upon thousands of 


politiwl, comercial or otEerwise. - If the world-warf 
10 which _ we have participated to no iiuwnaiidflnble 
degree, is not being porsned in order to vindicate 
Uie birth-right of man—^Freedom—^if it is not for Seonr- 
ing to each people the ehaneec of oouplcto natip it et ' 
realisation, it is a most wicked and sinful war, a 
war of mutnal aggression, 'and an immoral struggle 
for self-aginandiBemeDt and the snpremaoy of one evil 
over the other. 'Fbe object of the oelligerent sinks to 
the bottomless perdition, withont any difiFaiMiHtttiAw 
between the Central Powers and the Allies; it dMener- 
utos into a wretched felony, the deliberate mumr of - 
so many millions^ if it is hotrede^ed by the noble¬ 
ness of a moral aim. Bot we instontly and oontum^ *. 
tuously repudiate the perversity to whiob aomeb^ 
viduals, moved by narrow-minded eoaoentteas bf 
mistaken^ duty, would deliver the noble mouve whish 
has led England and her Allies to the present .wtiX^fne 
extinction of so many millions, and the sU^rfpas *' - 
of many more c.annof be for the perpetuation of aggiisa* ' 
aion and autocracy. In fact, they go to cxtingnidi theeO 
and all the attendant evils, to reinstate aunononrable 
"peace” for all the nations of t&e earth, to restore 
freedom and self-respect to all. 

If republic is good for Bossia, if Self- 
(Jovornmeut is good fbr Poland, if Cbma, the nn- 
wicldy, can have an up-to-date representativo system 
of mvemroent, and rise in the eitimatimi of tec world 
for that, if Ireland can have Home Bde and women 
votes, how must tho United States of America regard 
Lord Pentland’s astounding note of dissent, and with ' 
what oonomenls most hietory chomiole the quostioo- 
able deeds done in proteat against India’s demand for 
Homo Rule. Does it not seem strange that Lord 
Pcutlaml, a free-born Englishman, ahoahTaondemn the 
very principles in India for whioli England ia prepared 
to sp^d her last ounee of blood I That these ontocrate- 
evince the most wanton disregard of the judgment of 
posterity, and live but only for the moment arines 
some radical oonslilutioiial or mental defect 'If it is 
not due to any lack of training, the inference is worse;

How can 
vQovnmnwmt strangle a movement which has the 
voIeeniB foroee oi “ rij^t” and morality behind.

You say our 
masses arc not educated What has been done 
in the last 100 years to introduce free etenieutary 
education in the country 7 When wo have Self-Gov- 
erament we will introduce it at once. The excuse of 
financial difficulty can no longer hold good. When 
necessity arises we can raise 150 crores of rupees. 
Surely, Mr. Ookhale's resolution deserved a better 
fate. When we have autonomy we can raise our in¬ 
dustries in tho way ether countries have buili’ up 
theirs. In a hundred other ways wo can moke our¬ 
selves more fit by antoiiomy.

Then we are asked to bo satisfied with having 
sent in our memorial to the bureaucracy. We say 
that those who have to part with power in our favour 
are not the best judges as to how much to part 
with and at what speed. Our experience in tho 
post tells us that we have seldom advanced a step 
without strong agitation on our side and strong op¬ 
position on theirs. How then can we abandon agita¬ 
tion? Strong and courageous agitation parried on 
lawful lines oduoates the Indian people, impresses tho 
British pnblic and induces the bureaucracy. 

Then we have been told that Mis. Besant has 
been gnilty of ashociating young Indian students in 
her political c^paign foi; Home Hulo. I am not 
aware that she has ever encouraged them to take 
part in political agitation. I know an instance when 
she discouraged them most stiongly. Wc are not in 
favour of students taking active part in political 
agitation. If Mrs, Besant has sought to inculcate 
m their minds a love for their country and the 
spirit of service, then she has done what every 
iMtriot shoiUd do. In Europe students are fighting 
m the battle-field for the honour and freedom of 
their countries; surely in India students might be 

f emitted to listen to a lecture on Self-Government. 

have yet to know the country in Europe where 
students are prohibited from attending a public 
lecture on politics. 

Restrictions such as these are futile and misohiev- 
ons. If they do not hear the speeches, thev read 
their reports and their disqualification rankles in 
their hearts os an irritation which does np pafty any 
good and it may do harm. Students shouki not take 
pact in controversial politics certainly, but they should 
no encouraged to love their counti^ passionately 
and trained to serve her, always keeping in view the 

C raroount claim of study. Studenta of to-day will 
Idle public workers of to-morrbw and how would 
they be go^ workers if their patriotic sentiments 
are not properly developed and they are not schooled 
in selfless service. 
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So Mra^^^eMnt, Mr. Arundale and Mr. B. P. 
Wadia have f^^nne to internment fur loving India too 
well and for haying Hcrved her too devotedly. Let 
tho exHinple of that noble Irish lady and tlial British 
gentloinan and that true son o( fndia iiiH|iitu 
ua. Lot their sulTuringa slimulaLc our pateriniisin 
and ivjuae ns to a sense of our duties. 

The time has oome when we must make our 
poeition clear. Wo earnestly desire to remain with¬ 
in the British Empire but as an equal partner. The 
doctrine of domination of one race by another hM to 
* be abandoned as morally and politically indefeneible. 

The policy of ruling Oriental raoea with mieht and 
power must bo disoardod as a misohievons shibboleth. 

We must be allowed to popularise our ideal and work 
for it. We must obey the mandate of the Congress 
and the Muslim Leauu^ We must not bo interned 
and deported like anon enemiea. We claim a sub¬ 
stantial transfer of power into our own hands in the 
administration of the country and not the tinkering 
oliangessuoh as suggested by the Fublio Servicca 
CommiHsion over which we have wasted a large sum 
of pnblio money. We want to go forward to our 
destiny with rapid strides and we do not want to lag 
behiau in the race of nations. 

For these prioolples let ue work with courage 
and determination. Let not dangers and difficultiee 
daunt us. Let us be prepared to saorifloe and to suffer 
for iiie elevation or the Indian nation. Let the 

{ (lorious past of our Motherland be our inspiration, 
et her gforious future be our ambition and let God be 
our 0 iide. Let us do our duty in the true spirit of 
' the Gita and repreeeion will yield to our righteous 
resolution.

The publication of Uio report of the Mesopotamia 
Commission does not add vory much to onr knowledge 
of the campaign, but it is iiotwithstanding of mucli 
value, as a revealing document, and the findings will, wo 
think, be generally endorsed by public opinion both in 
this eounti^ and in Great Britain. Just as the report 
of the Daraanellos Commission revealed the defects of 
the system on which the war, in its early stages, was 
oondneted by the Cabinet of Great Britain, the report 
of the Mesopotamia Commission diselosoH the errors 
of the Government of India during the same period. 
There was some justice in Mr. Asqnith's criticism of 
the publication of the earlier report, for the only 
immediate object such a procedure could serve had 
'already been secured by the formation of Mr. Lloyd 
George's Government. On the other hand, though the 
officiuB rosponsible for the failnre of tbe first Mvance 
on Baghdad are no longer in offioc, uith the single 
exception of Mr, Chamberlain, the Government of India 
has not undergone sneh a radical reform, as the Govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain, and indeed the successes of 
General Maude have followed the removal of the conduct 
of the operations from ita bonds. In these circum¬ 
stances, it does not seem unreasonable to antic';, ite that 
tbo disdoBurein the Mesopotamia Commission's report 
may. affect the constitution of the Government of ludia 
in the futnre. It is unthinkable that the British people 
will be prepared to concede a new lease of life to an 
orgaiiisation which failed so lamentably at a critical 
stage of ths Empire’s history.

They wanted tho Provi.sioiial Government to be 
demoorafic not only in internal affairs, but also to 
establish abroad a war and pence policy for which all 
sections of Socialist and Revolutionary Russia were 
hghling. The Russian Army, consisting of 10 , 000,000 
men and 1 M ,000 officer'^, is now controlled by the Com¬ 
mittee. AVhat tho Comiriltee demands is neither a 
Bcimroin peace nor a peace at any price. It has 
declared iIbcIT in favour of war, but a war of true 
liberation. The Comnutteo says to the Allied 
Socialists:—'Get your Governments tlnnlly to state their 
war aims, wliien will show clearly tluit, if the war goes 
on, the fault will be entirely that of German 
militarum." It would appear that, in Russian opinion 
at any rate, tlic Stockholm conference would bo a 
racellug preparatory to a^ big international congress, 
and that the Russians in any case intend to go to 
Stookbolm.

ptincipUs to Belgium, the Balkans, Finland, Poland, Al¬ 
sace Lorraine, Northern Schleswig, iVrmenia, Lithuania, 
Ukroinia, the C-seohs, tho Jews, and the colonies. The 
Sabdivisione of the second qaesiion include (Iio means 
6 f creating a league to enforce peace, disarmament, and 
freedom of the seas; means of satisfying legitimate 
desires for iiconomic expansion by the internationaliza¬ 
tion of tri^o routes, straits, cnr.dls, and main 
railways;- and the supp ress ion of secret diplomacy. 

The Italian, French and English Soeialists have not 
only accepted the invitation of their Russian Comrades 
to meet in conferenci', but also subscribed to the 
common formulas of peace. The French Socialists 
{lasshd the following resolution:—

It was not altogether little Ayesha’s fault that she 
had all these adventures.

However, there was very little doubt bnt that 
Ayesha’s graduate father, had he known that Miss 
Emma Smith bad herself g^veu a copy of Alice in 
Wonderlend to Ayesha as prize book, would not have 
found it in the least difflenlt to forget his stern dis¬ 
approval of fanciful stories and even to forgive his 
old motiier-in-Jaw for filling with wild fancies the 
minds of young children.

The Conference hns done u public ser^’ice of tJic 
utinosl value in embodying the case Cor India, in a 
representation that is a moitn] of cogency, lucidity and 
temperate statement. The RopreseutaUon is to be 
submitted to the Scorotni y of State for InetJa and we 
find it hard to believe that a blnteHrnaiiof Mr. Montagu's 
calibre will fail to be moved b.v the irresisliblu 
logic aud the broad, human appeal to bis sense of 
Imperial duty and fair play which inform this historic 
document. It has manifestly b(H>n framed with mar* 
vellouB restraint. It is soverefy sober in tone—a product 
almost of a mlbless suppression of the sense of 
wrong that is weighing on the mind of every Indian 

f iatriot tu<day, of orer-scrupulous desire to be fair, 
t is ve^ nearly bald, and rends passionless and tame. 
But m its oold-blood logic it is unanswerable. 

It begins by setting forth in logical sequence the 
events that have given rise to the existing situation— 
the warnings and threats tliat were first delivered by 
tile '‘strong*’ ruler of the Pau,iab, their repetition 
in snSpieiously similar tone aud phraseology by Lord 
Pontland and'the internments in Madras in which thoso 
threats materialised.' Tt briefly refers to the history 
'of the development of the ideal promoted by the 
Congress and Uie Moslem League, the decision of the 
Bombay Congress in regard to the formulation of a 
scheme of reforms, the steps token for the purpose 
and the final framing and adoption by the Congress 
and the League of the scheme prepared by their re¬ 
spective oomomittees after mutual discussion and 
approval. Then it goes on to point out the mandate 
or the iiationai asHcmbly to the provincial committees 
and allied associations to carry on an edneative pro¬ 
paganda on the basis of the soheme passed at Lucknow. 
Bm before this work of mass oducatiou could be 
seriously nhdertakea, the ^^iceroy sounded the first 
note of warning about what he fharaclerised as 
catastrophic changes. At the same lime that 
great reactionary, Lord Sydenham, delivered 
a pecnliarly foolish and nialicions onslau^t on 
the Nationalist movement in the Nineteenth Centviy 
and preyed the ojicn and luiabashed doctrine of stem 
and ruthlass repression. Close ou the heel of this 
venomous attack came tfae ; outburst of gobematorial 
deltTcranees and acts wbioh have in their enmnlative 
efiEect prodneed I he graves! crisis in recent Indian 
history—a crisis that needs to be promptly bundled in 
a'Spirit of statesmanship if it is not to lead straight 
to disaster. 

'What is the state of public feeling at tbia juiicluro, 
The extent of the gravity of the situation and the 
necessity for iminedUite resort to remedial measures, may 
best be told in the words of Ibe Representation 
'• " The irritation caused by the prononneemeuts of 
provindal anthorities referred 1o above became ncub* 
wbmn the threats of the Madras Govermnent materialized 
in the intornraenta uf Mrs, Besant and her tw^o as¬ 
sociates, Messrs. Arpndale.Bnd .WaUiu, under tho De¬ 
fence of India Act. Inthe absence of nny evidence placed 
before the country estpblishing that any of the persons 
interned had in reality acted or was really about to aet 
in a manner pcrjudicial to public safety, which alone 
wonld justify executive action under tho drastic provi- 
Bons of tiiat Act, the thinking and indepepdont portion 
of tbs Indian public is natiirally relucwt to accept the

His 
mogresa is not an offensive, though it is an advance. 
Ho IS merely occupying ground which the Bussians are 
evacuating. The announcements in the German 
eommwnqiies of fierce battles aru u parcel of oliarooter- 
istic falsehoods. They are fabricated to impress 
the world that the Auatro-Gcrmaii armies aro 
winning " victories," which no doubt the joy bells of 
Berlin are careful to celebrate. The extraordinary 
and sudden collapse of the Russian armies has 
given the enemy a temporary relative superiority, and 
be will continim to pntgreas, until that superiority is 
destroyed. It is quite clear hgw this state of affairs 
has arisen. More than one Bnssiau army—an army, 
consists of several army corps, and may consist of 
as many as throe huudrinl thousand men—have lost 
'all their artillery, besides being thorougly disurgauisod 
and betrayed at many points. Now it ^s been well 
observed that an army without artillery is a soldier 
without weapons, and tint axiom of tbe warfare of 
a hundred years ago has a truer ring in this era of 
big guns. Directly, therefore, the Russian army is 
re-orgauised and rc-equipiied, the enemy’s advance will 
cease. The task is however, a very difficnlt one in a 
oonntry with its communications and its government 
in a state of confusion. The general situation of tha 
war is thus unchanged, fur neither have the Russians 
succeeded in compelling tbe enemy to reinforce the 
Eastern Front, nor, on the other band, has tho enemy, 
been able to withdraw Irooris from that front It is, 
in conseiiuonoe, again towards the West that wc must 
tom for great events.

Tlio White Man’s Burden Again. 

(A Vmi h\dw.) 

Engrossed ns wn arc in our own afl'airs, attention 
luu> hardly been given in India to jwssing events in 
other countries. The War has given a rude awaken¬ 
ing lo all peoples of this c i^rld and the talk now is every 
whore ot the nlccr-war setHeiiient, Great Britain and 
her AlKtw arcexcliin'^Miig notes in regard to the terms 
of peace which they might secuiu fnnn Germany and 
her Allies. Tho Russians hive stated in langnago 
which cannot bninistakon that they urn not for annexa¬ 
tion Tliey seek nt' indemnity; they seek no territory. 
The United Stktes have as clearly and uimnibignousfy 
declared that they seek for soltish advantageorgain. 

It is only in regard to their two western 
Allies—the British and the French—that there 
seetiis to bo still somo misunder.slending. The 
French do not ask fur any indemnity; hut they 
want the restoration to them of Alsace-Lorraine, 
which was plucked from France in 1871, and if 
possible tho French want to achieve the restoration 
in 1917. The British, too, seek no advantage for 
themselves Bat, in common with the United 
States, they insist upon full and ade(|Uato reparation 

being given tU the enemy despoiled territories_ 

Belgium and Serbia, nnd Poland and Rumania, It is 
true that they have suffered most by the uncivilised 
depredations of the Huns and liis Allies. Then 
again, Groat Britain docs not want to hand over 
to the Hun the dominion over their conquered 
territories in Africa. Apparently Great Britain 
means to keep those colonies whioli she has wrested 
from Germany for herself or for her daughter States, 
^larticularly Soutli Africa, which Ims borne a .share, 
how'ever small, in lier heavy trials. Tlii.s so far 
relates only to Gerinany and, her Empire. 

But then there are hor Allies, especially Turkey, 
and an attempt is being made to indict Turkey 
with having misruled her peoples. For this reason

Prompted by eitremists, who aJ’Q frequonlly disgiuBcd 
agents of the old rcgiOic, ^vorkmen present _ excessive 
domands for wages and interforo in the administration 
of industry, expelling the onguiccrs and managers who 
treated them arbitarily undei' flu* old regime. Kuch 
acts are ruining many industrial concerns and dja- 
organisiiig others. Tbc shoitago of labour fnvuurs 
the unreasonable altitude of the workmen, yel the army 
contains many more men than ureiicccssarv for military 
efficiency, and masses of rleserU'rs arc crowding into 
the towns aud iocreueiing the output of labour. Above 
everything, the continuance of war conditions creates 
everywhere fears of an apriroacbing economic and in* 
dustrial oataslrophe. The liiiancial situation is 
correspondingly serious, the depreciation of tlio rouble 
causing gouei ul confusion. Tho middle classes, Ibore. 
fore, arc greatly discontented, many ardently desiring 
a counloi-.rtivolutiou and counting upon the Cossack 
regiments to suppress th(‘ present ri'gime and to 
ostablirb ,i strong Oovernmeni. Others are hoping

The prineiple 
of press censorship in hraiico is 
the* reverse of that winch prevails in Great Britain, 
where final reaponsibility rests on the Rnysimpers foi 
what they print, and where they are the judmsof 
what they ought to submit to the oenRor. (n h\anco 
everything ia submitted to the censorship, and final 
re8pon.sibility rests apon it to eliminate whatever it 
regards as dangerons. In Paris the newspapers send 
to the Bnrean of the Press, the mililai^ office charged 
wth the censorship, a proof of each of their }pages as 
soon as it- is made up. The censor must indicate 
anything which he wishes to have taken out. The 
TTewBpa|>er*s responeibility ends in literal compliance 
with tho ordeib received. If the ceiisor overlooks 
anything, if he instructs some statement to Im snp- 
propsed in the body of an article, but fails to order it 
out of tho head, or vice i^ersa (a not infrequent oceut 
renco), the newspaper is under no obligation to remedy 
or call attention to the error. N'o great amount of 
time is lost in the process of ccuaoring. War news- 
papers in France, it mnat be remembered, consist of 
' two or. at the most, four pages. All bat one page 
can be submitted to the censor before the hour of 
going to presa. The last page is sent by a messenger 
on a bicycle, and within half an hour of the time 
sheet is received, as a rule, the censor's office tele- 
phoues the newspaper, indwating what, if anything, 
must be taken out. uommotaly the intervening time 
Las been used at tho now8])aper office in stereotyping 
the pige in question, and if anything omst come out 
it is fdmply cuipped off the plate ana the journal sent 
to press. The vstent to which a newspaper has suffered 
atththamlsof" l^iiuto-Aiiaatasle,’' as the censorship 
is satirically called, .is not neoessarily (or nsuallv) 
indicated in the amount of “ caviar,'' or blank spaces, 
which appear in the copies the news-stands. Ab 
for as possible, it customary to send galley proofs 
of individual articlea to the Bureau of the Press In 
advance of the llagb proofs, thus reducing the extent 
to which the latter .are likely to he manbandlad. More¬ 
over, ' in remaking oensoKd. {mgeis for subsequent 
editions, it is neual to fill up the hlaidr'spots, ho t^t 
widely rircidating momiag dailies, like '^Ijc Petit 
Paciwn.''*'la* Matin," “ Le .Toumal," and “ la* Petit 
' Jonmal," which print dtiferent editions timed for the 
various loOalitie* of Frauo^ are usually aUe to i.SNuc 
their final, or Paris, newspaper without ‘‘caviar.''

had it not been for refugees pouring in with the news. 
Gn Scpiember Ti, 15M4, I wrote in my note-book "The 
newspapers haring ceased to ju-inl new s, it has to he 
pnasod by w’ord of mouth. Thus there are two kinds 
of iiifonnatioii about tlie wnr--oilieial (which (lie news¬ 
papers print) and unofficial (whieh thc) do nol.) It is 
a question which is the more inaccurate. The official 
uew s siippresseh everything which unyiiody wants to 
know. The unofficial nens iiicliidos overythiiig that 
luiybody’s htmes or fears lend him to imagine. It may 
suggest itnelf to some thut this rigid couaorship is to 
he thn liked for the cool, niiexcited slnle in which Parte 
finds herself. Perhap'i. lint I think the rumors that 
are circulated are more disquieting than the truth 
would be, and I am ( "vtain that the mental tranquiUity 
of Paris n-Nte on better stuff than ignorance."

him would have louiid it hard to pick out his chief titlo 
to disliiiction. Ue wan a tiny old man, in appearanco 
something between u Brahmin and a mcditeval scholar; 
and, like a famous wit of the Holland IIousc circle a 
hundred years ago, he delighted in saying the sharpest 
things in the smallest of voice.s. He was a scholar 
whose erudition was apt to carry him into the wildest 
fantasies; some of his contributions to the Indian 
magazines, in philosophy and mythology especially, 
made the a^'erage educated render gasp. But tboro 
can have been few men of his time whose talk wan so 
extraordinary a melanfie of lecondite learning, per¬ 
sonal reminiscence, and challenging specnlation. Like 
all raconteurs, Birdwood nra.s ready to repeat his 
stories endlessly and in the cxactesl detail. No one 
who had hf-nrd it could forget the gusto with whieh he 
told how, by the most elaborate spoof, be imposed the 
primrose upon the Tor^ party. It turned out to bo 
the most gorgeous and truinaphunt hoax of the century, 
and Birdwood made no secret of his own impish gleo 
in its accomplishment. The obituary notices express 
regret that his energies w'ere expended in literary 
journalism and incessant letters to the press, but H 
Birdwood produced few books it was not becauso ho 
lacked the power of continuons labour. He would tell 
an almost incredible table of coricentrnf< U uight-and- 
day toil over his big volume on Irdinu arts and. 
handicrafts. He was anything bat :i tjpical x\nglo- 
Indian, but everybody recognised that only Anglo-India 
could have produced him.

Arundalc, and Mr. B. P. At^adia from carrying on 
pnblio work of any kind, and^ compelling them to leave 
the city of Madras and district and remain in a country 
area, arouses strong criticism hert^ as in India, parti¬ 
cularly because it means removing tho influenco of 
Ihoiie working for Indian refoijm by constitutional 
means, and inereasoB tho danger from the wilder 
elomonts that desire to work by other ways. But the 
prohibition also arouses protest from 'ihoso not eon- 
corned with the political side of Mrs. Besant’s work— 
that is to say, from the Thoosophist, a body which, al¬ 
though not large hero, ii influential and permeating, 
wldlst iu America it is both Uriw and powerful The 
prohibition pnts an end to Mrs. Besant's religious work, 
and as she is president of the Theosophical Sodely, 
this affects every member of that body, and the many 
thoughtful people who, while not Theosophists, are 
interested in its work. Meetings of the Tneoaophical 
Society have already been hcldf In Lon,don protesting 
strougly against the probibUion and pressore is being 
bron^t to get the Government to rescind ^ir order, 
at least as far ns Mrs. Besant's rel^ious work is ooa- 
ceined. The stoppage of her rollgioos and eduoatiop^ 
work, which so many Indians hold to be a parlicidsr 
boiiii of the English domumtion of India, is believed by . 
many thooghtfnl people to M particularly stupid mid 
short'sighted and the matter is likely to receive a good 
dem of public attontlon. .

duate to tHe need of the situatiou. However, those 
doubts were only too well-founded. Oor suegestion 
has led Dr. Iqbal to give hureasouH why he finds it uc- 
oessary to abstain from active participation in politics. 

These reasons arc cogent and overwhelming. His 
life-work has lain in a more exalted sphere, and to 
force him now into handling commonplace political 
measures and footrulea would be like commaudering 
the arohiteot to do' the work of the mason. While 
therefore we regret that^ we cannot have one of tho 
greatest of Indian Moslems to light thepath^fora divid¬ 
ed and pei^exed eommunity, wc have no choioe'bnt (u 
withdraw toe snggestion. 

Mow, in view of Dr. Iqbal’s withdrawal, we havo 
.again to face the qneetiou: Who shonld presido this 
year over thf Leagne’s sessionf We have already 
shown the intrinsie importance of the matter and 
need not go over the same gnund again. The entii'c 
publio life of the oommnnity is in a state of suspended 
animation. It is absolutely neoeeaary, to arroet the 
dissipation of eonununal energy, thought and effort, 
that there ahould be a clear, unambignoue restatement 
of the Moelem political faith and the reconstruction 
of the oQimnanal will and pnrposc. Mnsalmans need 
freeb inspiration of an ideal and a fnmlamental unity 
of ontlooL The cliques and factions that have sprung 
luxuriantly into life on the dissolution of old patriotic 
bonds esn only bo wiped out if the Moslem democracy 
recovers its true path of destiny in the light of its 
early faith. How ia this vital task to be accomplished.^ 

This is a vast problem and an enormous amonut of 
serious tbou^t and organised effort shall have to bo 
spent before it ia solv^ The first Btei> on the way 
to a final solntion is to grasp the problem in its entirely, 
to state it in its inll scope and meaniM, to define its 
limits and the factors that constitute if and to bring 
home to the oonsdonsnese of the commonity the 
gigantic muddle into wfaioh the supreme parposos of 
its seeplBr axietenoo have sunk, This is in itself a 
heavy task aud the only inalitution that shonld have 
addressed itself to it is thu All-India Moslem 
League. But tho Ijeagne itself has long since been 
in a state not far removed from mraana. Its norve- 
oentre has been diaeased, and Ibe various parts of tbc 
organism are in varying stag^ of decay. It exists 
as’ratiimgipart,outof complete touch with the mass 
of the community, having no. organic relation to tho 
will and thought of the Moslem democracy. Its death 
'-inevitable under tbo Gucumstanoee—would be a great 
communal mlsfhrtune. The organisation must be 
saved. The Oidy vmy to save it ia to batter down the 
narrow, heavy usrila of prond Indifference and ombltiout- 
vanity that surround it. It needs fteeh air, and the 
orea'^e energy and interest ef ilip virile, democratic 
fUioes in the oommonity. Tbc ri^t psychological 
mqmcnt for reform has arrived. Apart’ from tho work 
of recasting the constitution at the next annual boasioo, 
it is of ssr greater Ifoportij^ that a tresb, inspii-iug 
. and tfguioua messags Aould bo defivered to the 
Huatilttans.of In^. The first condition for such 
nicssageto auececd is the creation of the right atmos- 
phere. The eesaion must alttraot those without whoso 
Imlpaad co-onaaticn tbs League can sever recover 
a nxe of f mitral vitality. Snob attraotion eanonlybc

Since the proposal to olocu 
Mrs. Bosant as President of the forthcoming Con^ros^ 
began to bo pushed ahead, appoals and oxbnrtaf ions 
have been pouring on us from all parts of the country 
to call the attention of tho authorities of the Lcaguo to 
the duty, which, ns a rpprcspntativo organ of Musulraans, 
it owes to Mr. Mohamed Ali. What the whole country is 
doing for Mrs. Besant ought to whip iub) life the 
slumbering conscience of the Moslem oommunlly. By 
all obligations of duty, honour, and gratitnde it .should 
stir to wipe off tbc stigma of failure and shame that 
rests on its brow. The election of Mr. Mohamed Ali 
will rekindle the deadened ontfanHiasm and aspiration 
of the Mnsulmaiis. It wUl imparl fresh vigour into the 
work of tho Ijeague. It will, above nil, vindicate the 
manly, foarlesa creed of duty and endeavour for which 
Mr. Mohamed Ali stood and which haa been manifestly 
hit through hia internment This is the obvious coiirsu 
of duty before the League. If It fails to follow It m 
resnonae to tho deep-seated and widespread Moslem 
feeling, ^ it will dishonour itself as well us tho 
community it seeks to represent Wo hope, however, 
the highest and most sacred aspirations and desires of 
the Indian Moslems will not he betrayed through 
cowardly ineptitude and timorous eonnsels. Tub 
Loague stands at tho parting of tfic ways. Either it 
should establish a vital touch with the bulk of Moslem 
opiniom or drift apart on a headlong course to extino- 
tion. The question of tho choice of president at this 
grave crisis in eommunal affairs will furnish tho test of 
the character of the League and the leadership of its 
controlling authorities. A great Moslem leader wlio 
has done more to create the new ideals of Ibe Moelem 
public life than a score of the living Moblcm public 
men put together is suffering foi his patriotic end 
selfless devotion to the Moslem cause. Will the League’s 
KuthoritiPH and the Leagno’s Council rise to tbo height 
of their i-espoDsibilitiesT Oi' will they fuilf We 
earneatl.v hope they will not fail.

Finnish diet can be well nnder- 
Btood by a letter on the subject by Darid Soskioe in the 
Manebester Gnardiau. Hr. Boskice writea. I have 
discuaaed the qneations of Finluid and the Ukraine with 
an authoritative member of the Provisional Government 
who prefer.^ to remain unnamed. It appears that 
Finland preiiared^ a bill giving the Diet the final 
ileclsiun in appointing the oxeentive power, in convok¬ 
ing, diaaolviug, and adjonrning tlie Diet, in fixing tbe 
general election, ami in sanctioning^ any law 
euncerning Finland, except those dealing with 
foreign and military matters. This exception, how¬ 
ever, Avas uoinimal, as Finland clauns that the Great 
Poweia ill the Peace 'Conference should guarantee her « 
iuilopendencc as a neutral State. Finland says that, 
having been a constitutional monarchy and united to 
Russia only through the monarch'a person, that union 
has disappeared efner the Tsar’s abdication. The bill, 
thcn'fore, practically* amounts to a deolaration of 
indepcndenco. Thc''Socialists bai'>*•' a majority in tbe 
Diet, the bill’s passage »eems al present assured, 
though all the other parties are against it. My 
Ministerial friend contended that on (he abdication nil 
righls passed from the Tsar to the Rnssiau people, 
incinding sovereignty over P'inlaiid, and the Provisional 
Government ha.s repeatedly declared only the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly, representing; the whole nation, 
would have the right to sanction' the abrogation of 
Hovereigiity over any Russian territory. He con¬ 
tinued;-—“Immediately after the tevolutUm the Pro¬ 
visional Government restored and considerably enlaxMd 
Fiiuiish liberties, and the Kuss'lan democracy has 
always ihuwn the greate.sl friondlmess towards the 
Finnish democracy. Now suddenly Finland answers 
with a rovp u’rfal.

Rhino will come to pass. The chance of each a 
miracle taking place cannot, however, enter into the 
caleolations of a general slaAi and the Allied Powers 
are thus oondemnt^d to seek a deoiiion not by trying 
to maintain a roapeotablo proportion between the 
battlefields and the area of the war, but b emploving 
methods of slaughtering their foes win the least 
expense to tbeniselves. In a sense '‘war in the 
open’' is more humane. The envalomnent and capture 
of an army of a hundred or turohnnared thousand men, 
witli a loss on both sides of perhaps only a tenth of those 
numbers in killed and wounded, is just aseffeetive aslhe 
annihilation of t-neb a fume by the use of mines, 
millions of shells, gas and what not. The war in Burapa 
is, therefore, more ghastly, not only beeausa the weapons 
used are more deadly, bnt also because by the praetieal 
elimination of grand strategy, it has been reduced to a 
work of pure kniing,the scale of which has been further 
augmented by the superior moraio of the European 
soldier to-day com[»red with that of his aneestor, say, 
Afty years ago. This superior morale is duo lastly to 
the fact that wars are now waged for great poli'tioal 
purposes, they are intensely national and the eonso- 
quenees of defeat are more seTions tiian before. No 
Prussian army trained oven in the iron school of 
Frederick the Great avoiiM have stood up to the ham¬ 
merings the Prussian Guards fafeve been exposed again 
and again in this war. The object ol killing ypnr 
enemies in war is not eveutnalfy to destroy all ol tnW, 
bnt 60 to reduce tbei'r nmnbers that the morale of those 
that sni^ivo Will finally break^ and tllere will be, not 
a rrtrent but a rout, such as in,the old days used lo give 
the cavalry nf the vietorious rids the bloody satislac- 
tion of a hot pursuit” as the sun neared tne boriaon 
of the batUefield. 

It is still impossible to say precisely wliat pro^i*- 
lion must be established between the total bssos of 
the German army and its total strength before its 
morale can be expected to break. All the Allies. 
have got to do is yigoroiisly to maintain the policy of 
" killing OermauB. ” Tho mere extinHlipa of bis maa- 
power, however, m not the only means of weakening an 
enemy in a war like the present. The BdtisU Naval 
^lockade, the entry «>f a great country Kke the IToited 
bteUts inUi the struggle, are all wMpons which are 
fighting the moral* onhe German Army. On the otber 
hand, IK^ collapso of Buasia, wbicb has been brought 
far more vividly before the eyes of the German sol¬ 
dier than the significance of the entry of Iba 
Amarioaus against him, must mrvs ss a louin tilc; bis 
deriiutng morale. The Kaiser's abuse'of fiagiand 
and the -peace kites the German Foreigii Oflka ia 
frequently sending up are all moves to beep up that 
very morale.

The result o^ this iugeuany and energy 
on both ndes is stieb bloodv struggles as the Cana¬ 
dians have been fighting so brilliantly at Lens. Ever 
siuoe the first battle of this year’s campaign in the 
West, the Allies have been at the door of Lens, and 
there can be no doubt that tiie Germans have sustained 
tens of thousands of casualties arouud what must be 
the rums of a once smiling town. 

General Oadoni^ is carrying out with the Italian 
Army the same taolios against the Austrians. 
Partly owing to the failure of the Bussian j^tny on 
the East, the Austriaus against the Italians and 
the Germans against the British and the French arc 
■stp numerouB and well-equipped. Consequently, in 
Flanders, before Lens and on the Izonzo the enemy 
has been enabled to sacrifiee lens of thousands of men 
to hold places, the loss of which would have meant no 
strategiool gain to ns. Ue realises that we are out 
to IdO his men, and he knows he can get little relief by 
falling book, and so he just hangs on to the ground on 
which the struggle commences, be the loss what it may, 
until the impossibility of improvisiug^ defences, or the 
steueh of decaying oorpses, conmels him_ to retreat and 
admit defeat The capture of 2S,0M prisoners by the 
Italians is one of the most splendid aehievements of 
the war, and yet the ground gained can only be described 
with the aid of a large scale map. What the 
Anstrians losses in killed and wounded must be os.i 
easily be imagined. Though the British and_ the 
Canadians have token far fewer prisooers, it is 
possible that the Germans have lost even more heavily 
in kilM and wounded. The French sueoess at Verdun 
is very much the same, except that tho ground gained is 
more extensive and more valuable aud that it was secured 
aith lighter losses. The enemy was obvioilely unpre¬ 
pared against an offensive here, or is so feeble, that 
a kind of passive resistance seems to be all be is 
capable of, He has lost neatly 8,000 prisoners on this 
.se(^r, since General Fetain’s first attack. 

All these victories are bringing the Allies oearer, 
day by day, slowly, painfully and at a heavy cost m 
buman life, to ^ day when the enemy’s ranks will 
be so thinned out that his morale will collapse. Viotury 
yriU thqu fcUoW automatically. 

Of the Bussian Army litlle can bv written just 
now. Until discipline is restored and tho men live up 
to tho reputations of ordinarily biwve soldiers, no 
oBloalatioDS, likely to prove correct, oau lie made. 
G^eral KqrjuUoff’s speech discloses a very serious 
state of affmrs, and it does not seem that an improvc-

Hut with all bis talouts and abilities and 
an iuevitablo ooui^ciousuos.^ oF his indispensablencss to 
Moslem public life, be retained his modesty, froodoiu 
irom egotism and i^nici'lt and absolute want lof 
oMteiitatiousiiewi up to bh lust uioiucuts. To 'the 
Musalninn community, Culam Husain was absolutely 
indispensable. His death has created a void whicn 
it would be impossible for many lung yours to fill, Indis- 
ponsublo to thu Moslem community and irreplaoeablo 
US a Moslem journalist, his servicc.s to his country 
were quite remarkable. An .ardent and passionate 
Home-Ruler, the Home Rule imncinont, would not 
have made thu niaguifioent progress it has done 
among the Musalmans had Gulam Husain’s amazingly 
vigorous pen and growing influence and popularity 
not beui tlioir powerl'nl support to it. One oau, 
w'ithout exaggeration, say that Gulam Husain woa 
quite an asset to the nationalist cause and his 
powarlul peu was constantly uoiisecratcd to its servico. 
As an associate and colleague of Mr Mohamod Alihe 
did yeoman’s service in emancipating tho Moslems 
from earroding conservatism and oppurtunism. But for 
the combination of the versatile ana brilliant intellect 
of Mohained Ali and Gulam Husain's scholarship and 
erudition, the Comrade would nob have been tho 
magnificont and astounding success it was. Before 
the advent of the Coiur^c Moslem politios and 
public life were dominutiHl by titled humbugs and 
gdded poltroons. Tho Mosloni democracy whioh was 
subsequently ushered into life and self-pssertiou by 
the Comraac, was unitorn A aelHsh and thoroughly 
ngotistic oligarchy ruled the community, but the 
Comreuie within an amazingly short period, wroiwht 
a complete transformation of Moblcin Indio. The 
healthy and robust iconoclasm which freed the 
community from the rules ol' despoto and assisted 
at the birth of tho j^reat MohIciii democracy was not 
the work of a siuglc handed Mohammad Ali. Tho 
unostentatious, ob8cu*‘C, modest and unassuming Sub- 
Eilitor—Caulam Husain—contributed very appreci¬ 
ably to thu dethronement of lal.se gods and tho 
coucomitaiit liberation o^ Moslem India from a 
jejune, iiiiiiispiring and servile Moslem iiolitics. 
The death ol ihe Comradi' brought about by a ruthless 
and implacable Press Act, after ji hml only partially 
accomplishod its grand misbiou, did not induce him 
to leave his chief and friend He stuck to him with 
a rare hdeluy and loyalty, assistod him in his con¬ 
tinued endeavours to educate the new-born Moslem 
democracy through his vernacular impor—tho TIam- 
dfird of imporiahable iiiemury. Then oamu tho 
nmiicritud internment of Mahaiiimnd AJi with its 
grout, aluiosl uupiucedented, .shock to the ^loslcm 
comnimiity.^ This was followed by thu intlictiou of 
a most illiberal and rigorous cotiborship on the 
inoltonsive llamdard^ and the destructivo pressure 
of the most ruthless tingoi’s over rivetted mi the 
throat of a vernacular pajier.

tiroes of the Cawuporn mosque affair, when Ibe Com¬ 
rade battled with a buoyancy and a genial resolution 
too deep for words, it was the firm, assiduous and 
ardent Gulam Husain who did his duty by hia brave 
friend. Mr. Mahomed Ali was not always in the 
Comrade Oflice, his ubiquitous ^eal could not confine 
him to one spot. It was Mr. Gulam Husain who bad 
imbibed most marvellously the trausceudant spirit of 
Mr. Mahomed Ali and whose extraordinary practical 
penetration was even greater than Mr. Mahomed 
All’s, that performed what was indeed a "Sisyphyean 
toil.”

Gulam Husain found iu him a second Mahomed Ali, 
without the brilliant impetuosity and impnlsivencsa of 
that remarkable man, but with Ids buoyancy, his vigour, 
his genial froshuesb of heart and brain. In all his 
criticlsmH, Oulaim Hnsain was free from petti¬ 
ness or mai. ( Our friend was indeed a knight in 
National Scivice and performed his duty without fear 
or favour and m a truly manly spirit like the ideal 
Happy Warrior.

The iromediate purpose of Mr. Gulam B^usain 
was to strain every Abie of bis being to make the 
young Moslems work in hearty co-ordination with their 
Hindu brethren. 'Ob! that all my Musalmans are 
roused to a sense of national duty’ even your Hindus 
cannot be so go-forward Home Rulers as the^,’^he 
waa wont (o say What unexplored puissance he hid 
in the Moslems I It was the cuief object of Mr. Gulam 
Husain to driye home into them the need for united 
action with tiie Hindus for the common cause. As an 
instrument to attain this object be hud determined to 
start the'' New Eba” Pquticat. Club. He wanted to 
train National missionaries there who would uphold 
the Golden Lamp of Home Rule and exert great influ¬ 
ence on the thought and convictions of the young 
MusBalmans. Ho Iklieved that amongst the Moslems 
the great work of humanity, civilization, and freedom 
would he wrought better by Mr. Mahomed AU whom 
be always considered as much the Tribune of the Mos¬ 
lem Democracy as the hero of Indian Home Bule.^ He 
fell that it was his duty not to rest or mat when silence 
was enforced on bis Chief. In few months Mr. Gnlam 
Husain suoueeded in infusing a new spirit amongst the 
young Mo.sIems. Wo arc not using a mere phrase 
when we say that he made the dry bones iu the valley, 
instinct with life. His power of organization can to 
compared only to bis massive intellect and sheer brain 
power. Though cut off in the opening of his political 
career, the roll of Mr, Gulam nnsaui’s servioe ie not 
ended. For bis name and example will be affection¬ 
ately cherished by Hindus and Mnssahnans alike and 
will eontinap to inspire them.

Ibne Bajah. 

Among the Spanisb'Arabiau men of letters the 
name of the Faquih Abu fiakr Mobaniod Ibnc Yahya 
Ibniis-Saycgh lone Bajah (Aven Pao.«) is no less 
renowned than that of his illnstriona pupil and ward, 
Ibne Rnshd. To gain a correct, knowledge of the 
immortal cervices he has rendered to literature in 
general by writing learned eommentaries on the 
^strnSe subtleties of the history of the Greek Philoso¬ 
phy, we must study careftilly the records of Ibne 
Bajah's literary career, left to ue by Abid Hasan Ibn'ul 
Imam and Ibne Wobib, twi> of his favoarite disciples, 
besides of course what v'e are abl" to learn from Ibne 


Bushd. It is true that this great Faqnib in the doctrines 
be propountled Jacks the oripnality in which the latter 
so strikinely excelled. Nevertheless he was not only 
i-ecogaisea as an ormaoent '"of that ^up of Moorish 
pioneers of learning who lived in we 11th and 12th 
ccatury A. I)., butacolaiined far and wide, on aoconnt 
of his deep pbilbsopbie studies, as one of the wonders 
of his age. It appUrs that tnis want of orif^inality 
is not dne to any deAoiency oa his part in diligence 
or appKoatioQ but to his premature death when he wbs 
barely tweaty-flve years md. for .it has been accepted 
OB all hands that be .was, even at thi« early age, 
ineomparabiy snperior to both his predeoessors and eon- 
tempdrariea in u# exteqaive travcle in the pursuit of 
knowledge, souAdnoss of reasoniBgi elegenee in ^ipeech 
and wrichg smd Bis innate wit aiul repartee. Ibne 
Bajah, after oomplrting hip stndiM in all the brunohes 
of Bte theological solenee, devoted his attmitioD to> 
me^ouie. It whs subjected to minute investintion 
and received suah practical attention that wiuin a 
abort period he had bet.i}me a feeognised physician. 
His best endeavours were, however, devoted to the 
itndy‘ nod perfhetioa of Psychology, Geometry and 
AatniMltlDiyt He was not onmindfnl of Metapbisics. 
Onfortaantely, just as he was amoentrating his un¬ 
rivalled intelleotaal power on the subtleties of this 
important depiiiment of Philosoidiy. liis life was eut 
short. But wlmt few vigorous a^ tqoaghlful essavk 
' on't^ Bubjeet he has left behind,/prove beyond doubt 


tlml had Providence ullowed him to contiiime liis liter¬ 
ary career a short while lougei, posterity would have 
been unmensoly richer ui its store of knowledge. 

Ibne Bajah is ever fond of roferring with much 
I'espectaudBamiratioii to Sultan Albakam II of Omyyah 
Dynasty. To this Prmeu ib due the chief credit of 
popularisinjg Greek learuiiig in Spain, who while sor- 
Tonnding himself uith the world mmous warriors and 
statesmen had achieved the object of his highest 
ambition by becoming the centre of the learned without 
distinction of creed und colour. \Vo arc told that 
Albakam’e great librair at his capital city of Cordova 
contained 400,Q(M) volumes, and although difhcnlt of 
belief, it is nevertheless meutioned on the most authen¬ 
tic historical evidence that there was not a single book 
in this huge library which did not bear on its mar^n 
well-reasoned I'omments in Sultan’s own handwriting. 
Although the political structure was being constantly 
undermind and the Empire was lu'eating up into many 
independent tyrannies, the love of learning withstood 
these tremendous shocks and continued to progresoi Ibne 
Bajah was indcfatgable in his 'personal endeavours to 
encourage and keep alive love of learning in the younger 
generation of Arabs. He used daily to visit all seats 
of learning, schools, colleges and mosques, either to 
lecture himself, or nit with the students and hear other 
eminent men lecture. His {lopnlarity knew no bounds. 
The yonng and tlie grown-up, whether Moslems, 
Christians, or Jews.nsea lo romc to him for advice and 
guidance in all educational matters, and his wit^ 
observations and repartees bad become proverbial It 
is said by way of anecdote that one day while visiting 
one of the Hchools, where Arabic Grammar was being 
taught, the boys bailed him with these words., “ What 
dons the learned Faquih say what does he carry t” 
Ibne Bajah replied, "I carry twelve (bousand dooata 
for those who prove themselves proficient in the Arabic 
language'’ ann tin forthwUli sat down and prodneed 
from under hie garments Iwelvo rubies each worth 
1.000 dac.ite, which aft<'r e^aminalion he proceeded lo 
distribute auioiight the boys by drawing lots. Ibne 
Baiiih iiI>o displayed naturally refined taste and great 
aptitude in the finer arts. He wa.<i proficient in music 
and used daring tils leisure inomoiits to play (‘xquisitely 
on the Into. 

The following are soui(< of his ever memorable 
works wbJch have fnrtmnrely eluded destmotive 
attempts 

An essay oii hnniaii reason; Aristotle’s treatise on 
Meteors, Aristotle’s treatise on generation and cor¬ 
ruption; Aristotle’s treatisi* on animals.

brations, answei s'to Tbne Saeed, the Geometrician; a 
treatise on the properties of .Simples, aocording to 
Ualauii., a book of two uxperinienta (medicine); A 
boufc on imman nature; a hook of elements, etc. 

Ibne Bajah, as will be seen from lomr- of his really 
great works, had maile during his short voyage of life 
frantic efforts in acquiring knowledge not merely for 
the improvement und information of his o^ mind, but 
with tho noble determination of elevating his country¬ 
men in tbe eKlimatioit of Ibo then known world. He 
believed in a supply of nourishment to the human body 
juirt enough to enable ittoperfoim ils naturally allotted 
functions, the foremo.<it lieing the piirsuit of truth. 
I tUnk no bettei illustration of Ibne Bapilt’a 
thongbts cun be found than the following words of 
John Morley, "foi if tine greatnesg consist in having 
received from hiMven a powerful understanding, and 
ill using it to i-nlighlen onesc-lfand nil others.. 
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it is to liiin vjio mnstfirs onr miuJs by llip forci' of 
trnth, not to tboso who (inslave ni(‘n by violence, it Ik 
to biin who uiidfei^auds the universe uol to those

Bib,—I n my last letter I explained the circum- 
ttancoa under which the rannagement of the Ohifarvtr

eximt copy of the order which Mr. B. M. Jacob, I C. 8., 
IXitriot Magistrate, Lahore, wgs pleased to pass on the 
^elaration of Khwaja Ahnd f^ah as printer and pub 
lisber of the Observer, Tho order, of which a certified 
copy is in my posacHsion, runs as follows;—“1 refnse 
io accept the declaration. ” (The italics are mine). The 
brevity of this pronouncement will certainly occasion 
'anrpriBe. Mr. Jacob, who occupies the rosponsiblo 
pttoe of District Magistrate and who must have during 
the oourse of his career passed some years in (ho 
.^idal line aoting as Civil Judge or Magistrate Ist 
' V^BS, does not foci even the necessity of stating the 

a eons on which he bases his order. He cannot have 
n unaware of the foct that the fiat bo was recording 
i.WQpId affoct the life of a journal which had been no 
.iniUBhrooin growth bnt had daring the last quarter of 
‘ft'Century been voicing forth alone in the Snglish 
Mtongne the true Bontimenta and aspirations of tho 
'MttsltnQmnmunityof tbo province. And yet he disposes 
> '<if the declaration before him in the spirit and nir of 
.that Ught-bearied and irresponaibto autocrat who docs 
consider himself honnd lo explain himself to thopo 
vdVOr whom he is set to rule. However, this is an 
■aap^ of CUSP which dwindles into insignlficanco 
' by the side of the open violation of a clear provision 
of the' law on the subject. Section 6 of the Press and 
Begiatratiou of Books Act (No. XXV of 1KG7) enacts 
uu when (he printer and publisher nf a newsjjapcr 
ibakea and, snliscribes a declaration as such before the 
hbgistnte, within wliose local jurisdiction the news" 
paper is pnhlisbed, tliat Magistrate iJiall nutbentioalo 
tito came ny his signoturc iind oificial Seal. Tho provi 
alon is thus mandatory, it leaves the Magistrate option 
ol DO kind, it does not authorise him to accept or ."eject, 
hf must avlhenticafe. In fact, the use of the term 
**aooept'’ in Mr. Jacob’a order is wrong, as the notion 
'pnderiying it has no sort of relation lo the autfaontiM- 
tihn required of him ns Mapstrate when dealing with 
doclanmons made bofun him under Scrtlon fi of 
the Press and Rogistratiou of Books Act. As a 
matter of fact, if Khwaja .\bad Shah be so 
inclined, he can moke of Mr Jacob’s order a 
teat case, troid it as u nullity in low audcoiitiiiup 
the piialinjl and publication of tho Observer aa before, 

, he having complied with the roles prescribed in Sec¬ 
tion r> of the Act 1 hope that iio|ir that these con- 
aldcrationb arc brought to the notice of Mr. .Taeob, he 
will ponder over tneni iu ,tbe light of oold logic and 
reason, rectify the error he has made and anfheHticote 
^ declaration before him. As to any doubts that 
ha might have in regard to Khwaja Ahadt Bbah*a 
residence at Ludhiana, a l«re jiemsal of Section 5 
win show to him that all tliat is necessary ia'that the 
newapapor, of which the declarmit professes to be 

K ’ ter and publisher.-Iionid be publisher withtit the 
jurisdiction of llir hfngistrate. Tlie declaiant’s 


personal residence is immaterial, so long as it ia ' 
in British India. 

Mr. Jacob may havo acted purely nnder a mistaken 
notion of the law, bnt (hose whom his order hits interpret 
it as a bold and unwarranted attempt to deny to the 
keeper of the Obserbsr Press bis dear and nnmistakeaUe 
right under the law to declare as printer, so that when 
Fome one else cornea forward to ^claro as printer in 
bis place, the demand for security under Section 8 of 
the PresH Act may at once be damped down upon the 
head of the publisher. The proviso to tUa very section 
clearly Mutemplates that me keeper of a press may 
become its printer and provides that in the event of

the face of this obvious provision, how can Mr. Jacob, 
acting as District Magistrate, take away from Khwaja 
ALad Shah his indubitable right to declare himself as the 
printer of bis press. It must be remembered that the 
snBpon.sion of the Observer id not the only ontoome 
of Mr. Jacob’s illegal order. Khwaja Ahad Shah, the 
proprietor of tho Observer Press, who has sunk 
thonsands in this business, cannot print even a 
pice’s job or other work at his press. I appeal to His 
Hononr the Lientenant-Governor and also to His 
Kxoellency Lord Chelmsford to see" that such open 
violation of tbo laW is not permitted to continue a 
minute longer, as it constitutes a rnnUing blow at 
those traditions of impartial justice end fte rule of 
law which form the bedrock on which the glorions 
Imperial fabric of the British Rmpire^stands.

The principle of 
vritiouality is fully acknowledged in the groat Slav 
republic to-day, and Mnaalmans, Jews, (Kristians, 
Finns, Darainians and Poles all enjoy equal rights. 
Even the German democrouy is showing signs of 
growing diskatisfkctiou. Great Britain too has realised 
ihnl for hetffiilnre safety and fur the safety and goodef 
t lie countries that ct'Oipose tho United Kin^otn, she must 
pnt tho i-elatione between the somiwnent parts ot the 
whole Empire on a firmer and a bkter footing aqd or*' 
ganiso tlieu lu tb.o li^t of Ihe'oxperienoe of this world' 
war and of the safirLtices that they have so willingly and 
cheerfully nude. Responsible British stateiunan bgve 
openly said so, and in oon^onance with this principle, 
ivpreseiitativeh from • the Empire were eall^ to sit 
lu oounoil with the ministers of the United Kingdom 
oud take a iiart in the governing of theEmplro’s aTOitrs, 
In the Uniteil Kingdom itself a comprehensive scbeiUp 
of Franchise Reform was adopted by the House of 
Commons at tfati instanco of the Government. Old 
notions have begun to make room for new and the 


entire constitution of the Empire has been thrown 
into the crucible to evolve a better and happier order ■ 
of things. The Laboiir party has boldly stood up 
and supported the claime of the inhabitants of ^ica 
to solve their own problems and shape their own 
destinies.

IJp to the time of writing we have received no infoiitt- 
atioii of the strength of the enemy’s attacking forces 
on the Dwina sector, and litUe has been vouebsafra 
as to the extent of the operations in proves, to 
these circumstances, it would be only iwTcadingto 
I'ndcavour to expjaiu its particular significance, bnt 
tJicrc arc certain general conelusions, of considerable 
value, which we can come to. 

It is just a few days more than twelve months 
biuen von Hindenbnrg was appointed to the supreme 
command of the enemy’s mUitary and naval forces, 
and between the termination of ue Honmanian^ cam* 
paign and t^ beginnuig of the Allied offensive in tltC 
West many efforts were made to f^ioss what the new 
enemy commander andpiis lientenant, Lndendorff, 
would do. We think we are ri^t in saying that with 
the single oxoeption Of GhlonelBepington, not one pf 
the wnters who' attempted to foroast this jrear’’s 
campaign came auywbere near the ^ mark, voluuel 
Repmgton shrewdly suggested that Ilindenburg would 
act on the defensive till the autnmn, and then launch 
a countor-sti'okc. That is prepisply ^hat the Gorman 
commander has done. Until th(f Rnssiao offensive in 
Galicia collapsed, he was strictly on the defensive. 
Then he made the counter-offieueive which deprived 
ouv gallant, but puxSle-headed Allies of Brusiloff's 

gains on Austrian territory in IPlfi. This was follow¬ 
ed by von Mackenson’s offensive on the Sereth, and 
now oomi's the offensive of Pi’ince Leopold of 
llavaria (who atioceeded Hindspburg on the eastern 
front when the latter was raiaeil to his present appoint- 
raotat) These operations do uot^oonstitute an offensive 
bnl a counter-offensive, lieoause they have been oom- 
moncad by the enemy only aftpr receiviiig the shock 
of the Allied offopsives iu F^rarice and Flanders. in 
Italy auU ItUbsia. 

The question that one should like to have an 
answi'r to now is ■ wliat is (he enemy’s objective F Mobt 
people will leap to the idea that the offensive aims at 
the capture of Helrograd. That is perliaps the case.

The citemy’s endeavours to pnsli back 
the Btuso-fioumanian armies in Moldavia nas some 
connection with the attack on the Dwina front and the 
only way_ we can see of discovering a councotion is 
by adopting such a theory as wo have outlined above. 

That Bnsaia is now being called npon to faee a 
delennined enemy attack on a oonsiderable scale it 
would be^ idle to deny. While sincerely sympathising 
with her in this fresh trial* vc cannot helping saying 
that she has brought it on borself. We can only nope 
and trust that she will strive to overcome it in the only 
way possible—by establisbing some sort of order and 
harmony b^nd the fighting front and imparting some 
warlike spirit in her troops. The enemy has during 
the past twelve months been indnetrionaly adding to his 
Tesonroes in men and guns, and the forces he has 
launched against the Bussions are those that have so 
far oonatitnted bU strategic reserve. It has been flnng 
into the great world*battle at what is almost the fag-end 
of the eampugn to secure, if jmssible, a victory that 
wfll drive Russia to a bamiliaiing, didiononrablo and 
mischievons peace. Let ns trust that as Russia has 
baffled the designs of her arch-enemy onee, she will do 
so again. 

On the Western and Italian fronts, there have been, 
comparatively spealdng, no important events during 
^ the past week. It is the natural and necessary calm 
after the groat activity of the preceding weeks. 
These fronts are sure to be again tno scene of great 
oporations -in a few days, as the Allies can be 
depended on to maintain tho pressure Aey have hitherto 
maintained on th^ enemy ou thest' most important 
fronts.

With all my admiration and reverence for Sir 
Syed, 1 am not prepared to endorse Sabib/,u4u’s 
statement Uiut Sir Syed was an advocate of u popular 
and representativo Government iu India fur tho siniplo 
reason that ho was not. The speaker thco proceecM 
to vindicate and justify tho political ideals of tho 
Aligarh School of polities and dedarod that the Aligarh 
ideals were not inconsistent with the Congress ideals. 

Th^rcuent Aligarh Hchoolof politics is a rcaetion- 
ary aiidconseivativc school which has sulkily refused 
to march with times. Outpaced by their progrossivo 
corn-patriots the Aligarh School have clung for several 
years past with a pathetic desperation to that onee use¬ 
ful but new moribund and certainly an anachi-onistia 
institution->thc Conference.' Tho Aligarh School has 
not had anytliing to do with either tho Moslem League 
or the Indian National Congress for several years jmst. 
It is common knowledge that the Moslem League for¬ 
feited its patronage and supiwrt as soon as it shook 
off its conservatism and servility, placed the ideal of 
scif-govcmment before tho Moslem community and' 
oommenoed a healthy and robust participation in tho 
political activitios of the ooniitry. It is Ihorofore ab¬ 
solutely Wrong to say that tho ideals of Aligarh—by 
which expression we onderstand the ideals of l^ee who 
govern tho institution -correspond with the ideals of 
the Congress or the Moslem League.

When 
ilin Crusaders couquered Mestiue and ruled it for a 
time, they wore fur from showing Ihe same tolerance as 
bad been shown by tlic Moslems. He had known Palos- 
tiiio and the mUacent country fairly iutimabdy for 23 
years, and wotnd regard it as a world ilisHster, if the 
country were taken from Moslem govemmeiit. Must 
oven liio Holy Land Ixi exploited by the profiteer!

ations, and economic " wars after the war.” 

Eiit the third clas.s, or group oi‘ classes, hitherto 
siipfiressed under the tyranny of the old regime, has 
now come to the fore—ii.aiiiely. the urban proletariat 
and the peasantry. As soon as that tyranny was 
reinoveil by the collapse of the ruling class, a strugglo 
began liftwoen tho bourgeois element, which had 
been organised pulitioall}' under the name of the 
Progiessivc block, and tho proletarat inasseN, whose 
activities h.nd nntil now boon .scerot. This point 
iniist he I. . . understood if tlio recent stuggle 
round tin- l.gure of the Pruvisinnal Clovornnient is to 
he soeii in ite true light. The struggle commenced 
in tho very first days of the revolution, and it was in 
tlir inidsl Ilf it that the great Council of Workers' 
and Holdiera'Delegates was formed, I have ii\ my'^. 
possession a proclamation, issued hy the Petrograd 
Ccneral Committee of the Jlnssian Social Deraocratiu 
Workers' jiarty and the psrty of the Socialist Revo- 
liitionarles on tho 12t)i of March, at a moment when 
the proletariat of the capital were still locked in 
deadly struggle with tlip Ta-ir’'' Government. It 
begins with the following words—Proletariat of all 
^countries unite! The moment has arrived for tho 
realisation of our sacred dreams. Tho people have 
thrown from themselves the yoke of capicalism, and, 
in union with the army, have destrn^-ed MeparosUtcal 
/ioiirffroutf —tho italics are mine—and tho Tsar's 
Govenimont.” The proclamation then continues, 
giving iiistructinri to the workers in tlic Petrograd 
tactorios and the soldiers of the garrison how to meet 
their deputies for the Council, winch has since become 
so fainons. Rut the point to notice is that from tho 
very first in this proclamation it is made quite clear 
that tho revolutionary proletariat and pca.Hant soldiers 
regarded tho [liberal parties of the Progressive Hock 
as enemies no less dangerous than the old Twisin 

In exactly similar conflict with the middle classes 
stand also the peasants, who now constitute tho re¬ 
volutionary army. Their reasons arc, of course, not 
the same, though their ultimate objective is. They 
are land-hungry. Five million of their families have 
less than five dessatines (one dessatine is eoual 
to 27 acres) of land and throe million families 
have none at all If every peasant fiimily in the 
oountry is to have not ios.s than ten dessatines, 
then about GO million deasaline.-i will have to be t^ded 
to the peasants' holding from somewhere. The 
estates of the Tsar, Imperial Family, and monasteries 
will give only IG million dessetinen of land capable 
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<kf cMUiviirimT, 'iij^ thorrifore it ta npcoNsary to divide 
ii[i Dw liuid ()f \liu privato Undownoris about 40 
itiiliioii ilr-snH.linr‘H. Hut Ihu ijucHlion iH contplox, 
Hinl, landlonlH are tr}ring to sell their land 

i<i hin iiin bankH. Tbo soldiers know this, and they 
kiiiiw jiImi that famine Is threatening the country, as 
a r(-Mi1t of the ever-deeroaHiiig productivity of the 
laniL They know lliai the onlv way to settle these 
prohlciiiH IS to return homo and devote themselves to 
iiiti^nial ri;>'oniitraction, and they believe that the 
Miiildio r'lasHcfl aro afraid of expropriating the land- 
. lurdx iind want to keep them at the front. 

Thus huth the urban proletariat and the peasant 
mtlJic't'H see their ehief enemy now in tho bedirgeoisie 


democracy wish to sed this principle of “ self deter- 
miiiation” applied in tlio. widest sense. They do 
not wish it to apply to one country or group of 
countries, and they dq not oven confine it to Europe. 
To bedn with it is already being applied to Russia 
herselT, The various nationalities of European 
Russia ore at the moment engitged in debating the 
question of their further poTitioal relations, to the 
l^vernment at Petrognd. The Finnish Constitu¬ 
tion is restored, Poland is recognised as a separate 
country, while the Little Russians of tho Uknune re¬ 
cently in conference at Kiev deoided upon the principle 
of self-TOvemraent for thirty millions of their people 
within Russia, and are preparing for its establishment 
in the near future. If a settlement of the national

“iiiterest'' of RuMia as a inoans ot postponing the 
NiiMlfiiiiorit Ht home. It is in thin ciroumstance, there- 
fore, that we must look for the origin and meaning 
of tlm iiow famous phrase of tho Petrograd Council— 
“Peace without annexations and contriDUtions.” The 
urban proletariat is straining every nerve to get in 
touuh with its comrades in other lands, both belli- 
gehmt and allied, in order to take common action 
with them against the middle claasos of all these conn- 
trioH. In their opinion this is the only way to put 
down the' irapenalisro and militarism whioh from 
their own bitter experience they see lias been used to 
keep theiii in ooonoroio slavery. Having snflfered 
from these evils not one wit leu than the subjecta of 
the Ceutral Empires, they regard the world war as 
the device of the oapitalists of all countries to 
euHlave the proletariat of all countries, and do 
nob make any fine distinetiuoB between Eastern, 
Central, and Western Europe. When they talk of 
yoaco without annexations and oontribations, that 
duos not mean that they have workrd out any 
dn finite plan for the settlement qf frontiers as yet, 
but it does mean that they want their class all over 
the world to unite to take the government out of the 
liands of those vrho made wars in the past with 
annexations and oontributiuns and have profited by 
them at their expense. 

This point of view mav Im said to |)ormeat« the 
whole'of iWRussian rovointionary deinooraoy to, a 
^lentor or a loss extent, (hi the other liand, there 
18 a largo sriotiun which realises the difficulty of pat¬ 
ting their ideals into practice at once. The oreation 
of two groni», a moderate and a more extreme one. 
In the Oounril of Workers' and Soldiers' Delegates— 
Maximalists and Minimalists as they aro oallsd—in- 
dilates not a divergenoa of priiieipid but a difTereuee 
in tactics. Tim moderate pm^y sees the nooeuity qf 
cunuiliating the bourgooisie ana working with l»eai, 
if only for a time. It Sbes, moreover, that the 
iinlionalisl sentiiUeut. althou^ explmt^ by the 
inuldlo olossoB for luiperialut reasonsj is a footer to , 
bo rceknned With in world laities. In response, it 
would seem, to this recognition them, has bMn added 
to tho fotinula " Peace without ,ennexatione and 
indrmniries " the worde “ with rile right of self-. 
detormiuatiun (in Roseian "aamo-oprs-arieiuye'’) of! 
natioualilios." 

Now it is clear from all the ut^terancea that 


federated states, it ie olear that the Ruuian revolu¬ 
tionary demooraoy would have no objection to the 
mplicatiuD of similar prindples to the Austrian 
Empire. In this way “self-determination'' of 
nationalities would be satisfied by the autonomy of 
the South Slav provinces or>by the creation of a 
Trial Monarchy, such as the late Archduke wan 
said to have been in favour of. This is the answer, - 
of oonrse, to MilyukofT, who can only see a settlement 
of South-Esetern Europe in the partition of Austria. 

But the principle of self-determinatioo. is by no 
means being umitod to Europe. Siberia is managing 
her own aBairs to a large extent already. In Ruiisiao 
Turkestan a local Council of Workers' and Soldiers’ ■ 
Delegates has been formed from among the native 
Moliammedaus, the Russian cobniato, and the 
HuBsian garrison, and sits at Tashkent, It has 
arrested General Knropatkhi, tho Qovernor-General 
and DOW controls the govemiaent of Central Asia with 
little interferenoe ^ro PetrO^rod. It has establish¬ 
ed the prinoiidB of equal pohtical rights for Asiatic 
natives on the same footi^ with RuBsians, and the 
“oolonial” policy of theold ^vemnieot has been com' 
plbtely reversed. Aceofdii^; to informbtion I have re- 
qeived from Bokhara the same movement is in progress 
there. 'Ihe Emir has been forced to deelate ,a 
CoDStitation in this last stronghold of Asiatic das- 
pOtiam, and the Bokheriots ore apparently soinjg 
tobeallowedtowoTkoutriuirowBdeatinyoDtoeMeia ..

Hon’blf Mr. tinp ia a Cooncillor of rare Typo. 
Ha ia abaurdly h^eat and conacieDtiouB and quite 
prisdUvely inanatrioua. During the flrat two yeara 
of bia ooondllorahip he served his country by hia large 
impenetrable reticescea. He resolutely and atnrdily 
refnaed to apeak and this inspite of the fact tliat he 
WHB brimming over with all manner of views and 
opinions imperionsly demanding an outlet. There 
were momenta when he felt sorely tempted to in- 
nndate the Council with hia elociuence bnt he exercised 
a timely self-restraint and the inaistont deain to apeak 
exploded in jndicious oonghings. Day after day he 
listened to the nouNnae of his colleaguea without being 
provoked to a retaliatory or emulative exhibition of bis 
own stupendous powers in that direction. Of all the 
temptations to which a Councillor i^ snbject none is 
stTODMr or moio irresistible than to eompliment the 
official author of the Budmt. But let it be said to 
the credit of Mr. Gup tnat during hie period of 
taciturnity he never once opened his lips to admire 
the "lucidity'* which inevitably characterized the 
Official Member’s presentation of tbo Bndget. 

Of do^Dg and snoring the two principal occupa¬ 
tions of an honest and eondcientioas Connoillor he did 
a lot. But he did bodi in uo half hearted fashion but 
with the perfection and skill of tbe lender of a Muffassil 
Bur in the Court-room. 

Hon’ble Mr. Gup took only a couple of yeara to 
discoverthatailenee was not the only etFoctive means 
of serving one’s country and that dozing was by no 
means the ideally perfoot and profitable way of spend¬ 
ing one’s time. He suddenly awoke to the patriotic 
and utilitarian possibilities of loud and ceaseless talk 
and started being useful to his country by moving 
resolutions in the Counril. And he moved a tremend¬ 
ous lot of them with bis ebaraeteritic eloqueneo and 
foroeftaluesa. In a hitrry to be emphatic be often 
forgot to be reasonable or even intellimble. But this 
he could not help Yon cau’t at once m eleouent and 
neuspnable and logical. You may as well live at Aligarh 
and not awake one fice morning to find youreelf an 
educationist or be a Teaplauter and not ruptnre half 
a dozen superfluons spkehs. Hon'ble Mr. Gup seldom 
deseendhd to mere foots and figures from the Olympian 
beigbta of generalities. He never allowed himself to 
be hired ioto seuaible or relevant talk. "Calls to order” 
never seduced him fonn hia digiessiona or brought 
the wnadsrur baA to jus eiA,ieo( from hia inh'itnin^le 
literary .and verbal "ix^ties. ” 

He dozed while his less oonaeieutions colleagues 
spoke. But this did not Handicap him when his turn 
flame tn be eloquent. With a coofneaB and aung-froid 
worthy of a connrilloritf his ahiliUea, he proceeded to 
Attribute to hiapredeceesors things and arguments which 
they kuad not said dr put forward and then hastened to 
demolish them with Ibo zoal of on ioonoclaat or the 
entiuisiasm of tbft proverbial flogg^r of the dead horse. 
There were angry denial and noisy repudiations of 
. the rarentage 61 dnbkms argnmentH but Hon’ble 
Mr. Gup never heeded them. Betroottons spoil the per- 
feetioo of anoration and Mr. Onp would rather die than 
sp^'his own. Mr. Gup has lately awakened to the cnor- 
mmia fntifity of moving and sapporting resolntions and 
^raxing rioquent over them, neeolauons have such 
an knack of getting lost. They coat 

him no boonriderable amount of yoeal energy and 
yiolenoe and hence their defeat was always all the 
more painfnl their very aensitive mover It is 
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lions in fiVonr of interpctlaiions. For sometime past 
Ilia genius and cnorpy have been c.vclnsivclji direoted 
to a floaseleaa intor[)0]latiiig of a rcfresUngly 
novel and origmal character. It would not be immoder¬ 
ately hyperbolifl to say that Mr. Gup has completely 
revolutionised the art and method of asking questions 
Mr. Gup’s genius which ouce touchingly mothered 
ail manner of feeble and imliccilo resolntions now 
extends its protection and pafroiinge to the most nn- 
askable of qneatioii. As a sample, we give beJow some 
questions witli which be proposed to eiiiiveu the next 
sessions of the Council, floor and disconcert the official 
members concerned and lastly to add to his interpella- 
tive triumphs and laurels.

Tho fwinic which spread tlirougb the Russian amor 
some days ago has hardly yet been siammed; the 
retreating troops covered sixty ludea in ten days, aban¬ 
doning ovorythiug but themselvas, and makiug any 
orderly salvage of guns ond mnnitiOTis out of the i(uec- 
tiori. 11 was rank cowardice, and has been admitted 
ns BOcli in the Russian army bulletiae. The oaty 
redeeming feature in the wbole^ sto^ is the gallant 
condnot of th>- British anxiliaMCS in annoured cart 
nndtit Commauder Ijoeker ijampson. Russia is now 
actually invaded. U is posiublo that Bovno will fell, 
and, sinco (he country is flat, there is no partiealar 
obstacle to the Qonnana advaueiug as far os they 
please, unless the Ruaaians can reform, But to do so 
means somctluug more than a mere back-atiffening; 
it moans an entire change of system; the, abandonment 
of tho peniicioufl Committee method of arguing 
over the offenaive and even over (be ordinary ordera 
to tlie army while tho Qermans are advanaLog; it 
means more diseipUno and less talk, more belief, in 
iitnnitinns and less iu die millennium. The Bjoamanlan 
iiriuy are said to have shot sixty Oermao ai^ta who 
dressed Uiomselves in Bushian uniloj^ii and 


spreading disaffeotion iiL tbs' ninka during-the past 
week; it would be well if |iie' Bhhiiaps, who hare now 
restored the death mnaltj^' would do Ihe same to the 
far more numerous Qermcm agents who have undoubted^ 
been at work within their lines, and not merely 
there, but at Petrograd.

It is a paradoxical 
position. The disabilities of Russia may not sffeot 
the result of the war, for the Western Allies are in 
good heart, and their resources were never greater^ 
although they have not yot reached their maximum. 
But the anarchy which hM come over Russia as the ^ 
result of the revolution must have a profound oRbet 
the settlemont of Europe, and not least in t^e Rallauiff 
For over a century Russian inlluonoe has be^ ffltbat 
in the Near East; the eoononuc forces which have dmen 
her to oxjMud south aud east liavc been a cardinal 
factor in the world’s politics. It is not only the Tsar, 
bnt Russia itself as a great Power, that Has now 
abdicated. A mere ^ange of dynasty or even of 
constitution would have made little diffcrenco to 
Russia’s economic outlook in the long run; a republic 
must still have kept an eye on ConstantiopJe and have 
taken a peculiar interest in the Balkan kingdoms; 
But a Russia divided into petty separate^ States, in 
a word, a Rnssia that is no longer Biissia, will not have 
the same economic outlook at oil. An independent Fin¬ 
land, such as is now in prospect, would fell within tho 
orbit of Sweden or (lermany; an independent Lithaania 
would fall witMo the orbit of Germany; on independent; 
Poland might or might not bo strong enough to stand 
alone—it depends entirely on the territorial readjustments^ 
But an iiiikpendent Ukraine, which is being dis- 
cuBsed at Kieff, while the .^tustro-Germain armies every 
day cover more miles of tho Ukraine, simply means 
the end of Russia ns Europe knows it. The Ukraine 
would evidently not be entirely independent; the oondi- 
liouofits people, whoso culture is lower than that of 
the Rnssiana and certainly lower than that of the Polos, 
does not warrant the idea. If things were to go as the 
RUHsian Maximalists and our own pacifists doaire, Ibo 
Austrian Emperor would come to tho Peace f'ouforeneo' 
with B large port of the Ukraine in his iiockct. Austria 
has long hankered after the rich aggricultnral Ukraine,

Tb© Vicoroy’H Speech. 

The chief nscfulnesb of our Legislative Gounciis 
at the present time lies hi the circiinistancfl llml they 
bring tho Government face to face with public opinion 
and compel pronoqticemonts on matters agitating the 
public mind. The’ meeting of the Imperial Legislative 
Ounnoil on the 5th instant ia a striking illustration of 
the truth of thid. It was inevitable that Lord 
Oheimsfurd should on that occasion make a statement 
on the attilude of his Government towards the position 
of our affaire to-day, and on the courage, abiUty and 
atatesmansliip with which His E.vcc11ency dealt with the 
weighty and difficult duly that had devolvi d on him, 
the country can have but owe opinion. Tho speech is 
the of his oratcncal perforroancps and' will 
certainly find an eminent place among viceregal 
utteranees. It does not ri3o to the level which miglil 
have boon expected, but it surpasses tho hopot) that 
were actually formed. Lord Ghelusford now speaks a 
new language. Nociue who roads His Excelloucy’s 
^previous speeehes, partqjularly that in which iip talked 
of the rooted British opn<*sition to "catastrophio 
efiauMs,” or reflects that ibe confidential ciicular to 
Local Oovernmeute on the Home Rule propaganda, the 
trend and lenour of which ha,s been revealed bv tlio 
effect it prodneed, emanated from tho Government over 
whiofa ho presided, coii realise that it is tho same person 
Who now givoM ns snich a cheering message of hope foi* 
tho future. He has informed ns that the first two 
qneatiosa he puts to his Executive Council, on assuming 
ofltoww; (1) Whatis the goal of British rule io 
udia 1 (2)'WhBt aro the 8tep.s on the road to that goall 
iwo fUTo thoukfol for tho diBolosurosa for it helps 
ns to understand His Excellency all the better, and 
that is someihing, we assnre him in all sincerity, very 
near to our beaiv. But tho picture is inoompleto in 
(fie absence of the "eonfldqiitial’' circular to Local 
Govornments wlflch, wo subrdit, could quite properly 
iiqirisv^of thefactaat it is tho 


Government of India that circulated it. Bn I are 
prepared to pass over these points. IVe rejoice to 
think that His Excellency lias changed his views .'ind 
his locabuiary, and that he is now linulJy omivinaMl 
that it is impossible for thv Government to act iiidc- 
peridcul of the fluctuating waves of iiublic fci'Iiug. We 
trust it will now be conoeded to us ns periinont to in¬ 
quire to what degree J lis Excellency's angle of vision 
has altered, b’or one tiling, wi* owe to Jiiui, on so 
important an occasion, the complinioiit of onndUl 
criticism; for anqtbor, there is more than one passage 
in the speech that calls for an emphatic and uiicquivooa- 
ting e.xpre8sion of Uio country’s opinion on it. 

No one in tho least aciiuaiiitcd with the Jliircau- 
ci'Boy c»n have a shadow of doubt in his niinrl that in 
formulating his new conclusions on tho Indian iiroblem. 
Lord Ohelmsfoi-d lias met with the most stubborn 
opposition. It is to the influence of tliie groat reac¬ 
tionary force in this country that we feel compoU'ed to 
attribute the paragraphs and pcrioii.s that, to oiir mind, 
mar His Excellency’s h'lnloric dclivei'anoo. Wo cannot 
blame Lord Chelmsford if he has failed to rise buperior 
to his environment in a single effort. But it is a great 
pity, nevertheless. Where obviously, he has Wu 
dominated roost by this injluenee is in regard to the 
iuternments. On His Excellency's own wor^, wo must 
include in his speech Sir William Viiiccnt'.s answ'crs to 
tho questions on the subject, and who can fail to de¬ 
plore ihat the iitatesmanliko offer to release tho 
interned political leaders shonid be saddled with the 
proviso, that they undertake not to carry on unconstitu¬ 
tional and violent agitation. Every one of us is bound , 
to bo nrnstitntional, and, at the present moment, not to 
be vioient is a vow almost equally incumbent. Wo aro 
suTononeof the interned leaders would hesitate a 
.second to make the pledge, as a pledge. But can it be 
denied tiiat in being called upon to make such a pledge, 
as a condition of their releabo, they aro asked dy 
implication to condemn lliemselvos ns haring acted 
uneonstitutionaliy previous to their intermnonl? They 
will not admit that. Nur eaii they, without obvious 
in.sincerity, nud the whole country will support them in 
a refusal. Tbc position of the Government in regard 
lo the internments is an utterly indefensible one, more 
important still an nnteuable one. A pi'ompt withdrawal 
is, therefore, a necessity. 

The definito undertaking which Lord Chelmsford 
gave thill in the impending amendment of the Arms 
Act the Oovernmont of India will insist on the aboli- ' 
tioii of exemptions based on racial dibtinctions is a 
highly satisfactory one We can intcrprol thi.s to mean 
only that m future no Indian will be debarred from 
obtaining permission to carry lire arms, uii]c.sh he is a 
criminal, or has some such tmblicly iiroved disijualitica- 
lioii. To licensing, we do not object; but it must apply 
to Europeans and Ihc natives of the oouiitry alike, as 
is the case in Ceylon, for oxamph- It l.s pos.sibic Lord 
Chelmsford ooulil not be more explicit ou tliis subject, 
but we think the same concession cannot be mndu on an 
pi|nally important one, we mean the riupstioii of tho 
grant of Ifis Majesty’s commis.sjOD to Indians. Indeed 
there are expres.sicns in the speech which suggest that 
where he is definite, there looms di-sappointmciit for the 
country. “Principally as a mark of his approbation of 
their services during llio war, His Ma.'jcNty the King 
has been pleased to appoint nine Indian officers to 
British Commissions.” Wc think the principal ground 
for the.se officers being given commissions in Ilia 
Majesty's army, as a recognition of their services in tho 
war, should bo the- justice of the principle now conceded. 
The nine officers so selected havo all passed through 
tbc Imperial Cadet Corps_ and hail from the landed 
nobility. This tends lo ritiso the unpres.>«ioii Ihut tho 
proposal of the military porrespoudeut of J/lo Tuna, 
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thut coinnujjfdonM be <ipen only lo tbc princes of th« 
inline fsmiiicH is lo bo adoptwJ. That would 1^ to 
sp^joint ullicors to the Indian Army on principles on 
which llie rrussian Army before liciia aud tbo French 
Army boforc the [{evolution was organir^d, and such a 
principle the country will steadily oppose. It is inconsis¬ 
tent with tho democratic spirit of the country and will 
prove a source of woahness to the Army. I<ord Chelmsford 
has mentioned that the (loverqraenl propose to found 
schools for the education of the sons of officers of the 
Indian Army, in onh-r to permit them to start their 
eareerH wilh r^dncatioiial a<lvantages which will enable 
I those W'lio show Hpociiil ability and character to rise 
high in the semeo of their Kuig-Emjicror,’’ We ap- 
pland the idea and ivoleoine the proposal most cordially. 
It is long over due. We oitist add, however, that His 
hixoellcncy’s oimssiou to sfiito that these young men are 
to be educat'd lo (|aallfy for the commissioned ranks 
har. wnsed some uncA^negs in many minds. The pub¬ 
lication of tho Oovermnent’s despatch to the .Secretary 
of Sllate is cunsci|uently being anxiously looked forward 
lo. 

Before wo turn to JJis hixcelleney's references to 
eonstilnlional (iwstious, we must offpr him our ttonks 
for bis bold aial straight-forward declaration on the 
cotton duties, We make no apology for quoting it here. 

" I need not dwell at length on the woll-wom theme 
of the cotton duties. This mutter has been a source of 
grievance upon which Rritisb and Indians have alike 
exptttialed for the past twenty odd years.. That 
grievuun* has now in a large measure been removed

We arc afraid wu cannot follow Lord Chelmsford 
uloug the throe roads (hi'uogb which lie n otild lead 
Ihia cuuntiy lo the goal of Belf-Ocvcrnaieat, not 
because wo deny that they are tlic riglit ivads, but 
beeanse we Hunk he has negleclej some other avenues, 
and, further, what tiio (suiiiiry is clamouring for is oot 
the construclioii of tiui mads——tliey have always 
existed—but for the employment of more rapid 
means of locomotion along lliem than have hitherto been 
in vogue. 'I'he rcforiu.i that bavo boon promised will 
not by any means satisfy the country, Unless they contain 
a deffiiito gaurantec of the fulfilment of this demand, 
and, further, as Ilia IdxceJIenoy has colled upon us to 
abandon nil exUluig notions of tlie moth^s by which 
> the country’s salvation can best bo aeeured, it is 
obligutoi.i on him to put that precept into praetW 
bimcclf. This presentation of Itis own pr inhsitioii 
will, we trust, coiivitico l.ord Cbchuaford of 
tho sheer iinposeilttlity of the Indian l«'aders refus¬ 
ing to stood by the seheino of reforms draw a up by the 
Congress and the League, to which his I'ctuacke clearly 
refer. Ko one can deny tiiat there is not amongat us 
” unv man who can proiioiiad a tcheme of reform in 
which bo felt fuU oonfidMice and aatisfaetion as posses¬

proposals can be formulated without a previous enuncia¬ 
tion of policy, and it i^ we take it, equally certain 
that by "ample opportunity for public discussion of the 
proposals ” is not to bo understood the privilege of 
talking and writing on them, after Mr. Montague, 
Lord Chelmsford and the Government of India 
and the cabinet in Hngland have decided to carry 
them through. If there Is to bo " public dis¬ 
cussion "of tho proposals to be presented to Parlia¬ 
ment, they must be annoanced here along with 
the policy of which they will be the expression, and if 
Mr. Montagu’s announcement is to be given the 
interpretation whioh alone ic consistent with Lord 
(Jbelmaford's declaration, we' say deliberately and fear¬ 
lessly that it will be received with dismay and disap¬ 
pointment threughout the country, that me country’s 
faith in the nnnomioement itself will be shaken, and that

S nditure, so that the direct cost to the British 
[>vernmenfc of the war has been about 5,0U0 millions. 
If we odd the wsi- expenditure of the Dominion, 
Indian, and other Oovernenents of tlin Empire, looal 
expenditure, and private' benevolence, the total is 
certainly not less for the British Empire than 5,900 
millions. The British expeiiditnro represents one- 
third of the total accumulated wealth of the British 
Isles, French war expenditure during the same period 
has exceeded S.OOO millions. Tho German Imperial 
expenditure has exceeded 4,000 millions, and when 
the charges upon States, municipalities, and private 
benevolence be added is probably nearer 4,000 mil¬ 
lions. Austro-Hungarian war expenditure has not 
been less than 2,500 milliuiih. Kussla has spent about 
.3,500 niillions. Italy has spent about 1.000 millions. 
We may put the expenditure of the other belligerents 
at not less than 1.000 millions. This gives a total 
of 21,500 millions. The accuitiulaled wealth of all 
tho belligerents engaged lOixy be estimated at 100,000 
millions, of which inorothan one-fifth lias already been 
spent directly by the QoverninciitH. To this must be 
added the actual destruction of property. Public 
works, notably railways and roads, liave been let dowm , 
—the railway systeio of Russia, for instance, has gone 
into grave decay. Tho total under thishend is certain¬ 
ly not less than 200 millions, 'lo this must bo added 
the laying waste of vast territories. If we put the havoc 
in France, Russia, Belgium, Serbia, and other 
tlioalresof warat 1,000 inlUioTis, that is assuredly an 
undevestiniate. Wo may safely assume that tnose 
various estimates ore sufficieiitly modest to make 
allowance for any incidental additions to material 
wealth arising out of the war. 

The loss of shipping may bo dealt with separate¬ 
ly, for a variety of ren.sons. Except for tho loss of 
Government riwned or (■ontrullpd .'hi|«s and cargoee, 
it would bo outside iho ligurss of cNpcndituro and 
loss already given, and wanton destruction of ships 
is one of the most appalling symbols of the ferocity 
of war. Because the loss of wnrsiiij's is, financially, 
embraced in previous estinintos of auv expenditure 
we may confine our altention hero to losses of mer¬ 
cantile shipping, and ns wp arc c<>nsidcring pure loss 
we need take no account of cnfitures. For practice 
purposes only destructiiiii by mine and subinarino 
matter. There is no ofTicial Allied estimate of such 
losses, hnt the Germans »ssert that 5,000,000 tons 
of Allied and neutral siiipping were destroyed or 
oapiured up to the opening of unrestricted submarine 
warfare, and that 4,500,000 tons have been destroyed 
since. These figures are exaggerated, and they 
include a propoi lion of capture -, but they do not 
include the losse-s of the CnitRiJ IViwfrs. The error 
on the one side' may be set oil again'tt the error on 
the other, and the total of 9^ inillirm tons of shipping 
destroyed he oocepted as reasonably accurate.

SitpriemeMlng tiie The Bangtion Tmfs tn one of its 
rMisLiW*. recent issues says: ‘‘During the 

last few davs several enquiries have boon uiaiio at our 
office whetliar it is a fact tlial the Ooverument oi 
Burma have proscribed A'eiv India of Madras from 
coming into the province. So long ns we had not 
received any official- conununicutioii, wv refusid tu 
believe that the Government had taken llmt step. 
Now that oopies of Neiv India which used i« urriv" liy 
the Calcutta Mail that eame here last week, liavo not 
reaebed the aiibseribers, it is almoat certain tliiU tlie-<e 
copies have been confiscated. For onr own part, wc 
mnet confess that we do not know under what law the 
Government have taken action, and have coiifi!>ciited 
the copies of tlmt paj^ieT. tf the Guvernniciit think 
that Ifew India is a seditious paper intemled to snitvert 
the British administratjob in Indio, or is likely to 
create raoial hatred, and so on, Ihej have a right to 
proaerlbe the paper, but only te' a resolution which 
should be openly published. But such a procedure 
has not been taken in this case. The QovcrTim"nt seem 
to have a/ioed the Censor with Hie right of contiscal- 
ing the paper, not one or two issnes of it that migiit 
contain onjMtionable matter but all issues of that 
paper in futnre. In fMt, if our surmise is correct, 
the entry of Netc India intb the province is lotally 
prbbibited.

Spltzbergen. 

Accustomed to regard Spitsbergen as a deso¬ 
lated land of ice, most people wmII be surprised to 
read of a strike of cnal-ininors there. But there are 
large coal deposits there worked by Rrilisb, Norwe¬ 
gians, Americans, Russians, and Germans, and while 
the products of Spitsbergen can only, m the absence 
of ice-breakers, be exported during four or five 
monti ^ of the year, coal W'on does not deteriorate in 
the ‘‘doss'’ seobon. and can be secured all the yoar ‘ 
round. The tomperatuie of the mines is such as to 
compel one to work in order to keep warm, but 
mining as it is known in Lntirnshire i.s not required. 
The coal strata are all above s^a lev el; it is unneces¬ 
sary to sink shafts, and (he cohI is got by boring 
into the mountain sides Rcbides coal there are 
deposits of iron ore, irori and copper pyrites, and 
alluvial gold The problem, o| course, is one of 
labour and transportation, but the ineu who sutl'er 
voluntary exile in Spitsbergen manage to get in 
some excellent sport, and the occasional vUit of a 
Polar boar gives interest and. incidentally, hesh 
meat.

They amount to 
nothing less than Ihat the lauds that are being irrigated 
ill the expense of erores of rupoo.s, un enormous 
portion of wLichcomes ont ol the offers of tho Imperial 
Govornmonl, an* being scaflcre with a wild iirofusion, 
for nominal atnomds of money, to swell the wealth and 
nmiuiaiu the loyalty of certain ealssoH.

When 
they asked why and for whom they wore to demons¬ 
trate, they received the answer—“ Out: go and fill 
the sVeete, and riot, for whom it docs not matter.” 
This militia was disbanded. 

Tho foregoing shows that the desire of tho 
majority of the people is to live their lives in their 
own way. When they come up with any force they 
pass along with tho current in which they are driven. 
Such a spirit is oxtreiiioly dangerous when the ele¬ 
ments of disorder take power, but it makes the t«v k 
of the Government easier, for the sympathy of the 
people will then be with thorn. 

The problem before the Govornincnt ia im¬ 
mense. On their success rests the future of Russia- 
they stand on the brink of a precipice. If they 
can hold back tho country the situation is saved, 
if they are unable to do this, the country will rush 
into ohoos and anarchy .—Manchester Guctrdean,

It ia with doop regret that we record the death 
of Mr. K M. Ghulam Husain, the editor of the “New 
JSm" of Lneluiow, which melancholy event took place 
oh'last Saturday morning, as a result of injuries he 
had reoeived '..iu.an accident a few days before. On 
tho'hight df the, 13th instant, says the “New Era", 
Mr. Ghuhtn Hn^in was retaining to his house after 
ah iofhemaf maatiug in connection with the Home 
Bute ptowanda^At thpRifeh-i-Ani, in the company of 
a fidoM, Mr. Iyer, tlja editor of tiie Lucknow 
“Advocate", and just to was passing the Reid 
■Chrid tiaiiCweg^,. Iw was a qmck formlbehind by a run¬ 


away horse and thrown heavily on the ground. The 
force of the blow was considerable, and he was probably 
taken off liis feet and toK.sod some distance away. Ho 
sustained severe fracture of the skull, and was bleed¬ 
ing copiously when those who were with him rushed 
tu his aid. He was at once removed to Che Belrain- 
pur Ifo.spital whore within about ten minutcR of the 
accident the wound was dressed. Then he lost con¬ 
sciousness and passed away on the morning of Satur¬ 
day last, within a week of the terriblo accident. Thus 
one who devoted himself heart and soul to the iiatioo* 
ol cause and was conducting a journal fearlessly and 
independently has been snatched away in tho prime 
of his life. Tho death is a sad and serious h^ss to tho 
community and tho country. The “Now Bra” is a 
newly started journal and, under tho capable editor¬ 
ship of Mr. Ghulam Husain, it has already made its 
mark as an honest, independent and out-spoken organ 
of Moslem public opinion.

Bat I should like 
to express in some measoro even now my graUiodo to 
Mr, Ghate, onr legal adviser here, and the Secretary 
of our Home Bnb Leogne, who has rendered to me 
over so readily and whole-heartedly every assistance 
of which T stood in need.

It was very unfortnuatc that the Government of 
India thought nt to give the Answer, lliat they gave, to 
the (luostion of the Hononrabln Mr. Jinnnh regarding 
the release of Messrs. Moliamniad Ali and Shankat Al£ 
As wc anticipated, it has cHused the keenest die- 
appointment and a storm of indignalioii throughout the 
country. The feeling is not confined to K^salmana 
alone, but is ei|ua)l,v shared by our Rindii brethren, 
because everybody realise,s that it is abrolutely 
impossible to proceed with the diseiv sion of the Reform 
Scheme in a dispaB.iionnte and calm manner, which is 
essential if the discussion is to result in something 
substantial, so long as the hearts of the 70 million 
Mu.onimans of India arc weighed down with grief at 
the eontinned unjust internuient of their revered and 
popular leaders. The reasons advanced by the Home 
member for the non-release of the two Mnslim patriota 
appear quite formidable on the fact' of them, bnt we 
.suall show how far they bear the eold light of logic 
and facts. We shall ui]Hl;>He them mo t dispassionately 
and shew what thej* really amoun. ,0 and how the 
Government of India have erred in arriving at the 
decision which is nanccessarily threatening to raise 
issnoa which it would be the height of folly to revive. 
It will cause unfortunate mi8apprehensiou.i in the 
minds of Indian Musalmnns whose proof of loyalty to 
the Crown is still fresh on the fields of Flanders and 
green in the memories of friends and foes alike. 
Ill fact \ro have sliowu in our last 

issue, the .itatement is a proof of the assertion of the 
cynic, who said that speech is meant to hide the 
thoughts of a mar ami not lo express them. The real 
reason of llio ultitndv of the Govermnent of India is 
not to bo sought Ti the statement of the IJomo Member. 
It can be no other than the oiic vc mentioned in our last 
wsue, namely, a sinister interpretation of the proviso 
Messrs Shsahat Ali and Mohammad Ali added to the 
undertaking drawn up by Sir Charles Cleveland. It 
would have been infinitely better for the Government 
and for the Musalmans tmd vtould hiuve simplified 
matters, if, instead of avoiding the mention of the real 
cause, the Government of India had frankly slatod it 
publicly. A better course would have becti to have 
privab’ly asked Messrs. Mobammail Ali and Shaukat 
Ali, not through the infallible C. 1. D. but some other 
mortal agency, to explain what they really meant by 
Ibeir reservaliouB. Those reservations are absolutely 
innocent and do not contain one word to which 
any individual out of the 70 million Indian 
Musalmana does not subscribe I'hry do not 
contemplate anything beyond whai we have previously 
said, and it is surprisiug that the Government of India, 
instead of taking tho words in their ordinary meaning, 
should have given free rein to their imagimation and 
bnilt B mountain out of what is not even a mole hill . 
By going beyond the limits they had sot themselves, 
wnenthey authorised Sir Charles Cleveland to offer the 
internees their release, the Government of India have 
fallen into a great blunder. We shall return to this 
point later.

mititary situation. The word "significant” is so com- 
iDon in liternton. on the war that its employment now 
somewhat diacraditB' a Wrilor. Moat o£ tncBc ‘ signifi- 
oanl” developments are generally pointed to as promib- 
ins very extraordinary results. The signiflanw we 
anribute to the activity of the Britieb Amy 3 ttBt now 
ia of a different kind. We do not propose to pwr into 
‘BitUrity. Wq shall content oursclveB with scruUmamg 
tha Preawat. The question to wbinb we thmk an answer 
mirfi bo hazarded w this: Why is the British Com-

a ''break-thinugh ” can only be effected whentho attack 
is made with such forces as all tlie reserves in the 
neighbouring d^fits on tho enemy's side wonld not be 
able to ro.>isI That can oti1> take place, after attrition 
has done its fell work. 

To judge by the brief iletuils to baud of the second 
British offensive Ibis week, tlicwbolc of (he Puschondsdo 
Ridge will soon be lost by the euem.i. It is noteworthy 
that hardly any (Tennaii c-onnter-attacks followed the 
previous British offensive. Three expianationa of this 
Hi-e acceptable. Ono is that the enemy was so disoT' 
gani.sed by hie defeat that he could not make the neces¬ 
sary couoeutralioii; tho second U that ho is at last 
convinced of the fnlility of his conntor-attaoking, and the 
third is that he has given up the whole ridge for lost and 
is determined on holding on to what ho still retains only 
ns long as it is easily possible. Wc do not imply that 
the enemy’s defence of the lidgc is feeble. On tho con¬ 
trary ,he’manned bis tronches mere heavily than usual to 
meet most recent British attack, but it would seem that 
the enemy high command has realised the', bitter truth 
that nothing can now stop the British, if (hey choose to 
coniiiiue tlieir attacks in Flanders. If this sumise is 
correct, then the i‘ea! reason of Hir Douglas Hoig’a 
vigour is to drive homo the lesson already taught ue 
enemy. 

To luke advantage of his superiority to press the 
inieiny as heavily as possible, is new an obligation of 
tho first order on the British tJoinmander, if the 
rumours of a possible German offensive, cither during 
the few remaining weeks of the prcRenl campugning 
season, or dunng the approaching winter have any 
foundation. Considering that there has been really fierce 
fighting tois year oily on the Western Front, it would be 
nnwiso to assume that the Germans arc inoapablo of 
au offensive against one of the weaker Allied armies,— 
the British is the strongest; and by bis powerful blows, 
it would not be too much (o expect that Sir Douglas 
Haig may cause the abandonment of any designs the 
oiicmy may harbour against Roumania, Russia or 
Franco, or compel (heir being undertaken prematurdy 
which woiUd ensure their absolute failure. 

It wonld bo veului'esome to suggest that tho 
artillery activity on thn French Front presages a 
Freach offensive, but it is very satisfactory to know, 
that our gallant allies have borne a share in the 
latest attack iu Flanders. Germany is to-day fighting 
tiio British, French and Russian Armies, but sbn is 
being fought only hy tho former two, and that they 
should exert tho maximum pressure is essontiul in tho 
interests of tlie whole war. 

Rumours of a Germau offensive against Russia 
have again lieeu prevalent dumg the past week, but 
luey are not oP a very convincing kind. Take, for 
example, tho report that (he enemy proposes to attack 
Helsingfors. Tho Finnish capital lo on tbu northern 
abore of tho Gulf of B’inland, ami to attack it with 
Reval (a navol base) facing it from tho southern shore 
and Kronstadt at the bead of tho gulf, docs not seem to be 
an idea that will apmal to tho cautious German General 
Btaff. Again, ttio Baltic Sea is froson in winter. How, 
will a Gorman force landed at Helsingfors be main¬ 
tained wMle the sea is blocked with ice T Most import¬ 
ant point of ali, what is Germany going to gain by 
Itf Secure the s^aratiou of Finland from Russia. 
How will that effect tho warf It will exasperate 
Russia, and the Germans do not want that Wo 
t hin lr that if the enemy cannot secui’o W a winter 
campaign such results as Field-Marshal Hindeubnrg, 
Herr Kuehlmanu and Count Czernin are boasting of 
att^pting to accomplish, he will remain on tho defoii- 
aive, aah^asdono hitherto. Well, sueh a '^last throw,” 
the fhiit of absolute despair, can be effected by tho 
hnwn v. s^yif hqgaa SQ Hs ISSQucoga 
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Sir Dduglafl Haig and Qenoral Peiain arc applying 
threatona completely to upwt thin last cardol the enemy. 
It will liare been noted that wc omitted trom the cxplana- 
tioni olTei-cd aa to the caitao of the enemy'a lailnTe 
to connler-tillack the firllUli, after the nrat otfen- 
«ivo tbia week, tlieprobability of n ahortage of troope. 
if tho ofTi'iibivfe, in progreanat (ho time of writmg, also 
does not provoke eonnter-attacks, wt think it will he 
quite aafii to conoludn that the reserve troops allotted 
to the UelVnco of Klnudci's have all been coflanmed, and 
that drafts fntm etrategic reserve, which the enemy is 
threatening to employ in the winter campaign, will 
beeome mojesHary. In that case, the enemy ia ont- 
done, and l!ic fliial decline of German man-power liaa 
IxiguUi f(ir it was this year that Germany made her 
inagiminn elTm't., She was never stronger tliem she was 
at thu Wginniiig .of the present campaign. She cannot 
hope to iiave iii'Sf" year, or the year followiM. as many 
men as nbe Imd in the field last iSpring. That is the

The Interned Bf lulem Leaders. 

Sir Si'BRAiUNiA Itbr writes: 

It is with uninixed satififaotiou that I find tbat 
in the meeting held on the 8th instant at the 
Victorial Hall, under the auapioee of the Madras branch 
of the Moslem League, it was resolved to arrange 
for a deputation to the 'Viceroy, with reference to tlio 
queation of the release of Mahomed Ali and Shaiikat 
Ali It is to be hoped that no time will be lost in 
this deputation waiting on His Excellenoy in pui-- 
Buance of the resolution. Tbouub the resolution 
speaks of a deputation of Madras Moslem ropresont- 
atives, yet it seems to mo that Moslem representatives 
from other Provinces also, as well as rcpresentutivi's 
of the Hindu, and other communities from all tlio 
Provinces, should join and form part of the depu¬ 
tation. It is hardly ncceBft.(ry to {mint out that it on 
this occasion the Hindu and other conimunitios do 
not heartily and actively 00 operate in this important 
matter, they would bo seriously wanting in their 
duty to their Moslem brethren. In the course oftho 
discussion on this subject at the conference held on 
the 6th instant at Allahabad, it was stated that the 
release ef the two leaders in question was necessary 
to allay the disoontoiit and excitement of 70 odd mil* 
lions of Moslems. It would be more correct to say 
tbat the discontent is not confined to that community 
alone, but extends also to all the other communities in 
the oounlry,wbr, have come 10 look upon the question 
at issue as aifecting not merely tbe two partioulur 
individuals concerned, but as gravely affectiug the 
public nt large. I would humbly suggest that the 
Secretaries of the All-India Congress Committee and 
those of the All-India Moslem League should put 
themselves in communication with each other and 
arrange for an early joint deputation of Moslems, 
Hindus, Parsis and Indian Christians to wait upon 
His Excellenoy the Viceroy. I feel sure that if a 
really good deputation gets the opportunity of plac¬ 
ing the matter in all iis aspects betore His Excellency, 
there is every probability of a oonolusiou being 
reached which would be satisfactory to both sidoa. 
The representation by the deputation may be in 
camera, so as to allow of the aunieot being discussed 
without reserve and it is harcily necessary to say 
that the deputation will and must submit to His 
Excellency's decision, if they are unable to satisfy His 
Excellency that the Ali brothers have not really 
espoused tbo cause of any power at War with His 
Miyesty and the Allies.

No 
one with an atom of Bense aill for a moment permit 
himself to be misled by bis protestation, thatsetf-ijar'' n- 
ment wiU be given to the Indian people as soon as they 
are fit for it. His lordship may montli these phrases, 
if be thinks they sen'o him ti n«eful jmrpose, but the 
world is intelligent enough to differenliutc between the 
sincere lover of bamomty and the hypocritical oj^or- 
Inidbt, who, wheu he is iaccu by principles he cumiol 
confute, sliows an agreement witli them which is hut a 
mask for his hostility. That an ex-Oovorner of

Li the English Fiess is Indued hardly an edilying 
snectacle, and if those who clamour for the maiulenunee 
of race prestige in this country will give the matter 
the least thought, they will realise the mischief that !s 
being done to that pic.slige by his obviously conscious 
misrepccsentalions and unabashed violations of all Irulli 
and all reason.

granted. jBut ve will atrcnnonsly oppose any attempt 
to give ttunn anob a disproportionate share of political 
power as will interfere with the ordered progress of the 
country. Whatever may bo the interests of the British 
in India, the righta of Iho Indians come first. 
Onr right to Seli-Oovernment, onr right to be given 
the greatest mensore of control of our affairs which 
wo can undertake are questions that must bo considered 
apart from the llnctnating interests of a floating 
population. So long as life and property arc sBfc,_ so 
long as industry ana trade on Ic^timate lines are given 
ample scope, so long as the conditions nf existence are 
not artifiaally rendered impossible, so long will the 
British commercial oligarchy in India have no reason 
to complain against Self-Government in Ibis country. 
Hie extravagant demands of this tiny coterie of 
oonunoreUl candidates for immoderate political power 
mnat be faced without the slightest show of hositation. 
There must l)c no weak surrendor to skilful pretexts, 
no bartering away of our unquestioned rjghl.s no 
dilution of concessions, which are conCcRsions not to 
sentiment bnt to justice, nnd for the due accomplish 
ment of alt these ends the most resolute action is 
immediately called for. 

The agitation ag.'^inst the development of self- 
governing institutions in this country whioh the “MaJrn.-f 
Sfail” and the oligarchy it repicsents have started in 
unquestionably making headway. Tho great London 
journals, with the exee|ttiuu of the Ha'penny “Daily 

f ircsn” are bvidently ivnrding off intrigue, but a host of 
ess piomiucnt, but neverthetens iniliu'ntisl, journals, 
have been mobiliHcd to inllametliepul'lieinindand creato 
ananio in the country.

report tp the Central Executive 
Committee of the Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Delegates regarding events on the Riga front. The 
report states that General Comsiloff was informed a 
long time ago by a special delegation that tho Russian 
front along the Dvina in the region of Riga was not 
SnOoicatiy strong and might be easily brokou, but the 
delegation received the reply that as soon as head¬ 
quarters received information that the Germans v/i'rc 
preparing an offensive on this front it would be imme¬ 
diately reinforced. No steps, however, were taken, 
and the ^rman troops in the sector which was broken 
through were more unmerous than tho Russian forces. 
The Germans, after having concentrated a large number 
of batteries, violently atlaoked a division formed of 
insufliciently trained troops. Tho Germans not only 
knew where the Russians were weakest, but nbo had 
exact information as to the location of the Russian 
batterio.s, which were almost immediately put out of 
action. The German fire wai of incredibi' v i 
and asphyxiating gas was used. The enemy’i fire in 
a short time destroyed telephone and tolcgrapn inslnl- 
'•ations and obmrvallon po its. The Russian bolterios 
fired only at hazard, inflicting soarcel^ unj los'scs on 
the eneiny. General B., who ws'- instructed to re¬ 
establish tke strateg'io aituation, ordered a division to 
march to the sector broken through, but tho cornniandaiit 
of the division did not carry nut the order. TK'> Council 
of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegatvs^havlng (.uumdered 
the report, decided to yoqnest the Government lo 
appoint immediately a special oommittee of inquiry, 
in which democratic and military organbaiLons should 
be represented. M Savinkoff, Acting Uiniitcr of War, 
on uis return from the Russian Iloadguarti'rii, made a 
re[) 0 Et to M.. Kerensky. He etated that llu bituatiou 
at the front, although very unfortunate, was neverthulesa 
not desperate. M. Savinkoff also pointed out the 
necessity of re organising the Headquarters Staff. A 
telegram from main hea^narters states that, following 
events on tho Riga front, the Germans ate proceeding 
actively to re-group their tcoops on the south-western 
front. The best regiments, mcluding nearly the whole

Close upon the heels of 
the Gov^to SocialUts’ refosal to attend tbo Stockholm 
Cenfetenee, if the qnestion of the responsibility for the 
war wsre to be rats^ we have the Kaiser occupying 
haU of his reply to the Pope’s Note, and this half 
the flret half, with preoieely this que.4ion of respon.-)!- 
bUity. What, m other words, is beneath the dignity of 
tte Majority Somalists is thought to be policy 

inthekaMCt himself. But this is the mpst inconsi- 
derhble of the olf os of inielleotual chaos in Germany. 
It is safe to say that there are as many groups of opi- 
Monita^HoTJikattyps in Russia, that no single one of 
the grdfipSi sMro peAaps the German Minority Social- 
iate, is fiaunded apon any iinnltcring principle, aud 
that Ml Germany ia in a ferment of opporlnnism wait¬ 
ing upon evealai' From tbiastate of mind it is clearly 


rnireasonable to expect nn^ definite policy. One day 
it is tho pan-Qerman.'i who appear to bo in Voasossioni 
of tbo nation; the next day it is the Liberal section; 
on still another day of the week it is tho democracy; 
and so it goes on. Everything is in flux; nobody 
knows what a day w'ill bung forth; mid it is just ns 
possible that one school will nltiinutelv emerge trinm- 
pbaut 03 another. In the meanwhile the world opposed 
to Germany must equally be prepared to remain in a 
state of suspense, though not, wu must observe in a 
state necessarily of diplomatic or nny other kind of 
inaction. While tho patient is (o.ssing in fever upon 
its bod nud we are in doubt whether the turn will ever 
come, we must needs suspend our judgment; but there 
is»no roasoii for i>nspendiiig our ministrations.

It is quite safe tu put the first two and tbo second two 
down, but under no circnjistuiices must yon say that 
they make I'oui-" Thic characteristic is to be found even 
in discussions of tho war situaliun. The earlier halt 
of the article is often very informing, (he latter bslf 
bewildering Wlint has been the result! We say, 
without the slightest hesitation that the Indians for 
who.io instruction tUe.ie articles are written completely 
fail to uii'lersUnd them, for the sufficient reason that,' 
unxious us they are to make logical deductions, they 
shrink from accepting conclusions that are not warrant¬ 
ed by, and are often in dirict uppo.sitioii to, the facts 
put forward Tbo ’‘Times of India ’’ has reoently 
dunll with the injurious influence ibis kind of journal¬ 
ism U having in the democratic countries on tbo side 
of the 4111“^, the populations of which, as it points out, 
must understand, before they can discharge, their duty. 
The Editor of the “ Tiinc.s ’’ is not merely the ablest 
English journalist on the Anglo-Indian Press at the 
present moment hut also one of the nblest men in the 
country, and his articles on the wai ura about the iincstex- 
puHitioiiS that we hnvc seen Many surpass first-class 
contributions in the Homo Press It is an instructive 
commentary on the attitude of (he Anglo-Indian Press 
as a whole ihat (his i.s the one paper that has shown 
11 practical grasp of the problem in ludia and some 
common sense in the formulation of its views on the 
subject. The enormous financial resonree-s of the 
Anglo-Indian Press have given them (he opportunity

Any hope Tprirsy may' have' 
of clearing off her paper isoaey rests, tmdsr Djavjd 
Bey’s arrangements, with Germgay. It follows, tfaeM- 
fore, that Germany has the whole of Turkey’s 
financial sratem at her mercy, and as noUung has so 
far been decided as to tlie terms and the ooutlitioai 
on which Germany, if over, is to pot ap tbs odd 
wbicli it> to redeem toe paper money, Germany in reraru 
for her Joans to Toriwy has that country in tfae 
hollow of her hand. It is a little amnsiag, in the light 
of these facts to reoall Herr Heltforieh’s boostinM 
that Germany, in contrast with England, bod lout to 
her allies freely and without condition or recompoine 
It is also not unamosing in this conneeUon to note 
the bold tone with regard to (ho fnlnro which Bjatid 
Boy assumes. He says that in Germany the leadaiis 
of fin.ince and indnatiw and politics all said to bho 
that the " Turks had hecome too Jingo, too eitreme 
ill their natioiialism." Prom Germans that is a quaint 
criticism, but the meaning is plain. Germans do not 
feel by any mrons certain of their future in Turitey 
should Turkey emerge safe from the war, a ciremn- 
stance which will count for much if and when the 
belligerents gather round a table to discuss peace. 
Nor i*! there much to reassure tfaeiuin Bi^svid’s Speech, 
True, he says that he would welsome foreign capital 
in Turkey, and in one brief phrasd says that Geramu 
capital w’onld have the prefereuoe. But he insists, time 
after lime, that the Turks themselves must in future 
have a goodly part in all new undertakings, and that 
the davs are gone when the foreign oonoCssionaire will 
have toe privilege of the Capitulations and of ambas¬ 
sadorial pressure. Nor is that aU’; ho proclaims tkit 
" after the war we ehall cultivate economic, relations 
of every kind with all the nations—friendlr, allied, 
neutral, and enemy—without any distinction." There 
Is not much room hero for a special German Msltion. 
We hare, therefore, this curious situation: Germany 
1)08 through her loans tho mastery of Turkey, while 
the Turkish Government has every desire to be as 
indeiieiidoDt of Germany as of every,other Power.

Its heroic adventures. And then, bow can Cven the 
creatwe mind of tho Delhi Government fay any* 
thing about the present mental state of the two 
brothors, separated as they have been for over two 
year.s by rivers and mountains. Can the "opinioo’^ 
of a riipgalomaiiiac government like Ibis bo suflKciant 
to intern and then to refuse to releasetwo honest, God¬ 
fearing and law-abiding citizens of tho EmpireT We 
leavu it Io the Government of India to judge for 
themselves. 

Of the two GovurnrhcntH now left, we do not think 
that the Government of (he Central Provinces ean 
have anything to say against tho livo brothers; for, 
first of nil, they are not given any kind of liberty of 
spceoh Olid action in the C. P by their order of inleTn- 
nicnt. All their activitips are of a domestic nature, 
niid pvprylhing they do is sanctioned by tbo Govoni- 
mi'nt of the C. P. That the conduct of the two brothers 
in those provinces Jias been nbrolntely unobjectionable 
and satisfactory, even froni tlio 0. P. Government’s 
point of view, i.9 proved by the fact that it never had 
any occnasion to cuinplnin against them. Nor did it 
think it fit to impose any furlLpr restrictions on them, 
complaint of the increased irritating restrictions only 
aiising, since tho notorious reply of the Home Member. 
As a matter of fact, we know that when an over-scalons 
“strong” Dcputy-CommWsioiier tried to make some 
innovations in the rest] ic. i ns on tho two brothers, the 
C. P. Qbvcriimcnt rated h. ii eoundly and onbisper- 
sUtencu not to forgo his “siniiX'tli”.expressed its dis¬ 
approval of the behaviour of ii,s lieutenant in u more 
effi’ctive manner.

Lord Sydeuhain’s motion in the Houso of Lords 
was ad\ertised in the Anglo-Indian Press as the grauil 
offensive which was to drive the last nail into the 
coffin of the new policy in India, If we may descend 
to the vocal,iilary of Anglo-lDdian club rooms, it has gone 
“plint.”

Tho agitation which has just eollapsed is 
one of the luost ridieulous cunceivnhle, and reading 
tlio comment of the Pioneer, for iu«lauee, ou its Just 
nicker ill I'arliaiocnt, we eaniiot escape tliinking that 
the aiitiiors of it have themselveh begun to see tbeir 
own folly. II will bo romombored that the anuoanoe- 
ment of tho JOth of August was received in quite a 
reapeotable way by tbo community. No apprehension 
was felt tbiit it wonld lead to any disaster to their 
interestH, and except fur the chronic snarling of some 
of tho Anglo-rndian journals, there was no domoontra- 
tiun of antipathy to di»<cuNsing reforiLS in war time. 
Bat when the Madra’i Mad rang tho tucsiu of iiisarrcc- 
tioo, ou the release of Sirs. Desant, the British com¬ 
mercial commanity suddenly discovered a menace to Us 
interests in Mr. Mdulagu’s annonneement, in reform in 
war time and iadedtl in any reform of any kind at any 
time on this side of' the Greek Kalends.

We cannot resist the temptation to recall here that 
Lord Chelmsford’s declaration in Calcutta lust cold 
weather of his opposition lo "calastrophie changes” 
was hailed by the Anglo-Indian Pres.s, as the distilled 
wisdom ot a far-seeing statesman. Vet, bis Excellency 
had previonsly cabled to England that this country was 
in urgent need of reform. It must be cxtremoly morti* 
fring to the scribes who paraded his declaration in 
their columns that opposition "to catastrophic changes” 
is a very different thing from supporting a Bureaucracy 
that has outlived its gimeration. In the argument 
that it was neither wise nor possible to discuss rcfoim 
in war time, the British coimucroicil community flattered 
itaelf that it bod found a weapon w1ii«:h could deliver a 
fatal blow to our hopes The House of Lords derisively 
cheered ^rd Islington’s reference to it, but its silence, 
daring his tolling reply to this absurd proposition was 
far mure eloquent.

No one can question tbe latter’s com¬ 
petence to interpret the De{ptio<> 01 India Act, and wc 
are indeed highly grateful t" his lordt up for Imving 
lent the prestige of bis nnain u> the QovPi-timpril in its 
stand against those of his counlrymca who would sup- 
riant the Courts of Justice in ibis roiintry by the 
Defence Act. 

Progreiw of tlio War. 

The Auatro-Qeim^n oHiiuijhn against Italy has 
oomo as a great surprise to many peoph* ■ it should 
not bo that to tap readers of t'lpsc notes, Lor wc huvo 
repeatedly warned them of such a posF^ihility.

Most people seem 
to find it im{ie8aiblc to form an accurate idea of what 
the intervention of America in this irar means; but of 
this toey may be assured that there is no body 
of men who have underslood it better than tbe 
Geiman Ceneral Staff. It hue been the fashion to 
think thi^ when Germany challeugcd the United 
^tee, ihe acted in a spirit of reckless levity. 
The fanta an very different When Hiudenhurg and 
Lndendorfl took commund, not only of the Oeman 
foreas, btit also of the forces of Austria, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, they saw clearly that there was no going 
back foe the central Empires Germany had to cou-

such opportunity, ns in the centurier. gone bj’, have 
frequently assuaged the fate of benlen state at the. 
eleventh hour. It is under the infliiciiee of somi* such 
hope that the enemy has acted so far .'scrnpiiiously on 
the defeuhive. There ooold be litlle itoubt ihut had 
Russia falAllcd the expectations of the Allies this year, 
these calculations of the German General Staff would 
have been completely falsified. Uniiappily for us, 
events have gone the other w^. But by hringiug in 
the United States against her, Qermnny had lo make 
sure that she could make her lust throw herore 
American belligorency would attain ovei*wliclining 
proportions. 

It will, no doubt, have been noticed that we have 
never entered into a di.soussion of the dangers of 
the submarine campaign in these notes. The roason 
is that we have never, for a moment, believed that 
Bubmariniem would decide the war. We believe that 
the deeisior of the German General Staff in adopting 
snhmariuisib sprang from tho conviction that the 
last hour had practically arrived, and that if 
Germany was to be ?avcd, every available weapon that 
she had, had to be employed, even at the risk ot making 
the final catastruphe all the more terrible. And there 
was one good rensou for such a ■■‘solve. At the 
beginning of this year Germany was at war with every 
state in Europe militarily formidable. No other Power 
could effectively enter the lists against hei' within a 
year. If, therefore, within that fieriod a decision could 
be come to on land, the worst might yet lie staved off. 
With the courage of sheer despair, Qurmany adopted 
the plan of embarrassiug her foes by every means at 
her command, brushing aside ull oousiderations, 
oIL't I ban thunc coming 'vitb in tho precious twelve 
months. Who will venture to assert that the men and

readers. Unless we are to fly in the face of the lessons 
of tho history of this war, we most assume that the 
enemy is fairly confident of being able to rorry to a 
Buecesa the ^supreme effort” that he is making against 
our bravo and ateadfaat Ilalian Allies. Hitherto, Ihp 
news has been meagre, but from the brief oflicial 
communique we can make ourselves sure of the irnd 
ingpointa.

Natnrally, we cannot know what assistance Great 
Britain and France propose romJozing Italy. Tbongb 
we have always believed that tbe Germans wonid muo 
an offensive, in a vain atlenipt to seenre an eleventh' 
honr viotory, we inclined to tne idea that it would he on 
tho Western Front. Bat they havO rhosen the Italian 
Front, for fonr obvious reasons: Firstly, that 
it i.s more suited (onoe the plains are reached, 
and that has already been done) for a winter 
campaign; secondly, that |t is the weaker; 
thirdly, that if Italy is oruehed,' a door is opened to 
France over the Maritime Alps, and lastly that the 
Austrians, as in the Revolutionary Wars, would, than, 
be able to cooperate with the Germans against the 
l-'rcnch. Now if General Codaroa holds on to Udine, 
for even a week or two, all will be well with Italy for if 
in that lime he does not beat the enemy, it will be 
fiufllcient to withdraw thu Carso armies to a' good line. 
On the other hand, if it falls early tbe positmn will be 
of ike utmost gravity. This important task the Italians 
must accomplish alone, for no considerable assistance 
can reach them from the West in. Jess than a for tnig ht. 

The enemy attack ou Italy raises fnndamental 
btrategioal problems, and it is esBentinl carefully to 
survey the present situation and avoid lapsing into 
unsound opinions. Amateurs have generally a iendeuoy 
to prefer grand strategy. AVoid that. The Austrians 
made this mistake when they attempted to overwhelm 
the Italians in May 1916, by attaokmg ou tbe Trentino 
Front, in the hope of getting into the rear of the whole 
Italian army at once. Mackenson has been more 
oarefnl: he has selected only tbe Isonao front for 
hia first operations. The point we desire to bring 
out is this: that if Italy' is to be helped to day- by 
tbe Allies, she must be given direct assistance in 
Venetia. It ia believed to he a bad prindule 'to 
fight ou ground delected by your enemy, ana that 
IS very true. But the first prindplc m ouch an 
cuieigenoy is to strike where akuie a blow can 
prove immedtotely effective.

Tho treo belongs ointher th>’ Gc vemment nor td 
the Hindus but is thi* property of Ihu Naupara Estate. 
Tbe Estate people did not raise any objeotion to the . 
cutting of the branches of the saiil tree nor did tho 
Hindus raise any objerliou to it as they could not 
even if they wanted. However, Iht Sub Divisional Officer 
one Mr AbJiiI Qadir, who was in charge of the prooep 
sioi* arrangoinont.'i, for reasoiir h(*st kuo'-vn to himseif 
is reported to have decided that instead of cutting 
tho branches of the tree the road should be dng 
to pei’iuit the passage of the lazias. Tbe Musalmana 
could not s<'C the wisdom of this official docision or 
occasion for it and very naturally and justidably did 
not agree with tho Sub-Divisional Ifllccr. They refused 
to proceed fm-tber until the branches of the tree wore 
cut and on the Sub'Dlvisional Offiectr's refusal to permit 
that, left their tazias on this side of tbe tree and went 
home. In the night, however, presumably by tho order 
of the Sub-Divisional Officer the road was dug and the 
tbzias were .somehow removed from ouo side of the tree 
to the other Further in the course of the transference 
the tazias were injuiod i.i several places which may, 
be due either to tho msuffioient depth of tho oacava> 
iion or (heir rough handling or both. The result was 
thatwhen ihi^MiisalmaiiscBmein the morning andfound 
their taxids fiansferred and ia a mutilated condition 
they weie very much enraged at the di.'-respcct showu 
to their tazias and three of them climbed up tho peepnl 
tree and began cutting oil; the intervening branches. 
Shortly after, it is reported, that the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner and tho Supcnntendenl. of Police accom¬ 
panied by a number of armed policemen arrived on tbe 
spot and here begiD.s the tragedy. Thn Superintendent 
of Police seeing th" three Musalmans defying the decision 
of the District authorities and refusing to come down 
wheu asked, i.s alleged to hav'' taken out his revolver 
and shot at them killing one and wounding the other two, 
one of whom snbscqueutly died in the hospital. As’ 
soon as tbe Superintendeut of Police fired his 
revolver tne armed policemen accompanying him 
^gan to empty their rifies in the crowd of 
the Musalmana gathered round and, accuruing to 
I^PqUm, stopped fi.ruig only when the order was ^yeii 
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to ceane firf.* A tmnibcr of the crowd wcie woaodrd 
and arc lying in the bonpilnl., Wc ha\c given all the

bloody acts perpetrated over a peepul tree which, con¬ 
sidering the fact that the Hindus hold the tree sacred,, 
were bound to have a very bad effect on the' 
relations between them aud the Musalmaiis. That 
this has been averted is to the credit of the tvto 
communities. Instead, the Hindus arc standing accurity 
for ihe Musalmaiis wdio ore arrested. In Bareilly a 

similar attiliiUc was displayed by the Collector of that 

place, and here we draw the attention of our readers to 
a letter seiitby '‘Things as they happened” which appears 
in another place. The'Hiudus and the Musalmans there 
JiHil agreed upon a programme for Dasebra and Moharrum 
nrocoBsiousby which the Hindus agreed to hold their Bam- 
lilb on Ihellth, instead of on the 9th of Moharrum. The 
programuie was «greed upon by the ohosen representa¬ 
tives of tbe two communities, but the District Magistrate 
did not see bis way to confirm it, and for reasons, which 
lie alone can know, practically induced the ignorant 
lliTidu mob to apply for the enforcement of tho nro- 
graiiimc prepared by him which was'honud to result in 
ail unfortunate oollibion between the two communities. 
'I’he Musalmans therefore gave up the celebration of 
lln> Moliarrnm, but Ibe attitude of the District Magistrate 
i»!raaiii6 inscrutable. The behaviour of the Deputy 
Comraissioner of Delhi is no less inexplicable. He also 
uifu.sed to give effect to the joint agreement of the 
Hindus and the Musalmans and although the Musal- 
maiu. had no objection, refused permission to the 
Hindus to take their procession by a certain road, and 
when tlie Hindus went ou a strike as a protest against 
tlwi uiijiiot refusal, rattled the symbols of British might 
III the form of field artillery and machine-guns down the 
s-treets ot Delhi, perhaps .just to supply ibe opponents 
of Home Buie with an argnment.

The best of lh"m nre tho;,c wliich 
oontain extracts from (he shi*ewd <ind rousing speacbes 
of tbs Premier; and that which embodies Mr. Geraisl ’a 
astonishing account of Bcthmiinn Hollweg's pencr 
terms of last spring is genuinely vnlnable. But fni the 
most part these leanots deal too much in the hasty, 
violent, and obvious argnmeiila that wav (lung about 
on the declaration of war, and hke too little aceount 
of the far-reaching cuiiositics and criticisms iv-hich 
throe years of war have aiousCcJ in moat of the people 
to w'hom they arc addressed. For tho6i> who nre 
heartened by denunctalious of (.be Kaiser and grim lists 
of German atj'oeitie.o they proA ide generous fiirc, hut 
one had expected from a Wu’' Aims Committee so 
wsigiitily cousUtulerl somelldug ;i little more intelligent 
and elTective than IhU clumsy kind of bludgmu-work 
Us purpose is to encourage, ndighten, and lou'Jsurc 
the people, and to this end ilic tJomn'iltcc woiiM do 
well to I'Ccoguise, for instance, that inucli m' th>- di^scn 
Sion which impedes uulionai I'ffcrt is due to a wide¬ 
spread feeUng that civil libertif.', have betu undci-iniced 
to a degree thst even war doea rot make loccssary, rmd 
that there are in this oounti^ tho makiogn of a mili¬ 
tarism not less definite and dr<nitons than ihat which 
IB copdemned in Germany This and similar liiiA,< Qf 
thonikht arc the factors inuatinnsldisunii u that matter. 
They w ill not be diApolled by tirades against T-boat' 
piraey., on whic^ ail are already agreed. But It is 
hardly fair to judge the work of tho Oominittee by its 
first publiiiatious. Doubll'‘.<i8 in its later work it will 
ceBBO prrat’hiTig to the com erted and tackle some of 
the dimcnlties uat breed the real laggard in war cilort.

8im(iUat.eous1y with the attempt to create a panic in 
England over the release of Mrs. Besaut, a campaign 
was launched wilh the object of limiting Mr. Montagu’s 
l>ower.i in India We deal in an editorial article with 
Uie general aspects of the matter; it, therefore, only 
rem.niiih to ns to expi'csR onr approval of the action 
Ilf Kir Knbramaniiiin Iyer, in cabling to the Prime 
Mill. I protest against the intrigues of the Anglo- 
liidi .' (ojuiiinnity to reduce Mr. Montagu’s powers, and 
thus render his mission a failure. It indeed must 
have been extremely jiainfnl to Kir Kubramanium to 
bring the mfutcr to tho notice of Mr. Lloyd George, 
faced as ]i ‘ now is witli one of the gravest problems of 
the war. Put the Premier will recognise the necesity,

Ills lordslup bnt ri'deratsd in the limited 
vocabulary of bia nbuse, the blackest of Uib lies he 
has sought to spread in England, with snch ill- 
veiled maliguily, ever since a olianged angle 
of vision pnuuised tbe falfilmeid of Iho pledge 
of half a centurjr. Mr. Shorrocks’ proposition tut no 
elective body in India should be aranted power 
over the purse, le.adb like a paw of Galen in a modem 
class-room for the otndy or ^atomy. As for Com- 
niiseiouer Booth Tucker, it is onlv necessary to say 
that it will be far better for the Sahation Army, 
if ho kept aloof from politics, and that it will bo 
yeoman service in the cause of Indian reform, if he will 
entertain his oountiymeu at Inmie by his ohildish 
impieasions of the methods of odminiatration in this 
country. To Lord Harris, Mrs. Besant is an ''unmiti¬ 
gated iiuisaucc.'' Absolutely. Mrs. Besant will require

The 
Kaiser's loyalty to hi., clansmen is shown by appointing 
(hem to all possible aud impossible posts in the army, 
navy, and Oirii Bervioe. The Juiikera' loyslty to the 
Utiser consists in sticking to the Hohenzollerns through 
tbi^ and thin. “ The Kaiser -may he be always right, 
but the Kaiser right or wrong,” would be the German 
version of a famous Amenoan sentiment. The parnllel 
might be carried farther. In the preset war the 
Highb^brs have expressed the old, fierce joy in fight¬ 
ing. “ Ifti non I it w.'s grand to see them go over Ihe 
top—ten thpnsaad of them, and not a man flinching,” 
ffiia ffighlaflder to the writer, spcakiiig of the 
Battle of,Arras. The Keltic temper lu battle ia well 
illustrated by the story of the Scot who found himself 
In an satiwuW when there was a rpw ^ing f.n. Ho 
turned to the propriejtor with the inquiry : “ Is thia 
a private flgh^ or oau anyone join ioT ” That is the

What Are Things roming: to! 

Never since the ilark days when the infidel hordes 
of Central Asia were laying their rapacious hands on 
tho sacred city of Baghdad, and reducing the accnmnl- 
ated wisdom of Muslim aage.s to ashes or when, over- 
whelnicd with ennfusion and innbility, the mighty fabric 
of tho groat Muslim Empire in this country was falling 
to pieces and being relegated to the limbo of tho Past 
have the Indian Musalmans been faced with a 
greater and graver problem than the oiio before 
them to-day. The community stands on the 
threshold of a new era which promises vital 
ohangns in the n<1mini.stration of the country, 
bonud to have far reaching effects uii its future and 
the future of the entarc human*race; and yet, very few 
amongst us realise to the full the momentous nature of 
the situation and their responsibilities on the occasion. 
If there can be any tine, this is the lime, when there is 
an absolute and urgent need for unity of mind, 
unity of effort, comnion counsel and cooperation. The 
dilliculties w« are already fact'd with are in themselves 
too numerous and too formidable to permit any fresh 
additions to them. It will require the most vigilant 
care and all the experience and foresight the Mnsal- 
mans possess to solve the problems called into existence 
by tho new developments. The task would have been 
an extrcmelv difficnlt one even bad the Mnsalmana been 
firnily united an-j free from otlier distracting embarrass¬ 
ments, but With the dciilorable centrifugal tendencies 
generated in certain quarters, it may become absolutely 
hopeless. Is it posniblL t^' study all the aspects of ^a 
problem carofnlly and coolk and bring to bear upon 
tlieni that concentration of thought and clear ,iudg- 
ment, w'hich arc ossenlinl if the iniereita of the 
community are to he protected, when people refuse to 
sit together and co operate? The first indispensable 
condition for any kind of motion is that all the force 
arid energy should be applied in one direction, and that 
the right direction. If that is not done and every one 
follows bis own course, ilieresult will be somethi^ like 
a number of uorser pulling a carriage, each in a different 
direction They may riiek tiioir musolcs and break 
the carriage into fragments but they cannot move the 
carriage as a whole It is with communal movements 
as with horses and carriages The laws of nature are of 
gi ncral (.pplication, and there can be no flying away 
from them. If the aim of ull the iiurties amongst tho 
Musalman is to serve the iiitci'ests of their community 
we do not see why it should not be possible for 
them to unite thoir efforts, and, by >i free, and frank 
exchange of thoughts and cool and dis-passionate dis- 
cnssioii, arrive at one dpci.sion regarding their aims and 
methods, and then devote all their onorgies to the 
attciiimont of one goal. For men moved by honesty of 
purpose and sincerity of thought, it is always possible. 
To those, who are not believers ill these virtues, 
these words are not addressed. 

Wo have followed with extreme [tain and anxiety 
tho succumbing of some of our co-religiouisls to the 
inAucnces of interested liudies, and the oonaequent 
attempts to create fresh organisations and associations 
to voiofc the feelings of the Musalmans of India. We 
would be the last to advocate a suppression of tho 
National Will. On (he coiiirary, it is our firm and 
UDsbakablc belief, which we have always unhesitating¬ 
ly expressed, that the National Will shonld be the final 
arbiter in every case, the political suvcr<.ngD of tho 
community, and no individual or group uf individuals, 
howsoever highly placed, should be penuitted to 
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override if. T^hoy liavo no doubt as much right as 
anyluidy p1.sc to place llicir views before their com¬ 
munity iiiid will people to their nicle, but the final ver- 
dictinuht always be given by the puliticnl .<:overeign, the 
^^^lional AVill. But while we affirm this, we also main¬ 
tain that nothing cun ever be c\pri>.si-eil in the anarchic 
and eluioUc fu.><Iiion in whicji it i.s sought to tic done 
noa'. After all, the world bus not been all 

along in the wrong in attaching importance to 
order and organiHatiou. Ibid ihercbccDno political 
organisation ol the Muriulniatr of India, wc could have 
understood these wild attt;iipts to sow every nook and 
cranny of the country with ''All-rndia” .Muslim orga¬ 
nisations. But when Ihon; does enist a recognised 
political body of tlu' .Mnsulinans U4 old as the political 
connc.ionsn<>H nmongat them, we confe.ss we do fail to 
discern uny jiistiflc^tion for this rank growth of 
ue,r/»ciationfl, wJiethcr '* intended to be pcrinunCTit or 
tuniporary. Does the All-India Muslim League close 
its door to those who do not hold some particular set 
of views f According Io its rule, eyerj'adult member 
of the Muslim coinmninfy can clniin Inn membci'Hhip 
of the League as of right iiud go and' express liis 
views from its plutrorin, niid we do not think that there 
bus hc'-n any change in lliein. If in .-ipite of Ibis, people 
lit) not join the League,and sit instead at home and com¬ 
plain llmtit does nut represent their views, it is most oer- 
tuinly llieir ownfuult and I hey have no right to grum¬ 
ble. * 'I'ho opinion of the 1 .eugue is the opinion of its 
members, for itn opinions are. not dropped from heaven 
into its ofTice They are made on every question by a 
majoiity of Us inembers after deliberalion and dis- 
CUNsiou.' We do not siiy that they urc infallible, bat 
they are the ilecisioiis of the majority and tho 
minority must loyally aliile by Iheiti. Without this, 
it will bo impossible to work. If is however open to 
everybody to seeiirn a majority amongst the mouibers, 
cither by'briiiging in new iivmbers of his persuasion 
or by coiivineing the nmjority of the "oireclnefc.s of 
hb views. We do not hoM any onof for the Mnsliai 
League, nor have wc any inlcnlion to defend its t, orl 
coraiaga and ini’-tak*"-. (nir readers cannot have 
forgotten the masterly articles wnlten on the 
rcorganwalion of the l/ertguo liy the lato lamented 
foniider of thi^ journal, the imtiiuely and ssu Ions of 
whoso brilliawt pen the emintry and the eommunity 
are bolli keonly feeling lo-dnj. Torbaps uo one has 
sostiwgly anduiispariua y critieised the authorities 
of iho League as he dhl, but all that was done with the 
object of telormiiig it and nut with the intention of 
disowning or putting an end fo it. The League, as at 
present cuiistitnted and stsITsd. la loo slow to move, a 
little out of touch with tho progressive school of the 
Mu.'*ttlmaus uiH in an nrgpiiT invd of refoim on that 
account:.

for those who deliberately aoerifice tho intereste of ^ 
community for their personal gains or to win official ' 
plca.iiiro. Nor does the eommnnity pay moch attention to 
their political pyrotehnice, if it can recognise their fea¬ 
tures. But the dauMr comes in when, by their ingenious 
and unscrupulous distortiou and mis-representation of 
facts they try to warp the judgment of tho unsn^ieeting, 
well-intentioned bom-fide well wisher of the oonunnnity. 
Against that we have to guard onrselvoe. No amount 
of mischievous attempts on the part of_ these disre¬ 
putable and discredited spirits can bring down the 
All-India Muslim Lougue from its established position 
SB the representative political body of the Muslim 
community, and we frankly declare for the informa¬ 
tion of those wLo are pulling the wires behind the 
mirtain that these tactics and weapons belong (o the 
Btono Age of Indian politics. These forces would not 
have ventured to come out of the obscurity and the 
darkness whioh skeltered them, had the two personali¬ 
ties who alone can fopresent the Muslim interests and 
command the implicit eon/idenoo of tho community at 
this juncture been free to guide Muslim public opinion 
But tho Sphynx of the GovenUnont sits silent over the 
complaiuts and protests of an outraged oominnnity, even 
when the iuuoconce of the ^vo brothers is convincingly 
e.stahlished All the thinking minds of the Muealmans 
arc indiscrimiiiately thrown into an nnmerited intera¬ 
ment, and the community is without a guiding head at 
this critical juncture with tho result that we are fooed 
with this pathetic tragedy of crosa-parposes to-day. We 
are glad tliat, though late in ue day, the auUiorities of 
the League have grasped the situation and have taken 
mcaiUiies to counter act the mischievous attempts at 
disrnptiou. They have called a meeting of the 
Mnsalmaus, representative of all the views, to bo held 
on thn 14th November, and we trust that all those who 
aro invited will atterid it and place their views before 
the meeting. 


The Topsy-Turvydoiii of Politics. 

The failure of the Anglo-Indian commauity to 
appreciate the lendeucica of the present ago and to 
appraise-the cooditions under which they hve, has an 
instructive, if a painful, lesson to the student of 
the human mind. That their attitude of tmeom- 
promising hostiUty towards their Indian fellow-men is 
only exposing I hem to a disappointment that must, in the 
fnturc, only cloud their rccoltec.ious and deprive them 
of a Bolaeo, bo)'on.d comparison more valuable than the 
asimranoeB of material proOt, on which their gase is 
now transfixed, namely, the gratimdo and sympathy of 
a great {leoplc, notorious for its generous recogni¬ 
tion of services rendered and obligsrions bonontably, 
fulfilled, appears utterly to have failed to bnpreec the' 
chauvinistic and calcnlating egotism of this ayoifo^ 
oommarcial community. It matters- liUle to them 
whether the demands of three hundred ' aud fifteen 
millions of Bicir fcUow-oitizenB he jnst or not. Vbay 
are here to rulo; it is tho peculiar privilege oflndiaiu 
to be ruled. That Indiana should nil tiie highest ai4' 
uuuUtrativo appoint^nts, is to offend their senee m 
superiori^; that Indians should he in thn major^ in 
the Civil Service, is to force them into contact witlfmes 
and methode from which they insfinetively shrink;

country as a whole, is to oomM them to egrrender the 
pleasnr^s of the table ok theraeatre to the study and 
duMUBsioil of politics and the dcfenos of pi^vilagw |S 
uncalled for ns they s^ a(preealils tp the ferlpnnie few 
who enjoy thsok If U demoenu^, unvitihtcdilod dutniu- 

K ired by the setiuoUhiiB of powey.nnd privilnfs the 
ast» in a mornanVof haj^y im^ation; 
wiadepb daien to oall to asnumit fu .ohigu^y, wh^ 
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pwilion springa from its bosom, the ^nlful child is 
a^st at the TuenesB of its parent Who are these 
iMiana—f^e Indian agitalois! What rights have 
meygot! Wherein comes the need to recogiuse them* 
How monstrons to introdnoo a change! What especial 
foUy lo do it in the midst of a struggle for freedom, 
when soldiers fight in muddy or dusty plains, and 
eivilisus luxuriate on hill tops; when contentious topics 
are taboo, but anathemas against Home Buie are uot 
in abeyance} 

To read the ebullitions of the Anglo-Indian Press, U 
to nt the impression that Indians ^ve neither personal 
ri|^ts, nor national and imperial olaims. That they are 
the eons of the soil, that their stake iu the oounlry 
transoeods beyond ^ comparison, in value aud in per¬ 
manence, the finctUBting fortunes of the British com¬ 
mercial oommunity, that their burdens are infinitely 
greater aud infinitely} more necessary for the 
safety and welfare of the country than any their 
European fellow-citizens have borne, will bear or cun 
bear—these are elrcumstances, as cheerfully ignored as 
if they did not exist. It is sufficient that an egregionsly 
over-paid bnreosucracy should maintain, almost 
entirmy by the aid of Indian agency in the really 
operative branches of the ai^inistralion, law, order 
and the collection and distribution of the rovenne 
This is all that Indiaus may demand. Fellowship and 
citizenship ere fine words and lend themselves most 
gracefidly to adorn the phraseology suited to great 
occasions, when the Bights of Mon, unkindly assort them¬ 
selves through the shuffling sophist' io'^ that ordnarily 
gidl a confiding public, eveh as the rays of the noonday 
sun penetrate the tinted gluss that seeks to blind 
the eye to its existence, aud claim to be mentioned 
But let the Beeording Angel of Political Premises call 
for their fulfilment, let the force of inscrutable and 
enigmatic drcuaiNtarrcs present the possibility of their 
rcaliBalion, then, the alarm-bell i rung, the Bights 
of Utan arc bmsbed aside as if they acio obstacles on 
the glacis of a fort, with but tiicir rums to tempt thi; 
foe,like concealed piU, and uu the naked ramparts is 
hoisted the banner of defiance.

That is the attitude of Bureaucracy. It is the conceit 
bf eocksurcnesa, the seuso of infallibility that overtakes 
the afitoAtat, CttUBres gseapfi the ^eaft^ng glcuoe 


of public criticism, aud whose mediocrity is uclebrated - 
as superior talent m thr adulations of those accustomed 
to tremble at his frown. It is also the pompous pone of 
those who, gliding into a pUivc, as unexpeclod as wel¬ 
come, exuberate iu its enjoyments, end iu the full tide of 
prosperity forget that they iim wattl'd by au aeoidcntal, 
—uye,^ an anificial, uprising of the wutors to that 
elevation, and arc conicut to believe, tlinl uatnrc will 
concede to them a iierioil of pomunenco that cannot be 
thp.ir.s 1’ho heir of a fortune, dcei'jitivo of its limitations, 
cannot be convinced that it is belter by fur tu pass 
his days in tbc easy aud regular cii,iuyaieiit of o 
moderate income, rather than to feed fast on the whole, 
and sacrifice to the glamour of one riotous day the 
happiness and security of :i lifctlnie, ,^o it is with the 
privileged classes lu India. Bn ther than drop grace¬ 
fully from a pedestal that must eventually be levelled 
down,and mingle gladly on terms of equality with their 
Indian fpllov -citizens, in the pursuit of now ideals, in 
the search for finm fi,ilds and richer pastures, they 
would still cling to it, though It be auabuormalcrcatiou, 
raised to meet the difficulties of a moment and not to 
fulfil the requirements of all time. History is but the 
scrap-hoiip of rejected cxpericnci's. Even the insight 
of genius loses its penetration on the dazzling 
pinnacle of personal glory, and the simple losson of 
the past fails to illuuiiuiate the mind that no problem 
can confound, .no perplexity can bewilder. "The 
proper stndy of mankind is mar.” but the enthusiastic 
searcher after a hero finds one only to discover his 
faults, and thni pas-ses m long icview a whole array of 
great characters, until hope has followed hope to the 
grave, and despondency nark and ileep overwhelms all 
confidence in the ’'uliire. 

What would you do ? The proffered band of fellow¬ 
ship and friendship in refused. The spirit of the 
past struggles apaieel th>' realities of the present. The 
jealousy of privilege oveiooines tiie du'iltes of justice 
and the counsels of prudence Thus, it is that the w'hole 
European commuint</ courted a snub in order to gratify 
a wounded vanity, and now strives lo maintain a 
political inflnonce, wbosii thunder has lost its terrors 
and only expo^es tbe hollowness that gave it its 
peculiar reverberations, by the arts of the scribbler 
and the Insinimtious of the gossip. But us the 
huotsmau, so the prey. No loi'ger docs the challenge 
go forth to a cab.Lntl, wielding tbu weapons of a great 
empire at war, no longer ih the laurel promised to tbe 
proud ooiiQueror of parliamentary giants. Not even 
the downfell of a mi.iistor is the vision that tempts the 
ambition of the during warrior, it is sufficient that 
ho should put him on his guard; that he should 
forbid him to speak words that muy offend ears, 
condescendingly }iruricut for once; that he sbonld 
compel him to follow not an independent path, but 
the faithful shadow of an ambulatory monitor, 
nu bettor and no worse than lie, and Hint the would- 
be reformer should kecit close oonip<Any with the 
rockles.s releasor of ‘'unmitigated nuisances.” ^Vhat 
upicture of political puerility! Accomplices generally 
share the fate of their ]< -incipuls. Bui u Viceroy may, 
cooperate with a Secretary of State in committing a 
blunder of the first magnitude, and yet be charged with 
the rosponsibity of curbing those very tendencies which 
obtained offoetivc expreiision through bis aid. The 
guilty instigator of the libcratiou of three guilty 
political agitators is cominitlod lo the care of tbc guilty 
perpetrator of the perlidioii', betrayal of the public 
poHce and the prestige of power! A panegyric 
on & victim of iiuhhc indiguatiou fulls us oil 
alike on both, aud Ine uniiointed head of the one 
strikes Ihc eye a'- forcihiy as the calmed waters 
of the other.

The ProfpreoB ot the War. 

The retreat of the ItuhnoH from the eastern bauk of 
the Isonzo to the western bank of the Tagliamcnto must 
be looked upon ns one of thn most unfortunate episodes 
of the war. Eroin the latest nows to baud, it would 
HCom that II farther retireinent is necessary and pro¬ 
bably in process of being carried out. This is bad 
news, but we must bu jirepared to receive such intelli¬ 
gence from the Italiaa h'ront for sometime yet. Uur 
allies havu snstuined u serious di.sneter, which cannot 
bo repaired in a hurry. It has beou mentioned that in 
their retreat thn Kalians arc fulling back on stronger 
lines. That may bo so, though wo do not think any¬ 
thing could have been stronger than the line that tiioy 
held during the two and a ha|f ;years of war; but the 
main strength of n position lies in the muii who man it 
Now, we know, ns indeed wo would liavcexpcctcd, that in 
their preuipitato retreat from the Alp.s the lUliau armies 
werellirown into great coafusion, and that that confusion 
IwB not yet been conquered. Again, we liavr boon 

K ivon more tluiii a hint ihai ihc spiiil of the ainues 
as boon luinpereil with 'I'hi'^ is something we did 
not anticipate, bnt wo Had I'o ditSculiy in explaining it 
If there is one Ihing that weakens ijic moral of an 
army, it is disappointment, and to the Italians, tlie vrar 
has so far been very disapnoiuluig. No armr in the 
same sitnalion woitkl have faded to notice that it was 
making extremely slow (irogrobs loueids the attainment 
of its goBb The enemy l>a.^ exploited this rircumstauoc

That the cumulative effect of all tbese loHnences 
should have bad such 'i rosiiit us bus been produced, is 
natural, but it wns not inevitable, and the matter la one 
for inquiry. Faced, how.3ver, now with the altcruatlvo 
of lightiag vigorouslv or surrcndci mg the fairest pro- 
vinosa to deatructiou uy the foe, a strengthening of the 
war smrit of the Italian troops uiby be looked forward 
to. The arrival of Britisl. and l'''reuoh contlugcDts mnst 
have H vuv) wholesome affect. ’11^ oner^ a^ prompU 
ness with which tliataid has been .sent i.s moat impres- 
Hiye. But the assistance General Codarno ia receiving 
will uot av.nil liiin, unless h*. rc-orgiiiu^a his forces. 
To retreat and ro orgur.ist*, simnUanoonsIy, is no simple 
thing, espcH’udlv lo the Ltalians. Their retirement to 
tho TagUauiento ivas not the retirement of a mobUo 
form in a war of luaiioouvro, uor was it a premeditated 
and pre-organibcil withdrawal, without enemy preasuve^ 
such ns the Britislt executed iu QalUpoU or tho 
Germ ans on Ihg Somme. It was a Keritqple holt fqjr 


safety, in as orderly a manner a8poBaible,mtTiiig what 
guns and supplies were readily uanaferable. Wo are 
told that munitions depots ha d to be destroyed, may 

well assume that depots with sunpIieB of all kinds were 
equally unhesitatingly oommitted to tiie flumes. New 
Bupplies mast now be atoned at new baaea, the lost 
must be made good, the casualties filled up, and, above 
all, a siego army eonyerted into an army of manoeuvre. 

It Pow transpires that by a surprisingly rapid mareJi 
klackensen cut off the retreat of lar^ maesea of 
Italian troops, and that the prisoners in enemy handa 
arc considerable. In the opinion of Colonel Bepington, 
the losses in this way have been so heavy toat tiie 
balance of power is now very much in favour of the 
euemy.

stated that the oountry behind this river ifi intersected 
with rivers and canals, and is, thenfore, certain to hamper 
the enemy’s advance. Thatistrae, but it is also a handi¬ 
cap to the Italians,—recall the difficnlties they «z> 

K crioncod iu crossing the Tagliamento with only throe 
ridges ; and wc must warn the reader against atimh- 
ing too much importanee to this cucumstanee. It is 
worth remembering that In his "drive” through Galicia 
Mackenson attempted, but foiled, to outflank the 
Russians on the right, when they fell bock on the line 
ot the River Baun, just as he is now trying to outflank 
tho Italiaas ou tho left of their position on the Taflia- 
mouto. Tho obieot of this stroke obviously is to round 
up General Caaorna’s forces before the arrival of 
ri'infurcemenls in Italy from Franco and Great Britain. 

It is, therefore, General Cadorna’s duty to play a waiting 
game, and bo will, for this purpose, hesitate at no 
sanrifiru.

That is Bu absurd idea, and if the enemy succumbs 
toils fascuiations, it will be a piece of rare Inok for the 
Allies. But it does one iio good to aiiprehend io;po-i'

of the war, in which the Allies cun have e.onlidenco, it 
is tho Western Front. 

Though the ohuoees of tho Germans transierring 
their troops from th« Bust to the W'ost for offensive 
operations just now is cxtrciiudy remote, there is good 
reason to believe that the Turks will Inke advantage 
of the lassitude of tho Russians to shift the majoiil> 
of their forces to Mesopotamia.

If there 
is one thing ilial must strike Mr. Montagu more? than 
anytbiug else, though perhajis in liib short visiL he 
will not be able to appreointe the full extent of the nvil 
—it moat assuredly la the gross iiifciualily of rignts, 
priydegee and opportunities. Thi.s is the root of half 
m evils in this ctmntry, and the ferhle soil on which 
racial antipathies appi’.nr and (lourisli. U must bn 
removed, as the drat step iu the devTlopm' nt of res- 
. poniible government, for before the variou.s commuui- 
•itee can cooperate, they must all be given an cijiiel 
etatus. We have heard a great deni during the past 
few monlhs of the interebis of minorities.

way existed in every eonulry that awaited the 
derelopmeitt of reeponaiblo goverument. They are the 
privileges which Acts of Parliament havo swept into 
the limbo of tbs past in England, amioat the 
joyous ahoots and entiiosiastic noelainatioDs of *'tho 
people." We will make no effort to ooncfcul the fact 
that directly the Joint Stebemc of the Congress and the 
Leagne comes into operalion-<-ni wo demand ond 
Gonfldontly expect—all these Brabmanlcal privileges 
will bo removed. No other courso of action is possible. 
Wo can aasuro Mr. Montagu and the War Cabinet in 
England thatonoe Uiesu onjust and artiflcial regulations, 
prejudicial to the rcaliy eBicieut administration of the 
country arc reotovcil, minorities in India will be as 
safe as they are in England. It is the educated classes 
of India against whom dijiso conditions operate most 
harshly, and having acquired the democratic fervour 
of the West, they can brook them no longer. The other 
radical defect of the state of things in India is the 
absolute immunity of the Bnreanuracy from popular 
conlroL That defect must bo complefely eraalGaUd, 
and that can be done only by the introductions of the 
reforms put forward by tne Congress and the League, 
after as patient, as thorough aud as honest a consulta- 
tlon of popular opinion as any bcbeme of reform put 
forward in any country has ever enjoyed.

^ ' That the Bussians are sick of the war is a proposition

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purposes. These 
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gittdedfanatio is likely to arise from his second pro¬ 
position, namely, thot the estates of toe landlords 
shoujd be ooufleeated and given over to toe peaeonts. 
In all revolutions, toe seizure of the land of the privi¬ 
leged elaseee, under the previona conditions, has been 
underlaken in their earliest stages, and the “land' 
hnngeT”oftoe Slav peasant is by no means unique 
or unintelligible. The uecessity for industrial reorgani¬ 
sation mast be becoming increasingly manifest to the 
Bussian workers, the majority of whom are sufFering 
from the closing down of toe factories, ip consequence 
of exceseive demaiida on toe part of tbo workers. 

M. Kerensky, on the other band, Is endeavouring to 
regulate the revolutionary enlbusiasm of the country. 
He requires the people, firstly, to assure the safety of 
toe oountry and its new-won liberty by crushing its 
greatest foe—Germany {secondly, he desires them to 
proceed Immediately with the evolution of order in the 
country and discipline in toe fighting forces, and to 
work strenuously in the factories and the fields; 
thirdly, bo begs them to hold over for a 
more convenient opportunity, and until at least the 
Constinuent Assembly meets, tbo settlement of the 
great question of toe land. This is not a programme 
that can make such an appeal as Lenin’s to the masses. 
The virtues of saorifieo, moderation and patience do not 
appeal to revolutionaries, and everyone, who is in the least 
acquainted with the history of popular movements the 
world over end who has followed events iu Bussis this 
year, can easily guess toe reception M. Kerensky’s pro¬ 
posals has received from the majority of the maesea, 
that is, the least thinking portion of the whole people. TIFe 
shalt see him triumph ouly when the people learn from 
experience the profound wisdom of his views and the 
neceesity of carrying them into effect. Hitherto, M. 
Kerensky has been fitting an np-hill battle. He has 
not succeeded. Indeed, we etuiid nt the present 
moment on toe eve of the possible triumph of the very 
parlies ho has been so courageously and tcnsoionsly 
combating,—the advocates of peace, and oven of a 
separate peace.

The conflict in Russia at the present moment is a 
duel between M. Kerensky and M. Lenin. It is (be 
veiy common failing of those who have either not read, 
or fflismd, history to fail to recognise anything but 
baco and sordid motivss in tbcir opponents. To 
inch people, M. Lenin is only a paid German agent, a 
traitoX, working not for bis country’s n^ift, but for 
Bggrau^ng himself and a foreign foe. The teacbbigs 
ofhutory-—and we will make no apology for appeading 
to that arbitor m diBoussing Bussian affairs to-day— 
is against accepting the belief that a hireling should 
imiintmin such popularity as Leniu clearly enjoys.

have failed to detect the defect in the small-arms 
mnmtiona sent for the use of IheAmtriean army in 
Europe. The “Outlook” of the 19lh September writiog 
ou the subject says “ It has been ofllcially admitted 
that ^piozimately one-third of the small-arms am¬ 
munition supplied to the United States Expeditionary 
Force bad defective primers. The primer in a shell is the 
vital if diminutive pinch of chemicals which,'when struck 
by ^e firing-pin of the picoe, explodes and causes tlio 
ignition of the main powder cliari^c. It appears that 
the failure of these primers w&i caused by tbo in¬ 
clusion of a small percentage of bromide in tlio 
primiug material used in the raaeufacture of a largo 
number of earh'idges at the P'l-aukford Arsenal. Tliis 
bromide acted as a deteriorating agent which in time 
destroyed the primers, even though it was present 
in too small a quantity to bo detected by the uispectors 
at the time of manufacture. A remedy for such a 
mistake should not be hard to find. It j.i fortunate 
not only that the defective ammunition was discovered 
before occasion demanded Us use iu battle, but also 
that the (^verument haa frankly avowed the 
misfortunoa T.he danger, as the “ Army and Navy 
Journal ” points out, in such an accident lies not 
only in the pnseiblc loss of oilerisive power and in 
the peril to individual soliliors fruui the delayed ex¬ 
plosion of cartridges, but In th:i injury whicli may 
arise to the couflticncp c*^poaei1 by the Nation in the 
A^ar Department In the present iiiftfiiice iheie is 
COttainly no reason for loss of confidmce.

Notociy can say what the exact distribution of seats will 
be bat approximately it will come to that number. 
It we dranct these eighteen from eighty the mem¬ 
ber of seats left to the undns is sixty-two as against 
the seventy Mnslim and nominated members. And if 
these eighteen ore added to the seventy Muslim and 
nominated members the fignres are eighty-eight against 
eizty^two. Then the Mnaalmana have two other elec¬ 
torates open to them. They can be returned by the 
Landholders and the Indian Comroereial communitces. 

On our part we maintain that the proviso is sufll- 
cient to protect the interests of the Musalmans but the 
fibres which wc have given should to sufifieient to con- 
vmcc even (he most sceptic of the holders of the contrary 
views. The demand for dty per cent, under the eirenm- 
stanoes, is most absurd. If every minoritv wero to 
demand .50 per cent, members to protect its interest 
the whole thug wUl become impracticable and ridiculous. 
By all means let ua provide safeguards for our interests 
but where is the sense in the demand (hat the Hindus 
shonld have less seats in the counoil than ourselves 
because they beppeu to to in a majorily ni the country I 
And yet this is what will aotuallv happen if MusalmRiis 
are nven 50 per cent, seats in the Council. But them 
woula be some consisiency, it nut sen^e, if the principle 
were maintained hi each case. The liO per cent, parly, 

- as the Uon. Syed Basil Alt pointed out in his speech at 
the meeting on the 14Ui, do not stick to it when they, 
come to provinces where they am in the majority. In 
' Bmigal and-the Punjab they demand representation on 
a Bumoricai bnsiel Let Ibniu grant, the same righi, 
which they claim in other provirces, to the Ilii'das in 
the Punjab and Bengal. 

This brings us to tiie Prorincial councils. Wo arc 
told that the Moraltaans will be in a hopeless minority 
,in the 0. P., llchar and Bombay conticjls. Now 
if the Joint Beform Scheme demandii aie granted 
there will to, oae hundred and t'W'eiit>''riyo members iu 
all these councile. Out of these on« hundred and twenly- 
fiv«, will be nominated by the (lovernmeutand out of 
jto rcmainUig ode handr») flie Musalmans shall have 
thirty in the United Frovincee thirty three in Bombay 
and twenty live in Bohar. The proviso is applic¬ 
able in the oaee.of these Councils also but we (thnll see 
how far the Muaalnan memtors will be in a hopeless 
minority even if the nominated members side with 
them on any question. Take the case of the United 
.Provinees first, Tfie Mnsalman members combined 
yritk the nominated members occupy fifty seats in the 
eounciL The ^ rexuaining seats will be distributed 
amoofliat the representatives of the Universities, Indian 
PhristiaB^' the liocal boards, the Conunercial com- 
munftiesb the Landholders, the Taluqsdars, and the 
AuglO'Indians. If we pat the number of these repre¬ 
sentatives at even twenty the number of remeiniug 
jeefa drops to fifty only. Then the Musalmans will

The same applies to Bombay with greater force 
because _ the ^ numln'r of Mnslim representatives 
there is tbirty-tbrcc. Even iu the case of 
Behar the Musalmans and the nominated members 
will divide fifty seals between themselves which 
added to the representatives of other electorates, 
putting them at twenty, will raise that number to 
seventy as against fifty-five Hindu .members. Onr 
readers can work out the figure.s for Madras and C. P. 
themselves We do not mainlain that the nominated 
members will always vote with llio Musalmans. Nor 
will it be compatible with the dignity and self-respect 
of the Mnsaliniins to contract an unholy allinnco with 
the nominated members. They can effectively protect 
their interests by the provi-o. We have worked out 
these figures only to show that tho fears of a negligible 
minority arc n mere chimera and n delusion and we 
hope that they will servo their purpopi^. Tho business 
in the Council will be ccndnclod in a spirit of amity and 
concord and the questions affecting the particular 
interests of any community will not arise frequently and 
even wlien they do arise, there is no jusiification to 
believe that they will bo dealt with iu a spirit of 
hostility. 

The Deputations to Mr. Montana. 

The reception of deputations by Mr. Montagu and 
Lord Chelmsford commenced on the ifith inst, and several 
public bodies and others have olready submitted their 
addresses, Mr. Montagu has also conferred with some 
“selected representatives,” and there can be no question 
of his not prooocdiug speedily with the task before 
him. We feel ourselves bound to join in the protests 
made in the Nationalist Press against the proccunro on 
these oooasioDS. It would seem that the deputations 
are received col by Mr. Montagu but by the Viceroy, 
though we wore clearly told that they would do so jointly. 
Pre.simiably it is as a "we.'ik concession” to the J'noisy 
olamour” of tho Anglo-Indian community, that Mr. 
Montagu has been muzzled and is forbiduen from so 
miTcli ns thanking the d'‘putationn. What is of more 
practical value is that Mr. Montagu has not taken ad¬ 
vantage of tbs opporlnuity to .icquaint himself, by oven 
a fewscarchingqiiepliouSjOf ULOGUaractorof these depu¬ 
tations , their claims to be representative and the mental 
attitude and abilities of their members, thus gathering 
a first liaudimprcsbioii of the amountof respect which is 
to be attaclieil to tho recommendations they make. 
.We are quite aware that the Government of India have 

S ubliciy antiounoed their anxiety to oonservo Mr. 

lonUgu's lime, and that the procedure adopted is 
eminently well suited to securing that result. But willing 
ns we arc to expedite tho progrOss of Mr. Montagn’a 
inqni-y, we must refuse to agree to an imporfect one. 
The main objective is to make not a quick but a com¬ 
prehensive, iLorough and final investigation. II would, 
wc think, therefore, be more in the pifnlic interest, 
if Mr. Montagu spent a few minutes lu interrogatlDg 
oven some of the members of each deputation, 
and wo trust that the criticisms levelled at tho 
pieaent procedure will not be without effect. 
Ancthp.r poin!, on which «o feel bound to express 
ourselves strongly, is the lack of publicity in the pro¬ 
ceedings. This was guaranteed us iu the aanonnee- 
ment of August 20th, and hitherto there has been no 
iodicatiobii ofbow that pledge is going to be fulfilled. 
At tbe present moment, wc havo not been given, in 
at least one case, even a anmmary of the address 
presented. Why shonld the Associated Press be left 
to decide what should, and what should not,be divulged 
to the public) Wc are curious, for instance, to know wdiat 
Mr. Shall has had to say in application of ilio three 
fundamental ” principles he laid down iu his spee^. 
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Tbo QoTorDOicht*^t>f India iiave been futnUhcd with 
advance copioe of the addresses, and wo tbink tliat 
on tbo day fullowing thoir public acceptance, theyr 
should have been published in Extraordinary Edi¬ 
tions” of the '‘Gazette of India,” so that all those who 
desire to diseuss the matters raised in these docu- 
menls will have the oppurtnnity of securing the same 
amount of infonnation regardiog them as Mr. Montagu 
and his staff, liOrd CheimBford and the JJnreaucracy 
have. It is no exaggeration to say that the nresent line 
of action is most unsatisfactory and la inoonsUtent 
with the declaration in the House of Commons on the 
20th August The discussions with “ selected repre¬ 
sentatives ” must be, it has been stated, private..

That is not 
publio dlsonssion, and can do no good. It isjnstthe 
sort of prooedure that furnishes those argoments which 
so often emanate from official members in Legislative ^ 
Councils, namely, that such and snch a proposition was ' 
opposed by such and such a body, and, therefore, as it 
appeared very reasonable, no action could be 
taken, Some of tho deputations no doabt opposed 
the Congress-League Scheme of Reforms.

That the war ii going to make great ohaiigci in the poUikali 
ecoDonuc, and aoeial eondirions of world, in ethiw valoee^ 
and Jji moral stondanle, any fool can aec. And it may alao be 
eafuly said Uiat the idea of democratic control ia going to receive 
a tremendoua impetos, and tl^t Asiatic countries will witRem 
momentous changes in their politicaletatua. Moreover, that Jilpan 
will he the greatest gainer goes wi^ont saying. She haa made 
huge profit, and Iier army and navy are Intact She k bafld- 
ing up a merchant marine which, after tho havoc cwMed in 
the Allied marinea by the German U-boala, might eOilty ra^ 
flnt among the marines of tho world. What has so far atood 
in^ the way of domestie rctorm in Japan was ila flnaneial 
dependence, in the cm of war on foreign oountriea.

Ho risked 
much, however, in assooiaUng himself with the declara¬ 
tion of a British Protectorate, and in accepting the 
invitation of the British Government to become Bultan. 
The preoeding yeai’S had witnessed an oxtension of tho 
nationalist movement, and artienlate opinion in Egypt 
had come to contemplate a slackening of the ties with

the two couatrlOB. Moreover, the disposition of the

It Is safe to say, however, 
that before he died ho had won it all back again, 
and bad added to his repntoliou among his own 
pcopli*. He is suceacdMl by his youngest brother. 
Prinro Alimod Fnad, \vh(i.-<c incliimliuns and past 
servieca justify the belief th;if the .splendid Irudition 
begun be .Sultan Hussein will bo coutluiied, in the in¬ 
terests of Egypt and of Ihe Egyptian^.

As regards the pos.«lbi 1 ity of such a manoeuvre 
aimiug at outflaukiug tlie Allied armies in the West, 
if is only necessary to point out that, granted that 
Switzerland is a suffioiciitly wide tract of country 
to pemit of such an operation, it can be uudert^en 
by the enemy, only in the event of liis having already 
so disabled the Italians as to render tlgim incapable 
of serious offensive operations, thus rendering possible 
the transfer of a very large portion of the Austrian 
army to France. The Italians have suffered such a 
heavy blow that this is not an aspect of the situation ' 
that a Student of the war can ignore. But it is an 
extremely hazardous enterprise for the enemy, and for 
our part, if he is detormiued on attacking Switzerland^ 
we think he cannot do the Allies a greater service than 
doing so now, for we are sure that if theM inouo 
front on which nothing but disaster awaits him, that 
front is the Western Front This docs not, however, 
imply that an enemy attack in the West is to be de* 
spued. 

We have so often insisted in tbeso notes that it 
was in Italy that the enemy was seeking a decision that 
we feel boond to disouss this threat to the Weatem 
Front It will be recalled that we have expressly staM 
ibat the object of the attack on Italy was to open a road 
to France and to liberate the Austrian army for an 
attack ou her over the Alps. Now it is said 
Hindenburg is moving the Austrians against Franca 
tlirougb South Germany, and that thero is a chance 
of bis seekiiig to outdank the Western Front through 
Switzerland. IE he should do so, we do not see bow 
his aotum would differ, in the main^ from what we ' 
apprehended. And for this we claim no prophetic . 
insight, There are two deduotions any slmploion 
can come to. One is that the only chance Germany 
has of overcoming annihilating defeat is to seenre n 
decisive victory in the West; the other ie, that, if she 
would make a bid for such a success, she must do so 
before next Spring, when ^he American army will, assure 
the oommencemeiit by the AUics of the Qua! blow that ’ 
will lay bar low. That she will fail is a conclusion that 
any simpleton can come to equally easily; for, as we 
have repeatedly asserted, if there is one front on which 
the Allies can challengn the enemy to do his worst, it 
certainly is the Western Front. 

If then, as a telegram announces, the offensive 
against Italy has enabled the enemy to release a large 
nnmber of troops and guns also, wc take it, for another 
front, it simply means that he calculates that any, 
farther attacks on the Italians will weaken him ao 
severely as will render an attack In the West, after 
such loesos, less likely to sucoeod than if he made it 
now. That Is a spleucUd tribute to the Italian defenoe. 
It must also be borne in mind that before he > an e^loit 
a complete (riuinph over Italy against the kllies in tbft 
West, by Mray of the Alps, he mu^t violate the nentraiity 
of Switzerland, and either be does not propose to add 
another infamy to bis name—though as Lord 
Robert Cecil reminds ns he is uuopcu to such consider¬ 
ations ; or, he has realised that he cannot waste moro 
time in Italy, while the snows are collecting on tho 
Swiss tableland. In that case, it may be said the 
attack on Italy was a feint We should prefer to 
accept the explanation cabled out to this country, that 
it was intended to release Austrian troops. Well, there 
is now a splenaid strategical situation for the Allies 
to eqiloit Let them hold the enemy in tho West, if 
he dares to throw down the gauntlet there, and crush 
wiiaievcr forces he leaves ia Venetia out of ekistenco. 
In view, however, of the ttatoment that the Auf.lTiBns
